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MEETING  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE,  A.  I.  A., 
MARCH  31,  1909. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
held  a  meeting  in  The  Octagon  at  the  call  of  the  President,  Mr.  Cass 
Gilbert,  March  31,  1909.  Present:  Mr.  Cass  Gilbert,  President;  Mr. 
Glenn  Brown,  Secretary;  Mr.  John  Lawrence  Mauran  and  Mr.  Irving 
K.  Pond,  appointed  by  the  President  to  represent  Mr.  S.  B.  P.  Trow- 
bridge, who  was  out  of  the  country. 

The  first  question  taken  up  for  discussion  was  the  place  of  meeting 
for  the  next  Convention.     Washington  was  selected. 

Among  other  reasons  advanced  for  holding  the  next  Convention  in 
Washington  were  that  this  year  the  Institute  medal  was  to  be  con- 
ferred upon  Mr.  McKim,  also  because  the  Convention  on  City  Planning 
they  were  informed  would  be  held  in  Washington  during  the  winter  and 
the  Institute  Committee  on  this  subject  felt  it  would  be  advisable 
to  participate. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  carry  out  the  old  form  of  nomi- 
nations for  officers,  to  notify  each  Chapter  to  select  a  member  of  the 
committee  by  a  certain  date  and  if  such  nominations  are  not  received 
by  that  date,  the  Committee  on  Nominations  will  proceed  without 
members  from  those  Chapters. 

A  letter  from  the  National  Academy  of  Arts  and  Letters  through 
Mr.  R.  Underwood  Johnson  was  read,  requesting  permission  for  the 
use  of  The  Octagon  during  a  convention  meeting  which  they  will  hold 
in  Washington,  December  13  and  14,  1909.  The  Executive  Committee 
are  very  much  pleased  to  grant  the  request  to  the  National  Academy 
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of  Arts  and  Letters  and  the  Secretary  was  so  instructed  to  inform 
Mr.  Johnson. 

A  letter  from  the  Archaeological  Institute  asking  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  to  join  with  other  societies  in  an  application 
to  the  Carnegie  Institution,  requesting  them  to  make  grants  for  investi- 
gations outside  of  pure  scientific  matters,  was  read,  and  the  Secretary- 
was  instructed  to  inform  the  Archaeological  Institute  that  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  had  appointed  the  following  committee  to  act 
with  them  in  the  matter,  but  as  the  Executive  Committee  have  already 
made  a  request  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  to  grant  money  in  the  way 
of  research  for  the  planning  of  cities,  the  Institute  would  not  consider 
that  their  joining  in  this  movement  with  other  societies  would  prohibit 
them  in  any  way  from  pursuing  a  subject  already  before  the  Carnegie 
Institution.  The  President  appointed  on  this  committee:  Messrs. 
Ralph  Adams  Cram,  of  Boston,  Mass.;  Frank  Miles  Day,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  Irving  K.  Pond,  of  Chicago,  111.;  Wm.  Rutherford  Mead, 
of  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  James  Rush  Marshall,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

A  letter  in  reference  to  the  Institute  participating  in  the  congratu- 
lations of  Mr.  Frederick  Ward  Putnam's  seventieth  anniversary  was 
placed  before  the  Executive  Committee  and  they  were  glad  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  participate  in  the  anniversary. 

The  Executive  Committee  approved  the  general  scope  of  Mr.  Gros- 
venor  Atterbury's  suggestion  in  reference  to  the  Institute  taking  part 
in  the  movement  for  the  planning  of  cities,  and  will  take  the  subject 
up  again  before  the  next  Convention. 

A  letter  from  Messrs.  Forbes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify 
Messrs.  Forbes  &  Co.  that  the  schedule  as  adopted  was  simply  a  recom- 
mendation to  members  and  information  to  the  public  as  to  the  fees 
for  properly  preparing  and  supervising  work.  There  was  no  penalty 
attached.  The  only  case  in  which  a  person  would  be  brought  up  for 
a  breach  of  ethics  would  be  in  a  case  of  competing  in  price  with  other 
architects. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  find  out  the  price  of  the 
table  on  which  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  was  signed  in  The  Octagon. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  in  answer  to  a  letter  received 
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in  regard  to  an  architect's  advertising,  that  the  Executive  Committee 
do  not  consider  such  advertising  dignified,  but  highly  undesirable. 
Several  Chapters  of  the  Institute  have  passed  resolutions  on  this  subject. 
The  Committee  of  the  Institute  on  a  Code  of  Ethics  is  now  considering 
the  subject. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Robert  B.  Gardiner  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Competitions. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  repeat  sending  out  the  Schedule 
of  Charges  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Institute  for  the  Conduct 
of  Competitions  to  members  of  the  Institute,  mayors,  municipal  author- 
ities, etc. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  put  Mr.  D.  H.  Perkins  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Practice  because  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Wheelwright. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  out  circulars  in  reference  to 
increasing  the  dues  of  the  Institute's  members. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President 
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THE  AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  ARTS. 

On  May  11,  12,  and  13,  a  notable  convention  was  held  in  Washington,  at  which  a 
new  organization, "  The  American  Federation  of  Arts,  "was  formed.  This  convention 
was  called  by  the  regents  of  the  National  Academy  of  Art — an  association  of  artists 
and  art  patrons,  holding  a  charter  from  Congress  and  having  as  its  president  Mr. 
J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  and,  as  its  secretary,  Mr.  Glenn  Brown.  Over  eighty  art  socie- 
ties, city  and  village  improvement  leagues,  and  educational  institutions,  scattered 
throughout  sixteen  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  were  represented  by  dele- 
gates. Among  the  architectural  organizations  whose  representatives  took  an  active 
part  in  the  proceedings  were  the  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Washing- 
ton Chapters  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts 
Architects,  the  Architectural  League  of  New  York,  the  T  Square  Club  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Societe  des  Architects  Diplomes,  the  Society  of  Columbia  University  Architects, 
and  the  Washington  Architectural  Club,  and  as  representative  of  the  civic  and  muni- 
cipal organizations  participating  may  be  named  the  Art  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Denver,  the  Connecticut  State  Commission  of  Sculpture,  Quincy  (Illinois), 
Boulevard  and  Park  Association,  Municipal  Art  League  of  Chicago,  Metropolitan 
Improvement  Society  of  Boston,  and  the  Municipal  Art  Societies  of  Hartford,  New 
York  and  Baltimore.  Mr.  Charles  L.  Hutchinson,  first  vice-president  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Art,  presided  at  the  opening  session  and  Mr.  Glenn  Brown  acted  as  secre- 
tary. The  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  the  Hon.  James  Schoolcraft  Sherman, 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  objects  of  the  proposed  Federation  were 
explained  by  the  Hon.  Elihu  Root,  Senator  from  New  York,  who  is  a  regent  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Art  and  was  instrumental  in  calling  the  Convention.  At  the 
same  session  Senator  Newlands,  of  Nevada,  spoke  upon  the  subject  of  a  National 
Bureau  of  Fine  Arts,  reiterating  and  enlarging  upon  some  of  the  facts  which  he  had 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  at  its  last  Convention. 
Miss  Leila  Mechlin,  art  editor  of  the  Evening  Star,  told  of  certain  instances  which  had 
come  to  her  notice  during  the  last  nine  years,  indicative  of  the  Government's  attitude 
to  the  fine  arts,  and  the  Ambassador  from  Great  Britain  brought  to  notice  special 
architectural  errors  which  had  been  made  in  his  land  as  well  as  our  own,  which  might 
have  been  prevented  by  proper  regulations.  The  succeeding  sessions  were  no  less 
interesting,  the  speakers  all  being  well  chosen  and  authoritative.  It  was  on  the 
second  day,  however,  that  the  real  business  of  the  Convention  was  accomplished;  the 
Constitution  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  adopted  and  permanent  officers 
elected.  According  to  the  Constitution  this  Federation  is  "  an  association  of  institu- 
tions and  organizations  each  of  which  is  to  constitute  a  Chapter,"  and  its  objects 
are  to  unite  in  closer  fellowship  those  striving  to  attain  similar  ends,  to  harmonize 
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and  nationalize  the  art  interests  of  the  country,  to  stimulate  the  love  of  beauty  and 
to  cultivate  public  taste.  In  other  words  it  emulates  the  example  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  which  through  well  organized  effort  has  accomplished  results 
which  would  have  been  impossible  through  its  Chapters  independently,  and  purposes 
to  establish  a  medium  for  the  expression  of  public  opinion  on  matters  of  art.  The 
headquarters  of  the  organization  will  be  at  Washington,  where,  in  all  probability,  an 
annual  convention  will  be  held.  The  officers  elected  to  serve  for  the  first  term  of 
two  years  were:  Mr.  Charles  L.  Hutchinson,  president;  Mr.  Herbert  Adams,  sculptor, 
Mr.  John  W.  Alexander,  painter,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Adams  Cram,  architect,  vice-presi- 
dents; Mr.  F.  D.  Millet,  secretary;  Miss  Leila  Mechlin,  assistant  secretary;  and  Mr. 
J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Jr.,  treasurer.  Mr.  Morgan  being  unable  to  serve,  however,  Mr. 
A.  J.  Parsons  of  Washington  has  consented  to  act  as  treasurer  in  his  stead.  The 
president,  vice-presidents,  secretary  and  treasurer  were  constituted  a  committee,  by 
vote  of  the  Convention,  to  appoint  the  first  board  of  nineteen  directors,  to  serve 
until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  on  June  15  the  following  appointments 
were  announced:  Mr.  Holker  Abbott,  president  of  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston; 
Mr.  Edward  T.  Hartman,  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Civic  League;  Mr.  C. 
Grant  LaFarge,  of  the  Architectural  League  of  Xew  York;  Mr.  Elmer  E.  Garnsey, 
of  the  National  Society  of  Mural  Painters;  Miss  Florence  N.  Levy,  chairman  of  the 
Art  League  of  the  Public  Education  Association  of  Xew  York;  Mr.  John  H.  Con- 
verse, of  the  Fairmount  Park  Association  of  Philadelphia;  Mr.  Josias  Pennington, 
of  the  Municipal  Art  Society  of  Baltimore;  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  secretary  of  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  of  Architects;  Mr.  Hennen  Jennings,  vice-president  of  the  Xational 
Society  of  the  Fine  Arts;  Mr.  A.  J.  Parsons,  regent  of  the  Xational  Academy  of  Art; 
Mr.  Charles  P.  Taft,  vice-president  of  the  Cincinnati  Museum  Association;  Mr. 
Halsey  C.  Ives,  director  of  the  St.  Louis  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Mrs.  John  Clark 
Glenny,  president  of  the  Buffalo  Society  of  Artists;  Mrs.  John  S.  Shermood,  Art 
Committee,  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs;  Miss  Mary  M.  Xewport,  State  Art 
Society  of  Minnesota;  Mr.  Frank  C.  Baldwin,  president  of  the  Architectural  League 
of  America;  Mr.  Henry  Read,  chairman  Art  Commission  City  and  County  of  Denver; 
Mr.  William  Woodward,  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana;  and  Mr.  John  Galen 
Howard,  president  of  the  California  Society  of  Beaux  Arts  Architects. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  Convention,  when  concerted  action  could  be  taken  by  the 
newly  formed  Federation,  two  very  important  resolutions  were  presented  by  Mr. 
Glenn  Brown  and  unanimously  adopted,  one  urging  the  adoption  of  a  systematic 
plan  for  the  development  of  Washington  City,  and  the  other  in  favor  of  a  National 
Bureau  of  Fine  Arts,  both  of  which  have  since  been  printed  and  sent  with  a  personal 
letter  to  prominent  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  Thus 
the  first  official  act  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  was  directly  in  the  fine  of  the 
recommendations  made  at  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  last  Convention.

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RESOLUTIONS  ENDORSING  THE  PARK  COMMISSION  PLAN 
FOR  THE  CITY  OF  WASHINGTON  AND  FOR  THE  ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF  A  BUREAU  OF  FINE  ARTS  BY  THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Following  are  some  of  the  resolutions  which  have  been  recently 
passed  by  various  art  and  business  associations,  urging  upon  Congress 
the  adoption  of  the  Park  Commission  Plan  for  the  City  of  Washington, 
with  special  reference  to  the  location  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  for 
the  establishment  by  the  Government  of  a  Bureau  of  the  Fine  Arts: 

Resolutions  in  Favor  of  the  Adoption  of  a  Systematic  Plan  for  the  Development  of 
Washington  City,  Passed  by  the  American  Federation  of  Arts. 

The  American  Federation  of  Arts,  appreciating  the  fact  that  the  plan  for  Washing- 
ton City  was  the  greatest  artistic  legacy  left  the  country  by  George  Washington,  that 
the  beauty,  fitness  and  harmony  of  this  plan  had  no  precedent  in  an  existing  city, 
that  the  harmonious  grouping  of  buildings,  treatment  of  parks,  and  location  of  stat- 
uary, as  indicated  on  this  plan,  forgotten  and  ignored  for  seventy-five  years,  would 
have  made  our  capital  the  most  notable  city  of  the  world  in  artistic  beauty  and 
harmony,  therefore, 

The  American  Federation  of  Arts  considers  it  the  duty  of  our  people  and  of  our 
Congress,  as  a  legacy  to  future  generations,  to  assure  the  development  of  the  city  as 
suggested  in  the  map  of  L'Enfant,  and  to  secure  in  all  future  additions  harmony  with 
the  original  plan,  to  parks  and  streets  and  the  grouping  and  design  of  all  buildings 
and  monuments,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  urgently  requests  Congress  to 
adopt  a  systematic  plan  after  the  best  expert  advice,  for  the  future  development  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  to  direct  all  future  park  treatment,  location  of  statuary 
and  buildings  to  be  executed  in  harmony  therewith. 

Resolution  in  Favor  of  a  National  Bureau  of  Fine  Arts,  Passed  by  the  American 
Federation  of  A.rts. 

The  American  Federation  of  Arts,  appreciating  the  fact  that  all  the  civilized 
nations  of  Europe  have  systematic  methods,  under  expert  guidance,  for  acquiring 
and  executing  matters  pertaining  to  the  fine  arts,  and  have  a  continuous  policy  to 
obtain  harmonious,  lasting  and  beautiful  effects;  and  as  the  civilization  of  a  nation, 
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its  education  and  refinement  are  measured  by  its  art  expression,  and  as  our  Govern- 
ment has  no  system  by  which  this  expression  of  the  people  may  be  guided  or  have  a 
proper  growth,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  respectfully  urges  Congress  to 
approve  a  Bill  for  a  Bureau  of  Fine  Arts,  controlled  by  a  Council  composed  of  experts 
and  laymen. 

Resolution  unanimously  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters,  held  at  the  University  Club, 
New  York,  February  5,  1909: 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters  heartily  approves  of  the 
plan  for  a  Lincoln  Memorial  in  Washington  as  provided  in  the  plan  of  the  Park 
Commission  and  in  the  bill  of  Senator  Xewlands  now  pending  in  Congress;  and  the 
Institute  records  its  earnest  conviction  that  historically  as  well  as  artistically  it 
would  be  a  mistake  to  locate  the  memorial  between  the  Railway  Station  and  the 
Capitol. 

Report  of  The  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Pittsburgh, 
on  Municipal  Art,  presented  to  and  adopted  by  the  Pittsburgh  Chamber 
of  Commerce  May  13,  1909: 

To  the  Board  of  Directors: 

Gentlemen:  The  plan  of  Washington  City  is  one  of  the  legacies  left  by  George 
Washington  to  the  country.  It  is  original  as  presented  by  L'Enfant.  No  city  of 
Europe  gave  suggestions  for  this  plan — it  is  now  considered  the  best  devised  for  a 
capital  city  in  dignity,  beautiful  vistas,  grouping  of  buildings  and  statuary. 

This  plan  has  not  been  followed  in  the  park  treatment  and  location  of  buildings, 
much  to  the  detriment  of  the  national  capital  during  the  past  seventy-five  years. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  on  Municipal  Art  respectfully  recommends  that  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  urgently  requests  Pennsylvania  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives to  assist  in  the  passage  of  such  laws  that  will  make  possible  the  development 
of  the  city  on  the  original  plan  and  provide  that  any  additions  to  the  parks  or  city 
may  be  in  harmony  with  the  original  plan. 

The  only  plan  submitted  for  the  future  growth  of  the  city  has  been  presented  by 
the  Park  Commission,  which  is  a  return  to  and  development  of  new  portions  of  the 
city  in  harmony  with  this  plan,  therefore  the  Pittsburgh  Chamber  of  Commerce 
urges  the  adoption  of  this  plan  for  the  future  development  of  Washington. 

THE    LINCOLN    MEMORIAL. 

There  are  three  bills  before  Congress  for  a  Lincoln  Memorial  at  the  site  selected  by 
the  Commission — D.  H.  Burnham,  Charles  F.  McKim,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and 
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F.  L.  Olmsted,  and  strongly  and  unanimously  approved  and  recommended  by  the 
Fine  Arts  Council  of  thirty  experts  appointed  by  President  Roosevelt,  as  the  most 
suitable  location,  in  harmony  with  the  original  plan,  giving  Lincoln  the  most  imposing 
site  in  the  future  city.  Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  the  Pitts- 
burgh Chamber  of  Commerce  urge  their  Senators  and  Representatives  to  pass  the 
New  lands  Bill  for  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  which  is  in  accord  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Commission.

"The  Robert  Fulton  Monument  Association  of  No.  3  Park  Row, 
New  York  City,  announces  a  competition  among  the  architects  of  the 
United  States  for  the  purpose  of  securing  designs  for  the  memorial  of 
Robert  Fulton,  costing  $2,500,000.00,  and  to  be  erected  in  Riverside 
Park  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Architects  of  experience  and  good  standing  are  requested  to  apply 
to  the  Association  for  forms  on  which  to  make  application  for  the  com- 
petition program  and  permission  to  have  their  names  entered  as  com- 
petitors." 

The  expert  who  is  conducting  this  competition  is  a  member  of  the 
Institute  and  he  has  been  exercising  every  effort  to  frame  the  programme 
on  lines  approved  by  the  profession,  and  to  that  end  has  consulted 
various  members  of  our  Chapter  and  even  the  entire  Chapter  at  one 
of  its  meetings. 

The  enterprise  is  of  such  importance  that  those  having  it  in  charge 
are  anxious  that  the  best  men  in  the  profession  shall  participate  in  the 
competition.  I  write  to  ask  whether,  in  order  to  bring  the  matter 
before  all  the  members  of  the  Institute,  you  would  care- to  send  out 
the  foregoing  or  some  similar  announcement  to  each  member.  I  am 
thinking  of  sending  this  announcement  to  the  members  of  the  New 
York  Chapter,  but  it  would  be  better  if  the  announcement  could  go 
to  the  members  of  the  entire  Institute.

The  following  Bulletin  and  Statement  has  been  issued  by  the  Boston 
Chapter  to  its  members: 

BULLETIN   TO    MEMBERS. 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  on  April  6,  the  following  Resolutions 
were  adopted  and  a  copy  ordered  sent  to  each  member. 

Whereas,  a  certain  class  of  newspapers  makes  a  practice  of  soliciting  from  architects 
drawings,  photographs  and  descriptions  of  their  work  for  publication,  in  so-called 
"  special  numbers"  or  in  regular  editions,  and  of  charging  the  authors  of  these  designs 
or  articles  such  sums  of  money  as  their  judgment  leads  them  to  believe  they  can 
collect,  under  penalty  of  exclusion  from  the  privileges  of  journalistic  representation, 
and 

Whereas,  this  practice  is  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  the  architectural  profession, 
and  places  those  who  are  unwilling  to  take  part  in  schemes  of  this  nature  at  a  manifest 
disadvantage  compared  with  those  who  are  disposed  to  pay  this  monetary  tribute  to 
the  press, 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  that  the  interests 
of  the  profession  as  a  whole  and  in  its  members  are  best  conserved  by  a  consistent 
refusal  to  pay  any  sum  of  money  to  any  newspaper,  or  its  representative,  as  a  con- 
sideration for  the  printing  of  designs,  photographs,  or  descriptions  of  buildings  in  any 
regular  or  special  edition  of  such  newspapers:  and  that  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects  are  urged  to  refuse  such  payment  whenever  it  may  be  solicited. 

The  following  report  from  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  by  the  President 
and  endorsed  by  the  meeting.     A  copy  of  the  report  was  ordered  sent  to  each  member, 
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together  with  the  signed  Statement  printed  on  the  last  page  of  this  bulletin  in  order 
that  each  member  of  the  Society  might  have  an  opportunity  to  add  his  signature 
before  the  Statement  was  given  to  the  press. 

Anyone  who  desires  his  name  to  appear  with  those  already  printed  should  detach 
and  sign  the  Statement  and  return  it  to  the  Secretary  before  April  17. 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  Society,  as  the  result  of  a  discussion  of  the  increase 
in  the  Schedule  of  Minimum  Charges  of  the  A.  I.  A.  enacted  by  the  Washington  Con- 
vention of  1908,  the  Executive  Committee  was  instructed  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  how  best  to  give  the  fullest  publicity  to  a  change,  the  justice  of  which  was  recog- 
nized and  formally  endorsed. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  given  this  matter  very  full  consideration:  it  has 
procured  the  publication  in  several  of  the  Boston  daily  newspapers  of  articles  explain- 
ing the  reasons  for  the  change,  and  a  statement  that,  on  and  after  April  1,  1909  the 
new  schedule  would  be  given  the  same  faith  and  adherence  as  the  old  has  been  signed 
by  many  firms. 

The  Committee  believes,  however,  that  "the  way  to  resume  is  to  resume:"  that 
the  new  schedule  was  actually  as  fully  in  force  on  December  17,  1908,  as  the  old  had 
been  prior  to  that  date  and  that  no  hardship  is  inflicted  on  the  public  bv  such  a 
change  even  without  notice. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  evident  that  the  enforcing  of  the  new  schedule  must  be 
effected  reasonably  and  with  due  regard  to  the  special  circumstances  of  each  case  as  it 
arises.  The  A.  I.  A.  is  not  a  trades  union,  but  a  voluntary  association  of  professional 
men.  The  Schedule  of  Minimum  Charges  establishes  a  general  principle,  it  does  not 
promulgate  an  iron-clad  law,  nor  does  it  assume  to  dictate  to  the  members  of  the 
Institute  just  what  shall  be  their  professional  relations  with  their  clients,  except  in  so 
far  as  it  does  lay  down  the  law  that  these  shall  be  honorable  and  equitable,  both  so 
far  as  the  client  is  concerned,  and  also  the  architect  himself.  During  the  period  of 
adaptation  to  new  conditions,  each  case  must  of  necessity  be  judged  on  its  own  merits 
except  so  far  as  a  specific  agreement  between  certain  signatories  is  concerned,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  agreement  already  referred  to.  The  Executive  Committee  believes 
that  a  few  months  only  will  be  necessary  to  establish  the  new  schedule  as  firmly  as 
was  the  case  with  the  old:  in  fact,  reports  received  from  New  York,  Chicago,  Phila- 
delphia and  other  Chapters  indicate  that  in  these  localities  the  new  schedule  is  already 
in  full  operation. 

One  fact,  however,  seems  to  the  Executive  Committee  self-evident,  and  that  is  that 
whatever  course  members  may  see  fit  to  follow  in  establishing  the  new  schedule 
amongst  their  clients,  they  are  estopped  absolutely  from  making  any  concessions 
which  would  lay  them  open  to  a  charge  of  "  competing  in  amount  of  commissions 
with  other  members  of  the  profession."  To  offer  to  do  work  under  the  old  schedule 
when  it  was  known  that  in  the  case  in  point  others  had  refused  to  act  except  under 
the  new,  would  be  a  grave  offense  against  the  comity  of  the  profession,  and  should 
justly  be  construed  as  a  prima  facie  case  of  "unprofessional  practice." 
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STATEMENT. 

Because  of  the  constantly  increasing  expense  attending  the  preparation  of  drawings 
and  specifications,  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects  have  both  agreed  that  six  per  cent.  (6%)  is  the  proper  minimum  charge  for 
architects'  services. 

The  undersigned  wish  to  give  notice  that  after  April  1,  1909,  six  per  cent.  (6%)  will 
be  considered  by  them  the  proper  charge  for  architects'  services  in  cases  where  five 
per  cent.  (5%)  has  hitherto  been  the  usual  charge.

in  memoriam. 
Theodore  Minot  Clark. 

The  Boston  Society  of  Architects  has  the  sad  duty  of  recording  another  death  in 
its  membership,  that  of  Theodore  Minot  Clark,  who  died  April  30,  1909,  at  the  age  of 
sixty-four  years. 

A  distinguished  member  of  our  Society,  he  held  with  us  from  the  beginning  that 
high  position  due  to  his  personal  worth  and  his  professional  merit. 

His  retiring  nature  gave  little  insight  except  to  his  personal  friends  of  a  fife  which 
he  filled  with  good  work  and  achievement.  His  interests  were  by  no  means  limited 
to  his  profession,  but  covered  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  in  all  of  which  he  left  his  mark. 

Perhaps  he  will  be  longest  remembered  for  what  he  accomplished  while  an  editor 
of  The  American  Architect,  and  also  while  professor  in  charge  of  the  department  of 
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architecture  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  But  he  was  successful 
in  other  ways.  Exceedingly  well  informed,  his  contributions  to  professional  journals 
always  commanded  attention,  and  his  books  on  professional  subjects  have  achieved 
a  well  merited  and  lasting  popularity. 

He  kept  abreast  of  all  good  things,  and  his  intelligent  interest  exerted  an  influence 
none  the  less  effective  because  so  quietly  shown.  He  leaves  a  good  name  and  a 
record  of  fine  service  done. 

Under  Obituaries  will  be  found  a  brief  account  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
T.  M.  Clark.

It  was  voted  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Chapter  that  the  Secretary  urge  the  Senators 
from  Rhode  Island  to  vote  for  the  bill. 

Messrs.  Elliott,  Cady  and  Adams  then  gave  very  interesting  and  amusing  accounts 
of  student  and  pension  life  in  Paris. 

It  was  voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Chapter  be  tendered  to  Messrs.  Elliott,  Cady 
and  Adams  for  their  addresses.

Following  is  a  letter  which  is  typical  of  letters  being  sent  out  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Chapter,  when  any  member  of  the 
profession  informs  him  of  a  prospective  competition,  which  he  has 
reason  to  believe  is  not  being  conducted  on  lines  recognized  by  the 
Institute : 

Dear  Sir: 

Understanding  that  you  are  interested  in  a  competition  instituted  to  secure, the 
selection  of  an  architect,  I  take  the  liberty  of  sending  you  a  copy  of  the  Code  of  Com- 
petitions adopted  by  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Many  competitions  have  been  held  in  the  past  under  conditions  which,  through 
misapprehension,  have  worked  injustice  either  to  the  Architect  or  to  the  owner,  or 
both.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  it  may  be  to  the  interest  of  all  if  we  send  to  those 
who  are  contemplating  such  competitions  this  Code,  which  gives  expression  to  the 
attitude  of  the  profession  on  the  relation  between  owners  and  architects  and  the 
conditions  which  the  profession  regards  as  the  proper  ones  to  observe  in  conducting 
such  competitions,  and  which  lead  to  the  best  results.

The  Code  of  Competitions  adopted  by  the  New  York  Chapter  follows : 

CODE  GOVERNING  COMPETITIONS  HELD  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  SELECTING  ARCHITECTS. 

1.  It  is  recognized  that  in  certain  cases,  notably  for  public  and  semi-public 
buildings,  competitions  may  be  necessary  or  desirable. 

2.  In  any  competition  the  interest  of  both  parties  to  the  same  (the  public  or  client 
on  the  one  hand,  the  architects  on  the  other)  should  be  equally  guarded. 

3.  It  is  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  both  of  the  client  and  of  the  architectural 
profession  that  any  architect  who  cannot  establish  his  competence  to  design  and 
execute  the  work  competed  for  should  be  admitted  as  a  competitor. 

4.  Absolute  and  effective  anonymity  is  the  necessary  condition  for  a  fair  and 
unbiased  competition,  and  the  signing  of  drawings  is  therefore  undesirable. 

5.  Every  programme  to  a  competition  should  constitute  a  definite  contract 
between  the  client  and  the  competing  architects. 
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6.  Every  competition  should  be  instituted  with  the  aid  of  a  professional  adviser 
(who  should  be  preferably  a  practicing  architect)  and  should  be  judged  by  a  jury  in 
which  practicing  architects  should  be  represented.  Whenever  possible  these  pro- 
fessional members  of  the  jury  should  be  chosen  by  a  vote  of  the  competitors.  It  is 
preferable  that  the  professional  adviser  should  not  be  a  member  of  the  jury,  but  should 
be  called  upon  to  consult  with  it. 

7.  Every  competition  should  guarantee  that  the  author  of  the  design  placed  first 
by  the  jury  should  be  appointed  architect  of  the  building  contemplated,  excepting 
only  in  cases  where  the  law  makes  such  formal  guaranty  illegal.  Or  if  such  person 
should  for  reason  whatever  not  be  employed  the  programme  should  guarantee  him 
the  payment  of  a  stipulated  sum. 

8.  The  following  forms  of  competition  are  recognized: 

A.  Limited  to  a  certain  number  of  architects,  whose  names  are  to  be  stated  in  the 
programme. 

B.  Mixed;  certain  architects  being  specially  invited,  and  any  others  being  at 
liberty  to  compete  upon  presentation  to  the  client  through  the  professional  adviser 
of  such  evidence  of  their  professional  ability  as  would  justify  the  client  in  awarding 
the  work  contemplated  to  any  one  of  them  in  the  event  of  his  being  placed  first. 

C.  Double;  certain  architects  being  specially  invited;  and  any  others  who  can 
satisfy  the  client  of  their  ability  as  above  stated  taking  part  in  a  preliminary  compe- 
tition, by  means  of  which  certain  of  them  shall  be  chosen  from  their  number  to  com- 
pete in  a  second  competition  with  the  specially  invited  competitors.  In  this  form 
of  competition  the  programme  should  be  issued  to  all  simultaneously. 

D.  Open  to  any  architect  who  can  satisfy  the  client  of  his  ability  as  above  stated. 

9.  No  programme  of  competition  should  contain  any  statement  of  the  proposed 
cost  of  the  work  contemplated  unless  it  has  been  ascertained  that  such  work  can  be 
executed,  within  a  reasonable  margin,  for  the  sum  named. 

10.  The  drawings  required  in  any  programme  should  be  only  such  in  number  and 
in  scale  as  are  necessary  to  express  and  explain  the  design  and  arrangement. 

11.  The  time  given  the  competitors  for  making  the  design  and  preparing  the 
drawings  should  be  as  short  as  the  nature  of  the  problem  will  warrant. 

12.  The  decision  of  the  jury  should  be  announced  promptly  upon  the  close  of  the 
competition. 

13.  The  programme  should  provide  for  the  payment  of  an  adequate  sum  to  each 
invited  competitor,  and  to  a  number  not  exceeding  five  of  the  uninvited  competitors, 
if  there  be  any. 

14.  Wherever  possible  juries  should  be  large  enough  to  secure  catholicity  of  taste 
and  avoid  personal  bias. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  professional  adviser  to  prepare  or  assist  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  programme,  and  to  urge  the  inclusion  in  it  of  all  provisions  contained  in 
this  Code. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jury  to  study  carefully  the  programme,  the  site  and 
all  conditions  relating  to  the  problem  and  the  competition  before  examining  the 
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designs  submitted;  to  give  ample  time  to  the  careful  and  conscientious  study  of  these 
designs,  and  to  render  a  decision  only  after  mature  consideration;  and  to  place  out  of 
competition  any  design  which  does  not  fulfil  conditions  distinctly  stated  as  manda- 
tory in  the  programme. 

17.  It  is  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the  Chapter  for  any  member  to  take  part  in  any 
competition  whether  as  professional  adviser,  member  of  the  jury,  or  competitor. 

a.  When  the  programme  does  not  constitute  a  definite  contract  as  stated  in  para- 
graph 5  of  this  Code. 

b.  When  the  programme  does  not  provide  for  either  a  professional  adviser  or  a 
jury  in  which  practicing  architects  shall  be  represented,  or  both  of  these,  as  stated 
in  paragraph  6  of  this  Code. 

r.  When  the  programme  does  not  guarantee  that  the  author  of  the  design  placed 
first  by  the  jury  shall  be  appointed  architect  of  the  work  contemplated,  excepting 
only  in  cases  where  the  law  makes  such  formal  guaranty  illegal,  as  stated  in  paragraph 
7  of  this  Code. 

d.  Where  any  architect  who  cannot  establish  his  competence  to  design  and  exe- 
cute the  work  competed  for  is  admitted  to  compete,  as  stated  in  paragraphs  3  and  8 
of  this  Code. 

e.  Where  the  terms  of  the  competition,  even  if  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Code,  are  in  violation  of  the  Municipal,  State  or  Federal  law  under  which  the 
competition  is  instituted. 

It  is  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the  Chapter  for  any  member  to  submit  designs  in 
any  competition  limited  to  a  certain  number  of  architects  whose  names  are  stated  in 
the  programme,  unless  he  is  one  of  those  whose  names  are  there  stated,  or  is  a  sub- 
stitute for  one  of  the  invited  competitors  when  such  substitution  is  provided  for  in 
the  programme;  or  to  take  part  in  any  competition  contrary  to  the  decision  of  the 
Committee  on  Professional  Practice  and  Competitions,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Any  member  who  shall  in  any  of  these  ways  act  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the 
Chapter  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  set  down  in  Article  VIII,  Section  10  of  the 
By-Laws. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Chapter  to  submit  to  the  Committee 
on  Professional  Practice  and  Competitions  any  programme  of  competition  of  which 
he  has  knowledge,  if  the  said  competition  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  Chapter, 
whether  he  desires  to  compete  or  not,  provided  it  seems  to  him  to  be  contrary7  to  the 
interest  of  the  Chapter  as  stated  in  Article  17  of  this  Code. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Professional  Practice  and  Competi- 
tions to  examine  any  programme  of  competition  which  may  be  submitted  to  it;  and 
if  in  its  judgment  participation  in  the  said  competition  by  any  member  of  the  Chapter 
be  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the  Chapter  as  stated  in  Article  17  of  this  Code,  to  com- 
municate such  decision  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  who  shall  send  the  said 
decision  without  delay  to  every  member  of  the  Chapter. 

20.  In  case  any  member  desires  to  appeal  to  the  Chapter  from  any  such  decision  of 
the  Committee  on  Professional  Practice  and  Competitions,  he  may  notify  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Chapter,  who  shall  call  without  delay  a  special  meeting  of  the  Chapter  to 
consider  such  appeal.  At  such  meeting  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  which  shall  otherwise 
stand  as  ratified  by  the  Chapter.

The  following  circular  was  sent  out  by  the  Chapter  in  reference  to  a 
competition  to  be  held  in  Atlanta,  Ga.     (See  also  Atlanta  Chapter.) 

To  the  Members: 

The  attention  of  the  members  is  called  to  a  proposed  competition  for  the  Capital 
City  Club  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Following  their  investigation  and  a  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Professional  Practice  and  Competitions,  the  Executive  Committee 
informs  the  Chapter  that  this  competition  contains  conditions  contrary  to  the  manda- 
tory provisions  of  our  Code  of  Competitions  and  that,  therefore,  it  would  be  unpro- 
fessional for  any  member  of  the  Chapter  to  submit  drawings.

Below  is  given  a  circular  letter  in  reference  to  the  Registration  of 
Architects  which  has  been  issued  by  the  joint  committee  of  the  New 
York  and  Brooklyn  Chapters: 

Registration  op  Architects. 


Resolution  adopted  by  the  International  Congress  of  Architects,  held  in  London, 
England,  July  21,  1908. 

Resolved,  That  this  Congress  considers  it  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  public  of 
all  nations,  and  of  the  profession  of  architecture  that  all  practitioners  should  have  a 
statutory  qualification. 


To  the  Architects  of  New  York  State: 

The  New  York  Chapter  on  April  11,  1906,  passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  a 
proper  bill  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  architecture  should  become  a  law. 
The  other  Chapters  of  New  York  State  were  invited  to  co-operate  in  forming  a  joint 
committee  to  obtain  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  profession  on  the  subject.  A 
joint  committee  was  formed  by  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Chapters,  which  com- 
mittee considered  existing  laws  on  registration  of  architects  and  particularly  the 
revision  of  the  bill  which  had  been  introduced  at  Albany  in  1906. 

The  Committee  considered  that  before  advocating  the  adoption  of  any  bill  it  should 
do  two  things — First:  'Learn  the  result  of  legislation  in  the  three  States  which  have 
tried  registration  or  licensing  of  architects,  and — Second:  Obtain  the  sentiment  of 
the  profession  in  New  York  on  the  general  subject  of  registration  by  law. 
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With  the  first  end  in  view,  the  Committee  sent  out  a  circular  letter  to  five  hundred 
architects  in  California,  Illinois  and  New  Jersey.  There  were  received  one  hundred 
and  forty-six  replies  which  may  be  tabulated  as  follows:

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The  Committee  is  convinced  that  this  tabulation  is  more  interesting  than  important 
for  the  reason  that  many  of  the  responses  do  not  give  any  real  reason  for  the  sentiment 
of  the  writers,  and  in  fact  some  of  the  answers  indicate  a  regrettable  lack  of  apprecia- 
tion of  professional  etiquette  and  obligation. 

Among  those  who  replied  some  expressed  unqualified  opposition  to  such  legislation 
in  principle.  Others  who  oppose  legislation  in  principle  do  so  believing  it  impractic- 
able, unnecessary  or  ineffective.  Some  fear  the  influence  of  politics  and  others 
regard  the  law  a  tax  on  the  profession  without  adequate  benefit  to  anybody  except 
the  secretaries  of  examining  boards. 

Many  who  favor  legislation  make  criticisms  on  the  existing  laws.  One  objection 
repeatedly  made  is  against  the  annual  fee.  A  single  registration  fee  without  an 
annual  tax  evidently  would  be  more  popular. 

A  few  believe  that  present  laws  are  not  enforced.  The  warning  comes  from  several 
members  of  State  boards  that  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  make  provision  of  funds  to 
prosecute  offenders. 

One  repeated  criticism  is  that  the  requirement  in  the  Illinois  law,  whereby  an 
architect  must  record  his  license  in  every  county  in  which  he  practices,  is  useless  and 
annoying. 

There  is  a  suggestion  from  country  architects  that  doubtless  the  law  is  beneficial 
in  the  cities  but  that  the  benefit  to  the  public  or  profession  in  the  small  towns  has  not 
been  perceptible.  On  the  other  hand  some  city  architects  have  observed  no  good 
results  but  doubt  not  that  such  laws  are  effective  in  the  small  towns. 

Some  extracts  from  letters  received  are  as  follows: 

John  G.  Howard,  San  Francisco:  "In  the  long  run  I  think  the  universities  and 
other  schools  of  architecture  must  become  the  recognized  channels  of  supply  of 
architectural  practitioners,  and  their  examinations  and  diplomas  the  recognized  and 
perhaps  the  sole  standard  of  admission  to  the  ranks  of  our  profession.  It  is  difficult, 
however,  to  see  how  this  can  be  brought  about  at  present  or  for  a  long  time  to  come 
and  a  State  Board  may,  if  wisely  and  fairly  administered,  serve  a  good  purpose  for  a 
time,  until  the  other  principle  can  be  thoroughly  applied." 

Myron  Hunt,  Los  Angeles  (formerly  of  Chicago):  "The  law  in  Illinois  and  in 
California  has  seemed  to  me  to  benefit  the  public  bv  partly  curtailing  the  number  of 
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irresponsible  architects.  The  inadequate  method  of  enforcing  the  law  in  each  State 
has  made  this  benefit  only  partial.  It  has  benefited  the  profession  by  bringing 
architects  together  in  closer  relations.  It  has  kept  a  number  of  bright  young  men 
from  hanging  out  their  shingle  until  they  were  fit.  The  better  class  of  men  in  the 
better  offices  have  come  to  see  that  it  was  worth  while  to  get  a  State  license  before 
doing  work  on  their  own  account." 

J.  J.  Backus,  Chief  Inspector  of  Buildings,  Los  Angeles,  writes:  "In  answer  to 
your  communication  regarding  the  subject  of  the  registration  of  architects,  would  say 
that  in  our  opinion  the  law,  as  it  now  exists  in  the  State  of  California,  is  of  very  little 
material  benefit  to  any  one,  either  architects,  owners  or  builders,  from  the  fact  that 
there  seems  to  be  noway  of  preventing  anyone,  whether  he  be  a  registered  architect  or 
not,  from  doing  business.  Personally  I  have  great  doubts  as  to  whether  or  not  a  law 
could  be  framed  which  would  prohibit  anyone  from  doing  business  in  an  architec- 
tural way." 

Louis  H.  Sullivan,  Chicago,  writes:  "I  cannot  see  that  the  law  has  benefited  the 
profession  nor  how  it  can  benefit  it.  We  don't  need  laws — we  need  character,  and 
laws  cannot  make  character." 

Chas.  S.  Frost,  Chicago:  "  The  operation  of  the  law,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  determine 
has  little  or  no  effect  outside  of  the  large  cities.  In  Chicago,  the  Building  Department 
refuses  permits  unless  the  drawings  are  properly  signed  and  sealed  by  a  licensed 
architect.  There  is  a  slight  benefit  in  the  fact  that  the  draughtsmen  are  impatient 
to  become  licensed  architects  and  many  of  them  do  good  work  in  preparations  so  as 
to  pass  the  examinations.  I  have  discovered  no  other  benefit.  The  Illinois  law 
puts  too  much  power  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Examiners.  I  can  easily  imagine  a 
Board  so  constituted  as  to  become  a  great  menace  to  the  architects.  In  general,  I 
do  not  believe  in  any  State  setting  up  a  barrier  of  any  kind  against  a  practicing  archi- 
tect of  another  State.  As  a  result  of  the  license  laws,  each  one  of  our  firm  has  to 
pay  $5.00  renewal  for  Illinois,  $5.00  renewal  for  New  Jersey  and  $10.00  renewal  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec  each  year.  And  the  law  is  so  framed  that,  if  we  overlook 
this  renewal  past  a  certain  date,  our  license  is  revoked  and  we  will  have  no  end  of 
trouble,  should  this  happen,  to  get  it  renewed." 

Wm.  A.  Otis,  Chicago:  "Personally,  and  with  my  class  of  practice,  I  am  not  able 
to  see  that  it  has  been  of  any  benefit  whatever,  but  on  the  contrary  a  considerable 
nuisance  by  being  obliged  to  register  in  every  new  county  where  I  chance  to  begin 
work.  I  have  been  told,  however,  in  a  vague  way  that  it  has  benefited  those  archi- 
tects whose  main  practice  is  small  and  cheap  work,  by  preventing  some  competition, 
but  from  personal  experience  I  know  nothing  of  it.  Certainly  it  seems  to  savor 
somewhat  of  trade  unions  and  clients  have  been  known  to  refer  to  it  as  such." 

Chas.  R.  Clarke,  Champaign,  111.:  "It  has  served  to  fix  a  responsibility  on  the 
architects,  and  will  in -time  eliminate  those  unfit  to  practice." 

N.  Clifford  Ricker,  for  eight  years  a  member  and  president  of  the  Illinois  Board  of 
Examiners,  sent  us  a  long  and  valuable  communication  [from  which  are  given  these 
extracts:  "The  public  is  benefited  by  the  rising  standard  of  professional  training  and 
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technical  knowledge  required  before  the  architect  enters  on  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
Buildings  are  safer  in  construction  and  more  economically  built,  the  material  being 
placed  only  where  required.  Greater  care  is  taken  in  protection  from  fire,  in  warming 
and  ventilation,  and  in  the  sanitation  of  buildings.  In  the  hands  of  an  ignorant 
architect,  schools,  churches,  and  assembly  halls  in  the  smaller  cities  and  villages  would 
be  especially  dangerous.  I  believe  that  the  unregulated  practice  of  all  professions 
would  be  a  calamity  to  the  public,  would  soon  produce  unendurable  conditions,  and 
that  the  proper  practice  of  the  architectural  profession  is  just  as  essential  to  the  public 
welfare  and  safety  as  that  of  any  other  profession.  The  license  and  renewal  fees 
collected  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  are  not  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  but  form 
a  fund  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  and  the  enforcement  of  the  license  law,  which 
now  amounts  to  about  $13,000.00  and  is  deposited  in  two  Chicago  banks,  mostly  at 
three  per  cent,  interest,  which  is  added  to  the  principal  semi-annually.  It  may 
therefore  properly  be  considered  a  trust  fund  for  the  defense  of  the  legal  rights  of 
licensed  architects." 

William  K.  Fellows,  Chicago :  "  I  was  not  in  favor  of  it  at  first  and  could  not  see 
any  benefit.  I  think,  however,  it  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction  and  it  has  soworked 
in  Illinois  as  to  be  an  indirect  benefit;  that  is,  it  has  made  it  difficult  for  certain  of 
the  smaller  contractors  to  erect  flat  buildings  and  has  resulted  in  the  debarment  of 
some  of  the  most  objectionable  architects." 

A.  B.  Frankel,  Chicago:  "It  has  benefited  the  public  in  that  dishonest  and  incom- 
petent architects  have  had  their  license  revoked  and  debarred  practicing  in  this  State; 
also  it  makes  the  architect  responsible  for  any  act  of  incompetency." 

James  M.  White,  Dean  of  College  of  Engineering,  University  of  Illinois:  "  I  believe 
also  that  the  law  has  benefited  the  public  because  it  has  materially  raised  the  quali- 
fications of  architects  in  the  smaller  cities  of  the  State.  Of  course,  it  has  not  made 
any  difference  in  the  larger  cities  where  the  architects  are  usually  well  qualified  for 
the  practice  of  their  profession;  but  throughout  the  smaller  cities  there  have  been  a 
great  many  builders  and  draughtsmen  who  have  been  preparing  plans  for  buildings, 
who,  under  this  law,  are  prohibited  from  doing  so." 

Jeremiah  O'Rourke,  Newark,  N.  J.:  "We  have  recently  signed  a  request  for  its 
repeal  or  modification,  feeling  that  its  practicable  workings  have  tended  to  lower, 
rather  than  to  elevate,  professional  ethics  and  practice.  We  are  satisfied  from  long 
professional  experience,  that  improvement,  although  exceedingly  desirable,  cannot 
be  effected  by  legislation." 

Hugh  R  oberts,  Secretary  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Architects :  "  The  law  has 
benefited  the  public  by  excluding,  from  the  ranks  of  practicing  architects  in  this  State, 
about  four  hundred  persons  who  were  not  competent  to  practice  and  who  are  not  now 
practicing.  Many  of  these  persons  were  carpenters  and  builders  while  a  great  many 
of  them  were  boys  and  young  men  who  would  have  started  to  practice  had  our  law 
not  been  in  operation.  The  law  has  benefited  the  profession  by  excluding  the  above 
mentioned  four  hundred  who  were  incompetent,  and  by  admitting  to  practice  only 
such  as  could  show  proper  qualifications.     In  our  State  the  title  of  architect  now 
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means  more  than  it  did  five  years  ago,  and  from  year  to  year  as  the  ability  of  the 
average  practitioner  is  raised  owing  to  the  operation  of  the  law,  it  necessarily  means 
that  the  work  done  by  architects  will  average  up  better  and  better  as  time  advances." 

Chas.  P.  Baldwin,  President  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Architects,  gives  valuable 
suggestions  from  experience  with  the  New  Jersey  law  and  says  of  that  law:  "It  has 
begun  the  exclusion  of  incompetents  from  the  ranks  of  the  profession.  The  benefit 
of  such  laws  becomes  more  apparent  as  time  passes.  At  first  conditions  remain 
very  much  as  they  were,  then  the  ranks  of  the  practitioners  being  closed  to  all  except 
those  who  demonstrated  their  worthiness  by  examinations  or  other  evidence,  the 
recruits  of  the  profession  are  superior  as  a  class  to  those  who  are  at  liberty  to  enter 
the  ranks  without  any  restraint." 

Samuel  W.  Wittemore,  East  Orange,  N.  J. :  "Repeal  the  annual  fee  of  five  dollars. 
In  a  few  words  I  consider  the  New  Jersey  law  to  be  excellent,  excepting  the  fee 
mentioned.  It  is  not  the  amount  of  the  fee,  but  the  principle  of  it,  for  the  reason 
that  no  other  profession  is  similarly  taxed.  Therefore,  it  is  in '  restraint  of  trade'  and 
if  so,  necessarily  unconstitutional." 

The  Joint  Committee  found  that  present  registration  or  license  laws  are  charged, 
justly  or  unjustly,  with  savoring  too  much  of  the  principles  of  trade  unionism.  We 
believe  that  the  profession  should  scrupulously  avoid  any  attitude  which  might 
subject  it  to  the  suspicion  of  trying  to  get  business  by  law  or  of  interfering  with  the 
rights  of  others  who  wish  to  design  buildings. 

It  may  be  remarked  incidentally  that  the  profession  can  manifest  its  unselfish 
interest  in  the  pubflc  good  by  exerting  its  influence  in  the  enactment  of  better  building 
laws. 

Our  aim  should  be  to  win  recognition  for  the  profession  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  in 
such  manner  that  the  people  ultimately  of  their  own  free  will  will  choose,  and  not  be 
forced,  to  give  architects  the  charge  of  all  buildings. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects  has  already  won  a  high  place  in  public  esti- 
mation for  architecture  as  a  profession  and  it  cannot  afford  to  place  itself  in  the  atti- 
tude of  trying  to  create  its  standing,  or  increase  its  importance,  by  law.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Institute  cannot  place  itself  in  opposition  to  legislation  which  may 
have  as  its  object  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  architecture  so  far  as  it  may  conserve 
the  safety  of  fife  and  property.  As  an  analogous  case,  we  conceive  that  existing 
legislation  controlling  the  practice  of  medicine  is  constitutional  from  a  legal  point 
of  view  on  the  theory  that  such  laws  are  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health. 

Legitimate  objects  of  legislation  may  well  be  in  the  first  place  to  locate  definite 
responsibility  on  every  one  who  shall  undertake  to  design  a  building;  and  in  the 
second  place  to  prevent  anyone  from  assuming  the  title  of  "architect"  unworthily. 
This  Committee,  after  making  some  study  of  the  registration  laws  now  in  force  in 
California,  Illinois  and  New  Jersey,  and  also  the  proposed  enactments  for  New  York, 
and  after  reviewing  the  sentiments  of  architects  in  the  three  States  mentioned  above, 
concludes  that  the  profession  should  adopt  a  conservative  attitude  toward  such  pro- 
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posed  legislation.  We  believe  that  the  profession  would  prefer  to  see  recognition  by 
law  deferred  indefinitely  rather  than  to  accept  faulty  laws  which  would  be  difficult 
to  amend.  We  should  not  hesitate  to  oppose  the  passage  of  any  act  which  omits  a 
single  one  of  certain  essentials  of  a  wise  law.  These  essential  provisions  we  would 
describe  as  follows: 

First — A  proper  definition  of  the  term  "Architect"  which  must  express  clearly 
the  fact  that  the  architect's  function  is  a  professional  one  in  the  interest  of  the  client 
and  in  securing  the  best  building  for  the  price. 

Second — That  the  assumption  of  the  title  "Architect"  without  proper  authority 
of  the  law  shall  be  a  violation  of  said  law  and  punishable  as  such. 

Third — That  working  drawings  of  every  building  must  be  signed  by  the  author,  as 
"Architect,"  "Owner"  or  "Contractor"  and  that  such  signature  shall  carry  with  it 
the  responsibility  for  the  structural  design  of  the  building. 

Fourth — That  in  the  event  a  building  is  not  supervised  by  the  architect,  the  owner 
and  the  contractors  concerned  shall  each  file  an  affidavit  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  (or  other  designated  authority)  certifying  that  the  building  has  been 
erected  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  and  specifications. 

Fifth — That  if  the  law  provides  a  fee  to  carry  the  expenses  of  the  Registration 
Board  it  shall  be  a  gross  sum  and  not  a  periodical  tax,  and  that  such  fees  shall  be 
kept  in  a  trust  fund  for  the  expenses  of  the  Registration  Board  and  not  be  paid  into 
the  public  treasury.

Annual  Report  of  the  Retiring  Secretary  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter. 

Since  and  including  the  yearly  meeting  held  October  14,  1907,  the  Chapter  has  held 
nineteen  meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  twenty-six,  at  each  of  which 
perfect  harmony  and  good  fellowship  prevailed. 

Two  especially  notable  events  occurred  during  the  past  year  and  a  half  of  the 
Chapter's  history.  The  first  was  the  dinner  given  to  Messrs.  Herts  &  Tallant  as  a 
recognition  of  the  good  work  done  by  them  as  architects  in  the  conception  of  the 
Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music  on  the  date  of  its  formal  opening,  September  16,  1908. 
On  this  occasion  the  Chapter  was  also  greatly  honored  by  the  presence  of  Cass  Gilbert, 
President  of  the  Institute.  Two  excellent  speeches  were  delivered,  one  by  Hugh 
Tallant  on  Architecture  and  the  object  and  aim  of  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music, 
and  the  other  by  Cass  Gilbert  on  the  Future  of  Architecture  in  America. 

The  second  event  was  the  visit  of  the  Chapter  to  the  Metropolitan  Building  Tower 
on  November 23, 1908.  and  the  folly  dinner  following,  held  at  the  Jolly  Mariners  Club- 
House  in  New  York. 

The  following  papers  and  subjects  were  given  to  the  Chapter  during  the  last  one 
year  and  a  half:  Brooklyn  Subway,  with  illustrations,  by  F.  C.  Noble;  New  Build- 
ing Code,  by  Rudolph  Miller;  Science  of  Color,  by  Wm.  H.  Halleck;  Talk  on  the 
Brooklyn  Bureau  of  Buildings,  by  Hon.  David  F.  Moore;  Illustrated  lecture  on 
Algiers,  Italy  and  Naples,  by  Colonel  Havers;  A  Talk  on  Color,  by  A.  T.  Rose; 
Discussion  and  adoption  of  new  By-Laws;  Distribution  of  Christmas  presents. 
Business  vs.  Art,  by  Gutzon  Borglum;  Oriental  Rugs  and  the  Countries  from  Which 
They  Come,  by  H.  K.  Samuelian;  Future  of  American  Art,  by  Frederick  Stymitz 
Lamb;  Concrete  Construction,  by  J.  P.  H.  Perry. 

Several  meetings  were  held  and  discussion  was  had  before  the  adoption  of  the  new 
By-Laws  of  the  Chapter.  The  question  of  the  revision  of  the  New  York  Building 
Code  and  Tenement  House  Law  was  taken  up  and  discussed. 

The  membership  in  the  Chapter  was  74  in  1907,  since  which  time  there  have  been 
added  eight,  making  a  total  of  82.  We  have  lost  by  death  Mr.  Frank  S.  Lowe  and 
by  resignation  two,  leaving  a  total  membership  at  this  date  of  seventy-nine  divided 
as  follows:  Honorary,  2;  Institute,  28;  Chapter,  37;  Allied,  12. 

Four  of  our  Chapter  members  have  been  elected  as  Institute  members  and  there 
are  now  pending  six  more  applicants  before  the  Institute. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  new  By-Laws  the  terms  of  officers  and  committees  elected 
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October  14,  1907,  were  extended  to  May  31,  1909,  and  the  date  of  election  is  changed 
to  the  last  Monday  in  May  of  each  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  been  active,  holding  thirteen  meetings  since  October 
14,  1907,  and  have  taken  great  interest  in  matters  relating  to  Legislation  enacted  at 
Albany  and  the  revision  of  the  Building  Code  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  Secretary  by  vote  of  the  Chapter  and  Board  of  Directors  has  issued  certifi- 
cates of  membership  to  each  and  all  members,  duly  signed  and  sealed, of  such  a  design 
as  to  be  worthy  of  positing  in  the  offices  of  the  members. 

For  all  other  matters,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees, none  of  whom  have  to  this  date  responded  to  my  call,  with  the  single  excep- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Audit  which  is  herewith  attached.

Philadelphia  Chapter. 

Minutes  of  the  April  Meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter. 

April  13,  1909. 

Following  a  dinner  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford,  at  which  there  were  present  about 
twenty  members  of  the  Chapter,  the  meeting  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  T-Square 
Club  at  1204  Chancellor  Street,  the  first  vice-president,  Mr.  W.  D.  Hewitt,  in  the 
chair. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  chairman  and  as  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  had  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Chapter,  a  motion  was  adopted  to 
dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  same.  • 

A  letter  was  read  by  the  Secretary  from  the  President,  Mr.  D.  Knickerbacker 
Boyd,  regretting  his  inability  to  be  present  owing  to  an  alteration  in  the  time  of  sail- 
ing of  the  steamer  from  Bermuda  in  which  he  intended  to  return  in  time  for  the 
meeting. 

The  number  of  Chapter  members  present  at  the  meeting  were  about  forty-two  and 
guests  of  the  Chapter  and  members  of  the  T-Square  Club  present  about  twenty. 

Under  the  heads  of  Reports  of  Committees,  the  Executive  Committee  reported 
having  had  several  meetings  and  transacted  considerable  routine  business  during  the 
past  month.  Among  other  matters  considered  were  the  following  which  were  referred 
to  the  Chapter  for  action: 

1.  Letter  from  the  Southern  California  Chapter  in  reference  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Institute. 

2.  Resolutions  regarding  the  territory  of  the  Chapter. 

3.  Notice  of  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  the  Proposed  Banquet  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Chapter. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Rankin,  the  subjects  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  were  taken  up  and  the  following  resolutions  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  territory  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects, now  consists  merely  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  immediate  vicinity 
thereof,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter 
a  provision  for  non-resident  membership  in  the  Chapter,  and 

Whereas,  there  are  a  number  of  architects  in  active  practice  in  various  parts  of 
the  State,  some  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Institute,  although  not  attached  to  any 
Chapter,  and  others  who  are  not  members  of  the  Institute,  although  believed  to  be 
eligible  for  such  membership,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  be  instructed  to  make  application  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  on  behalf  of  this 
Chapter  as  the  senior  and  largest  Chapter  in  the  State,  for  authority  to  include  in  the 
territory  of  the  Chapter  in  addition  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  vicinity  all  other 
territory  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  not  granted  to  any  other  Chapter,  it  being 
understood  that  such  authority  shall  in  no  wise  prevent  the  directors  of  the  Institute 
from  assigning  portions  of  the  State  to  other  Chapters  from  time  to  time  as  may  in 
the  wisdom  of  the  Board  seem  to  be  for  the  general  good. 

Whereas,  there  are  in  the  southern  portion  of  Pennsylvania  a  number  of  architects 
in  active  practice,  some  of  whom  are  members  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
although  not  attached  to  any  Chapter,  and  others  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
become  members  of  the  Institute  should  a  local  Chapter  be  formed,  and 

Whereas,  certain  Institute  members  have  joined  together  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing a  new  Chapter  of  the  Institute  to  include  the  territory  contained  in  the  counties 
of  York,  Dauphin,  Lancaster,  Franklin,  Adams,  Perry,  Lebanon  and  Cumberland, 
under  the  name  of  the  Southern  Pennsylvania  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  endorses  the  movement  as  being  in  the 
interest  of  the  Institute  and  yields  to  the  proposed  Chapter  any  claim  it  may  have  to 
the  said  territory. 

The  request  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  regarding  the  next  Institute 
meeting  was  referred  back  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  further  consideration. 

The  Secretary  then  announced  the  Committee  on  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  Com- 
memoration and  Banquet  had  been  appointed  and  was  as  follows:  Messrs.  W.  D. 
Hewitt,  George  R.  Stearns,  Albert  Kelsey,  Horace  W.  Sellers,  John  T.  Windrim, 
Edward  A.  Crane  and  D.  Knickerbacker  Boyd. 

Under  the  head  of  New  Business,  Mr.  Kelsey  presented  the  following  resolution 
which  was  duly  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted, 

Resolved,  That  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  believes  that  the  work  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  should  be  given  all  possible  publicity  with  a  view  to  promoting 
higher  professional  standards  and  in  educating  the  public  to  respect  architecture.  It 
therefore  recommends  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Architects  (and  urges  all  other 
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Chapters  to  make  a  similar  recommendation),  that  a  Committee  on  Publicity  be 
appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  generally,  when 
such  action  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  all  publicity  possible. 
There  being  no  other  business  brought  before  the  meeting,  a  motion  to  adjourn  was 
adopted  and  the  members  and  guests  present  were  introduced  to  Mr.  Henry  R. 
Hornbostel  of  the  firm  of  Palmer  &  Hornbostel  of  New  York,  who  made  a  most 
interesting  address  on  Modern  Bridge  Construction,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides. 
At  the  close  of  the  address  a  motion  was  adopted,  extending  to  Mr.  Hornbostel  the 
thanks  of  the  Chapter  and  after  some  informal  discussion,  the  meeting,  on  motion, 
adjourned  at  9.45  P.  M.

A  letter  has  been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Atlanta  Chapter,  enclosing  a  letter,  given  below, 
which  he  has  sent  out  to  every  Chapter  of  the  Institute  in  reference 
to  a  programme  of  competition  for  a  building  to  be  erected  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.     Following  is  the  letter,  which  explains  itself: 

Dear  Sir: 

A  programme  has  been  issued  calling  for  a  competition  for  designs  for  the  new  build- 
ing for  the  Capital  City  Club  in  this  city. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  there  are  several  objectionable  features  in  the  pro- 
gramme, the  Atlanta  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  took  the  matter 
up  with  the  Building  Committee,  and  we  are  informed  by  them  that  the  successful 
competitor  will  not  be  employed  under  any  circumstances  to  superintend  the  carry- 
ing out  of  his  designs,  but  after  the  drawings  are  made  the  superintendence  of  con- 
struction and  entire  control  of  the  job  will  be  in  the  hands  of  another  architect, 
already  employed  for  this  by  the  Committee.  His  duties  will  also  include  assisting 
the  Committee  in  making  the  award  to  the  successful  competitor. 

On  account  of  the  above  facts,  every  invited  member  of  the  Atlanta  Chapter  and 
the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  have  refused  to  submit  designs  in  competition 
under  the  present  programme. 

I  have  been  instructed  by  our  Chapter  to  inform  you  of  our  action  and  to  request 
that  your  Chapter  stand  behind  us  in  this  matter,  if  you  see  fit,  and  take  the  necessary 
action  to  inform  your  members  of  the  unprofessional  conditions  attached  to  this 
competition. 

If  you  desire  it,  I  will  be  glad  to  send  you  a  copy  of  the  complete  programme. 
Quick  action  is  necessary  as  this  programme  has  been  out  some  time  and  many 
architects  all  over  the  country  have  been  asked  to  compete. 
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It  will  be  greatly  appreciated  if  you  will  take  this  matter  up  at  once,  and  let  me 
hear  from  you  at  your  early  convenience  as  to  what  action,  if  any,  your  Chapter 
takes.

P.  S.  The  programme  also  expressly  provides  that  the  Committee  reserves  the 
right  to  reject  all  designs,  to  award  the  first  prize  of  $500.00,  and  to  employ  some 
other  architect  to  make  the  drawings  for  the  building. 

Michigan  Chapter. 
Regular  Monthly  Meeting,  February  2,  1909. 

The  monthly  meeting  was  held  at  Richters'  at  6.30  P.  M.,  and  after  a  dinner 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  held  January  5,  1909,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Standing  Committees  for  the  current  year  outlined  the  scope  of  the  work 
under  consideration,  and  a  general  discussion  and  interchange  of  ideas  were  had. 

Mr.  Baldwin  stated  that  the  Chapter,  by  invitation,  was  represented  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Parks  and  Boulevards  Committee  of  Detroit,  held  January  6,  1909,  to  consider 
the  question  of  municipal  improvements  for  the  city.  The  meeting  resulted  in  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  suggest  a  plan  of  organization  and  procedure. 

On  this  committee  the  Chapter  is  represented  by  Charles  Moore,  F.  C.  Baldwin 
and  H.  J.  M.  Grylls. 

A  meeting  of  the  Directors  was  held  January  28,  1909,  to  consider  the  commu- 
nications from  the  Institute,  requesting  the  Chapter  to  take  action  on  the  Con- 
gressional scheme  for  a  Lincoln  Memorial  at  Washington. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  as  follows: 

RESOLUTIONS    ON   THE   CONGRESSIONAL   SCHEME    FOR   A   MEMORIAL   TO   LINCOLN. 

Whereas,  A  bill  has  been  introduced,  and  is  now  being  considered  by  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  providing  for  the  purchase  of  land  at  a  cost  of  .$3,500,000  to 
be  used  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  Abraham  Lincoln;  and 

Whereas,  The  Park  Commission  duly  appointed  by  the  act  of  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  development  of  the  City  of  Washington, 
provided  a  site  for  a  memorial  to  Lincoln,  and  this  site,  a  part  of  the  general  plan 
devised  by  the  said  Commission,  is  now  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  is 
available  for  its  purpose  without  the  expenditure  of  a  dollar  of  public  money;  and 

Whereas,  The  allotment  of  this  site  was  the  expression  of  the  mature  judgment 
of  the  Commission  as  an  adequate  setting  for  the  monument  to  the  great  Lincoln, 

Resolved,  That  the  Michigan  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
hereby  expresses  its  full  confidence  in  the  plan  of  the  Commission  in  providing  a

site  for  the  Lincoln  Memorial  as  an  integral  part  of  future  Washington,  and  believes 
that  a  deviation  therefrom  would  be  a  serious  mistake  and  would  lead  to  further 
changes  that  would  destroy  the  plan  which,  if  carried  out  in  its  entirety,  would 
make  Washington  one  of  the  most  beautiful  cities  in  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  the  Michigan  Chapter  regards  with  disapproval  the  proposed  expen- 
diture of  $3,500,000  of  public  money  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  a  purpose  to  which 
it  is  entirely  unsuitable,  and  believes  that  the  proposed  Lincoln  Memorial  should 
only  be  determined  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  by  the  most  able 
designers. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Senators  and  Represent- 
atives of  the  State  of  Michigan,  to  the  several  art  associations  and  learned  societies 
and  to  the  public  press. 

January  28,  1909. 

The  report  was  approved  and  ordered  printed  in  the  minutes. 
A  communication  from  the  Institute  requesting  the  Chapter  to  urge  the  passage 
of  Senator  Xewland's  bill  providing  for  the  location  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  on  the 
Park  Commission  site  in  Washington  was  referred  to  the  directors  with  power  to  act. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.     -  •-  -

Regular  Monthly  Meeting,  April  6,  1909. 

The  monthly  meeting  was  held  at  Richter's  at  6.30  P.  M.,  preceded  by  the^usual 
dinner,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  held  February  2,  1909,  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Library  Committee  described  the  work  done  with  a  view  to  the  establishment 
of  an  Architectural  Department  in  the  Public  Library  of  Detroit: 

An  examination  at  the  Library  disclosed  a  small  collection  of  books  pertaining 
to  architecture,  a  part  of  which  were  of  some  value,  but  owing  to  the  miserable  space 
available  for  the  collection,  and  the  impossibility  of  a  proper  arrangement  under 
the  present  unfavorable  conditions,  the  whole  collection  is  practically  unavailable 
and  of  very  slight  use  for  reference  or  study. 

Communications  were  had  with  the  Library  Commissioners,  with  a  view  to  the 
providing  of  a  requisite  space  for  a  complete  library  pertaining  to  architectural 
and  kindred  subjects,  and  after  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  existing  conditions,  it  was 
made  apparent  that  there  is  no  adequate  space  at  present  available  in  the  Central 
Library  building  or  any  of  the  branches  in  Detroit. 

The  outline  of  the  plan  proposed  by  your  Committee  was  given  courteous  consid- 
eration by  the  Commissioners  and  filed  for  future  reference,  when  Detroit  may  see 
fit  to  provide  a  Central  Library  building  commensurate  with  its  needs.  ' 

Interesting  reports  were  also  submitted  by  the  committees  on  Education,  Lectures, 
and  Contracts,  Specifications  and  Standardization  of  Documents. 
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RESOLUTION    ENDORSING   THE    NEWLANDS    BILL    FOR   THE    LOCATION    OF   A    MEMORIAL 

TO   LINCOLN. 

A  meeting  of  the  directors  called  to  act  on  the  communication  from  the  Institute, 
regarding  Senator  Newland's  bill  concerning  the  Lincoln  Memorial  site  referred 
by  the  Chapter  at  the  regular  meeting  of  February  2,  1909,  adopted  resolutions 
as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Michigan  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
at  a  meeting  held  February  9,  1909,  unqualifiedly  endorsed  the  Park  Commission 
plan  for  the  City  of  Washington,  and  especially  with  reference  to  the  location  of 
the  proposed  Lincoln  Memorial,  and  respectfully  urged  the  passage  of  the  bill  pre- 
sented by  Senator  Newlands  (Sixtieth  Congress,  Second  Session,  S.  8927),  which 
is  in  accord  with  the  Park  Commission  plan. 

The  report  was  approved  and  ordered  printed  in  the  minutes. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Southern  California  Chapter  requesting 
the  Michigan  Chapter  to  endorse  and  approve  by  resolution  the  proposal  to  hold 
the  1909  annual  meeting  of  the  Institute  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  express  to  the  Southern  California 
Chapter  the  appreciation  of  and  sympathy  with  the  proposal,  but  that  it  was 
deemed  best  to  leave  the  question  to  the  decision  of  the  Directors  of  the  Institute. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  F.  T.  Barcroft  relative  to  the  appraisal  of  the  buildings 
of  the  D.  U.  Railway  in  Detroit,  and  referred  from  the  Board  of  Directors,  was 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Chapter  expressed  its  appreciation  of  the  receipt  of  copies  of  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter. 

A  communication  from  the  New  Jersey  Chapter  accompanying  a  copy  of  the 
catalogue  in  connection  with  its  exhibition  was  accepted  and  a  suitable  acknowl- 
edgment ordered. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  accompanied  by  the  report 
of  Comite  Permanent  International,  des  Architects,  was  accepted  and  ordered 
placed  in  the  files  of  the  Chapter. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  copies  of  the  proceedings 
relating  to  the  Council  of  the  Fine  Arts  to  accompany  Senate  Bill  8606,  sent  through 
the  courtesy  of  Senator  Newlands. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  in  connection  with  the  Chapter 
meetings,  was  authorized  to  use  his  discretion  in  selecting  the  place  for  the  next 
regular  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baldwin,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  copies  of  the  minutes 
of  the  meetings  of  this  Chapter,  to  all  Chapters  of  the  Institute. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Southern  California  Chapter. 

The  nineteenth  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  was  held  at  Levy's  Cafe,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  on  Tuesday, 
May  11,  1909. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  P.  M.,  by  President  Myron  Hunt,  there 
being  seventeen  members  present. 

The  guests  of  the  evening  were  Messrs.  J.  J.  Backus,  Chief  Inspector  of  Buildings 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  Mr.  M.  A.  Vinson. 

The  minutes  of  the  eighteenth  meeting  of  the  members  were  read  and  duly  adopted. 

Then  followed  the  Treasurer's  report,  announcing  a  balance  of  $5.51  in  the  treasury, 
and  the  Secretary's  report,  which  announced  $18.00  collections  in  dues  and  initiation 
fees  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

The  report  of  Board  of  Directors  being  called  for,  the  President  stated  that,  owing 
to  the  absence  of  a  sufficient  number  of  directors  to  form  a  quorum,  they  were 
unable  to  hold  a  meeting  to  open  the  letter  ballots  for  two  candidates  for  Junior 
membership. 

Mr.  Frank  D.  Hudson  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  C.  Austin,  to  suspend  the 
By-Laws  on  this  occasion,  and  for  Mr.  Rosenheim,  the  only  director  present,  to  open 
the  letter  ballots.     Motion  was  carried. 

The  result  of  the  ballots  showed  that  Messrs.  Leo  Wise  Barnett  and  Henry  F. 
Withey  were  elected  Junior  members  of  the  Chapter. 

Upon  recommendation  by  several  members  present,  the  Committee  on  Standpipe 
Ordinance  was  discharged. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Legislation,  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel  pre- 
sented partial  report. 

For  the  Committee  on  Xew  Schoolhouses,  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  reported  that 
so  far  the  bonds  had  been  declared  void. 

Vouchers  to  the  extent  of  $20.70  had  been  issued  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

Communications  were  next  read  from  several  Chapters  of  the  Institute  in  response 
to  a  communication  from  this  Chapter  with  reference  to  the  holding  of  the  next 
Institute  Convention  in  Los  Angeles.  The  communication  from  the  Illinois  Chapter 
was  especially  commendable  in  its  favorable  attitude  toward  holding  the  next 
Institute  Convention  in  Southern  California. 

A  communication  was  next  read  from  the  Committee  on  Congestion  of  Population 
in  Xew  York,  with  invitation  to  members  of  this  Chapter  to  attend  the  National 
Conference  on  City  Planning  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  May  21,  1909.  This 
communication  was  ordered  filed  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  reply. 

The  President  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Portland  Architectural  Club,  which 
introduced  Mr.  M.  A.  Vinson  as  representative  of  the  recently  organized  Pacific 
Coast  Architectural  League  and  Annual  Exhibit. 

Mr.  Hunt  in  a  few  remarks  explained  the  object  of  this  Pacific  Coast  League. 
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and  incidentally  spoke  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Los  Angeles  Architectural  Club, 
and  announced  the  election  of  Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  as  president,  and  Mr.  S.  R.  Burns 
as  vice-president,  at  this  reorganization  meeting,  which  was  held  on  Monday,  May 
10,  1909,  at  Blanchard  Hall,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Vinson  thereupon  was  called  upon  to  speak  about  the  Architectural 
League.  He  explained  the  object  and  the  prospective  educational  work  to  be 
accomplished  by  the  League  among  the  younger  men.  He  also  spoke  about  the 
proposed  annual  Architectural  Exhibits  and  possible  Architectural  Conventions,  to 
be  held  alternately  in  the  northern  portions  and  southern  portions  of  the  Pacific 
Coast.  He  also  spoke  about  the  promised  co-operation  of  the  various  Architectural 
Clubs  in  the  different  coast  cities,  and  also  mentioned  the  co-operation  of  some  of 
the  Institute  Chapters.  The  proposed  educational  work  among  the  younger  men 
was  to  be  effected  through  an  atelier  system,  to  be  managed  by  the  League.  There 
would  also  be  provisions  for  future  competitions  for  prizes  and  traveling  scholarships. 
The  membership  of  the  League  to  be  composed  of  Institute  Chapters,  Architectural 
Clubs,  and  individual  members  living  in  districts  too  small  to  have  Institute  Chapters 
and  Architectural  Clubs. 

Mr.  Vinson,  at  the  request  of  the  Chair,  also  explained  the  financial  plans  of  the 
League.  Funds  for  the  work  were  to  be  raised  chiefly  through  the  medium  of  the 
publication  of  the  Year  Book  of  the  Exhibits.  This  Year  Book  was  to  be  similar 
to  that  published  by  the  T-Square  Club  in  Philadelphia,  and  other  members  of  the 
Architectural  League  of  America.  The  expenses  of  these  Year  Books  and  the  Exhibits 
were  entirely  defrayed  through  the  advertisements  solicited  and  contained  in  the 
Year  Book. 

Mr.  Hunt  again  spoke  at  the  close  of  Mr.  Vinson's  remarks  and  pointed  out  the 
educational  benefits  to  the  public  and  younger  members  of  the  profession  in  general, 
through  such  a  movement,  and  suggested  that  the  moral  support  of  the  Institute 
Chapters  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  ultimate  success  of  this  move,  as  well 
as  for  the  success  of  Architectural  Clubs  composed  of  younger  men. 

At  this  juncture  Mr.  Hunt  requested  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  to  take  the  chair, 
while  the  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Willis  Polk,  the  president  of  the  recently 
formed  Architectural  League  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  This  letter  requested  this 
Chapter  to  take  formal  action  in  regard  to  becoming  a  part  of  and  supporting  the 
new  organization. 

Mr.  Myron  Hunt  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Hillman,  that  the  invitation 
should  be  accepted,  adding  in  the  reply  to  the  letter  that  the  Chapter  hoped  that  it 
would  be  the  first  Institute  Chapter  to  accept  the  invitation.  The  motion  was 
unanimously  carried. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Kent  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  C.  Austin,  to  extend  the  Chapter's 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  M.  A.  Vinson.     Motion  earned. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  9.40  P.  M.

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OBITUARIES. 

James  B.  Cook,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  James  Bartholomew  Cook  was  born  near  London,  England,  in 
1826,  and  received  his  education  at  King's  College.  At  the  close  of 
his  college  course  he  travelled  in  France,  Germany  and  Italy.  He 
erected  the  first  iron  bridge  over  the  Thames,  at  Windsor,  and  was 
supervisor  in  the  erection  of  the  Crystal  Palace  at  Hyde  Park  in  1851. 
In  1854  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  about  1860  established 
himself  at  Memphis,  where  he  remained  the  balance  of  his  life.  During 
the  Civil  War  he  allied  himself  with  the  Confederate  Army  and  was 
appointed  chief  of  submarine  batteries  under  William  Richardson 
Hunt  and  was  later  transferred  to  New  Orleans.  At  the  close  of  the 
war  he  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession.  Mr.  Cook  was  elected 
a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1870,  and  on  account 
of  an  exhaustive  report  which  he  made  to  the  Institute  on  the  effect 
of  electrical  currents  upon  adjacent  materials  he  was  made  chairman 
of  a  special  committee  on  the  subject,  of  which  the  other  members 
were  Jeremiah  O'Rourke,  former  Supervising  Architect,  and  Frederick 
Baumann  of  Chicago.  He  was  elected  a  director  of  the  Institute 
in  1897  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  three  years.  Mr.  Cook  died 
at  his  home  in  Memphis,  February  21,  1909. 

Theodore  W.  E.  DeLemos,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  DeLemos  was  born  in  Holstein,  Germany,  June  13,  1850.  He 
studied  architecture  at  the  Berlin  Royal  Academy  of  Buildings.  In 
1881  he  came  to  this  country.  Landing  in  New  York  he  at  once  became 
associated  with  thelate  Henry  Fernbach  in  designing  the  Eden  Musee 
Building,  which  building,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Fernbach  in  1883,  he 
finished.  In  1884  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Mr.  A.  W.  Cordes 
and  under  the  firm  name  of  DeLemos  and  Cordes  built  some  of  the 
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largest  department  stores  and  office  buildings  in  New  York  City.  Among 
other  buildings  designed  by  them  may  be  mentioned  the  Siegel-Cooper, 
Macy's  and  Adams  Department  Stores,  the  Speyer  &  Co.,  Kuhn  Loeb 
&  Co.,  and  the  New  York  County  National  Bank  buildings;  the  Arion 
Club  House  and  the  Grand  Central  Palace,  as  well  as  many  country 
homes  for  prominent  New  Yorkers.  Mr.  DeLemos  was  elected  an 
Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1886  and  a  Fellow 
in  1889.     He  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  April  10,  1909.

Theodore  Mixot  Clark,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

(From  Boston  Evening  Transcript.) 

The  life  that  after  long  months  of  suffering  ebbed  quietly  away  on  the  morning  of 
Friday  last,  although  crowded  full  of  work  and  achievement,  was  all  too  little  appreci- 
ated or  understood  by  most  of  the  other  lives  with  which  his  came  in  contact.  A 
reticent  nature,  abhorring  anything  that  bore  resemblance  to  self-assertion,  he  made 
no  claims  for  himself  and  only  a  few  were  privileged  to  know  him  well,  and,  so  know- 
ing, to  estimate  at  its  full  value  his  sterling  worth.  Born  in  Boston,  of  dignified 
ancestry,  he  was  graduated  from  Harvard  at  the  age  of  twenty,  and  soon  adopted 
architecture  as  his  profession.  For  twenty-seven  years  the  editor  of  The  American 
Architect,  and  from  1880  to  1887  a  professor  in  charge  of  the  department  of  archi- 
tecture in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  he  took  high  rank  both  as 
editor  and  writer  upon  professional  topics,  and  in  the  practical  exercise  of  his  pro- 
fession. He  was  the  author  of  "  Building  Superintendence,"  "Architect,  Owner  and 
Builder  Before  the  Law,"  "The  Care  of  a  House,"  "Rural  School  Architecture,"  and 
"En  Voyage,"  a  French-English  manual  for  travellers,  books  whose  worth  has  been 
tested  by  years  of  usage,  as  well  as  of  many  contributions  to  professional  journals. 
As  treasurer  of  the  Boston  Authors'  Club  for  the  two  years  prior  to  his  death  and  of 
the  Salon  Francais  de  Boston  from  May,  1908,  he  came  into  the  most  friendly  rela- 
tions with  the  members  of  these  associations,  but  the  range  of  his  interests  was  even 
wider  than  what  such  memberships,  in  addition  to  his  love  of  architecture,  might 
imply.  Not  many,  however,  were  aware  of  the  strong  and  intelligent  interest  which 
he  took  in  civic  affairs,  not  only  in  regard  to  the  beautifying  of  his  native  city,  but 
in  respect  to  its  health  as  well.  An  active  factor  in  establishing  the  Day  Camp  for 
Consumptives  on  Parker  Hill,  he  modestly  withdrew  into  the  background  as  early  as 
circumstances  would  allow,  and  this  is  but  one  of  many  of  his  gentle  self-effacement. 
Besides  the  offices  already  mentioned,  Mr.  Clark  was  a  director  of  the  Workingmen's 
Building  Association  and  a  fellow  of  several  architectural  societies  of  importance, 
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both  in  America  and  in  Europe.  A  distinguishing  trait  in  his  character  was  his  love 
of  children,  and  it  should  be  added  that  they  returned  this  affection  in  ample  measure. 
He  won  the  cordial  esteem  of  his  brother  architects,  who  perhaps  knew  him  best, 
next  to  his  family,  and  by  his  writings  and  personal  worth  exerted  an  influence  none 
the  less  sure  and  pervasive  because  so  gentle,  that  will  long  make  itself  felt  in  his 
native  city.  As  one  reviews  the  fragment  memories  of  the  life  just  closed,  one  cannot 
help  but  recognize  that  in  Theodore  Minot  Clark  was  to  be  seen  one  of  those — 

"  Rare  souls  without  reproach  or  blot 
Who  do  His  will  and  know  it  not." 

Oscar  Fay  Adams. 

Mr.  Clark  was  born  in  Boston  in  1845  and  died  April  30,  1909.  Mr. 
Clark  was  elected  an  Associate  in  1877  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  in  1881,  in  the  deliberations  of  which  body  he 
always  took  an  active  interest.  He  was  also  an  active  member  of  the 
Boston  Chapter  of  the  Institute  (Boston  Society  of  Architects)  of 
which  latter  organization  he  was  Secretary  for  four  years.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Improvements  of  the  Institute. 

Under  "Chapter  Notes"  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  Boston 
Chapter  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Clark. 


The  following  resolutions  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Alfred  Stone,  F.  A.  I.  A., 
deceased,  have  been  received  from  the  National  Fire  Protection  Asso- 
ciation, having  been  passed  unanimously  at  the  recent  annual  meeting 
of  that  association  in  New  York  City. 

Alfred  Stone. 

The  National  Fire  Protection  Association  is  called  upon  to  express  its  regret  at  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  most  respected,  conscientious  and  loyal  members. 

God  in  his  wisdom  has  called  to  a  higher  and  better  place  Alfred  Stone,  who 
departed  this  life  September  4,  1908.  He  was  the  embodiment  of  honor;  his  life 
work  evidenced  his  lofty  ideals  and  keen  intelligence.  He  was  possessed  of  those 
qualities  which  commanded  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  associates,  absolutely 
unselfish — pleasing  personality;  a  gentlemen  of  worth  and  culture,  showing  always 
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deference  to  the  rights  and  opinions  of  his  contemporaries  which  endeared  him  in  the 
affection  and  esteem  of  his  fellow  men. 

As  the  representative  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  the  affairs  of  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association,  he,  more  than  any  other  man,  emphasized  the 
importance  to  the  architectural  profession  of  devoting  more  extended  consideration 
to  problems  of  building  construction  and  equipment  covering  the  hazard  from  fire. 

In  recognition  of  his  ability,  his  election  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  body 
was  a  tribute  of  his  associates — he  always  gave  to  it  his  full  support  and  the  benefit 
of  his  intelligent  judgment.  His  sound  advice  and  counsel  shall  be  sadly  missed  in 
our  deliberations,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  his  death  the  Association  has  lost  one  of  its  able  advisors,  and  the 
members  an  associate  and  friend  whose  decease  is  the  cause  of  sincere  regret,  and 
recognition  is  given  to  the  fact  that  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  has  lost  one 
of  its  most  distinguished  and  honorable  representatives  and  supporters.

CONVENTION. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects  will  hold  its  next  Convention 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  December  14,  15  and  16,  1909.  The  Board 
of  Directors  will  hold  their  meeting  on  Monday,  December  13,  just 
prior  to  the  Convention. 

Routine  Business. 

The  first  day's  proceedings  will  be  taken  up  with  routine  business: 
the  address  of  the  President  of  the  Institute,  and  the  reports  of  the 
various  committees.  The  Executive  Committee  has  directed  the 
Secretary  to  get  all  of  the  committee  reports  a  month  before  the  Conven- 
tion. The  President  will  appoint  the  various  committees  who  are  to 
consider  these  reports  and  the  matter  will  be  forwarded  to  the  com- 
mittees who  are  to  report  on  them  to  the  Convention.  In  this  way 
when  a  report  of  a  committee  is  presented  in  the  Convention  the  report 
of  the  committee  to  whom  it  has  been  referred  will  immediately  follow. 
It  is  thought  that  in  this  way  the  business  of  the  Institute  may  be 
expedited  and  probably  the  discussion  on  these  various  committee 
reports  will  take  place  at  the  same  time.  The  15th  of  December  will 
also  be  given  up  to  routine  business. 

Conferring  Gold  Medal  on  Mr.  Charles  F.  McKim. 

On  the  night  of  the  15th,  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Institute  will  be 
conferred  upon  Mr.  McKim.     It  is  expected  on  this  occasion  to  have 
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a  limited  number  of  speeches  from  distinguished  men  and  a  reception 
in  honor  of  the  occasion. 

Railroads — Their  Relation  to  Public  Convenience  and  Civil  Development. 

On  the  16th  the  Institute  will  devote  itself  to  the  question  of  the 
relation  of  railways  to  public  convenience  and  city  development. 
In  this  connection   it   is  proposed  to  discuss  the  following  subjects. 

First,  transportation  and  its  relations  to  freight  distribution  through 
freight  depots,  storage  warehouses,  markets,  express  companies,  and 
docks. 

Second,  post-offices,  express  offices,  markets  and  their  relations  to  the 
railroads  and  civic  development. 

Third,  passenger  stations,  their  location  for  ingress  and  egress  of 
passengers  and  means  of  beautifying  the  city. 

Fourth,  country  stations,  character  of  design  and  treatment  of 
surroundings. 

Fifth,  the  treatment  of  rights  of  way  by  planting  so  as  to  prevent 
erosion,  to  furnish  continuous  lines  of  timber  for  use  by  the  railroad, 
and  beautifying  these  highways  for  the  pleasure  of  the  passengers. 

Sixth,  the  relations  of  railroads  to  the  conservation  of  natural  resources, 
giving  them  permanent  resources  along  their  routes  for  their  permanent 
betterment,  and  conserving  these  resources  for  the  permanent  better- 
ment of  the  whole  country  and  people. 

It  is  proposed  at  these  meetings  to  have  papers  by  capable  men 
which  will  be  valuable  both  to  the  architects  and  the  community,  and 
in  connection  therewith  it  is  intended  to  have  an  exhibition  of  drawings, 
models  and  other  exhibits  to  illustrate  clearly  the  points  which  will  be 
under  discussion.  It  is  expected  that  the  various  railroad  companies 
will  participate  heartily  in  this  movement  as  it  will  be  an  opportunity 
to  give  the  people  an  idea  of  the  importance  and  value  of  this  great 
branch  of  public  service. 

On  the  night  of  the  16th  a  banquet  will  be  given,  at  which  the  various 
prominent  men  connected  with  the  railroad  discussion  and  the  conferring 
the  Gold  Medal  upon  Mr.  McKim  are  expected  to  be  guests. 
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MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE  OF  ARCHITECTS  HELD  IN  NEW  YORK,  JUNE 
22,  1909. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  was  held  at  the  Century  Club,  New  York,  June  22,  1909. 

There  were  present:  Mr.  Cass  Gilbert,  President;  Mr.  Glenn  Brown, 
Secretary;  and  Messrs.  Frank  Miles  Day,  Walter  Cook,  John  M.  Carrere, 
Edgar  V.  Seeler,  R.  Clipston  Sturgis  and  S.  B.  P.  Trowbridge. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  held  March 
31  and  June  21,  1909,  were  read  and  approved.  The  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  January  9,  1909,  were  read 
and  approved. 

At  Mr.  Day's  request,  the  regular  order  of  business  was  changed  and 
the  discussion  on  the  Code  of  Ethics  presented  by  the  committee  was 
taken  up. 

The  Board  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  1  o'clock  P.  M. 

After  luncheon  the  discussion  on  the  Code  of  Ethics  was  again  taken 
up  and  continued  until  4  o'clock.  It  was  read  and  discussed  section 
by  section,  and  as  finally  amended  was  left  to  the  Committee  for  editing 
and  to  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  regular  order  of  business  was  then  taken  up. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Grosvenor  Atterbury  was  read  in  which  was  stated 
that  as  there  were  several  points  under  discussion  the  Committee  on 
Contracts  and  Specifications  had  determined  not  to  report  at  this 
particular  meeting. 

A  letter  from  the  Southern  Pennsylvania  Chapter  presenting  their 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the  territory  they  desired  and  requesting 
to  be  admitted  as  a  Chapter  of  the  Institute  was  read.  As  all  of  their 
material  presented  was  in  proper  form  and  conforming  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Institute,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  that  a  charter 
had  been  granted  to  them  covering  the  following  territory:  The  coun- 
ties of  Lancaster,  Dauphin,  Perry,  Lebanon,  Franklin,  Cumberland, 
Adams,  and  York  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 
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Mr.  Peter  B.  Wight,  of  Illinois,  presented  a  request  that  a  certain 
amount  of  territory  in  Indiana  be  included  as  a  territory  belonging  to 
the  Illinois  Chapter.  It  was  moved  that  all  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
north  of  the  forty-first  parallel  of  latitude  be  included  in  the  territory 
of  the  Illinois  Chapter.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the 
Illinois  Chapter  to  this  effect. 

The  Washington  Chapter's  request  that  the  Institute  take  up  the 
subject  of  farm  buildings  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments for  the  Convention. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  describing  the  for- 
mation of  an  Institute  of  Architects  in  South  Africa,  and  requesting 
By-Laws  and  other  information  in  reference  to  the  American  Institute. 

A  letter  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  requesting  that  the  archi- 
tectural graduates  of  that  University  be  put  on  the  eligible  list  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Leon  E.  Dessez,  together  with  the  plats  of  cities 
on  government  reservations  in  the  west  being  issued  by  the  Government, 
was  read  and  the  Board  determined  that  they  would  take  no  action  at 
present  on  the  matter. 

The  American  Federation  of  Arts'  request  for  the  Institute  to  join  the 
Federation  as  a  Chapter  was  read  and  it  was  determined  it  was  best 
for  the  Institute  not  to  join  as  a  Chapter  but  the  architects  should 
be  represented  through  their  various  Chapters. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Arnold  H.  Moses  was  read  in  reference  to  increasing 
the  territory  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  to  cover  all  of  the  territory 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  not  included  in  the  Southern  Pennsylvania 
and  Pittsburgh  Chapters. 

The  Pittsburgh  Chapter's  request  that  its  territorial  limits  be  deter- 
mined according  to  certain  boundaries,  being  all  of  that  portion  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  lying  west  of  the  counties  of  McKean,  Elk,  Clear- 
field, Blair  and  Bedford,  was  approved,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  inform  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  of  the  fact. 

A  bill  for  licensing  architects  in  the  State  of  Colorado  was  presented 
by  the  Colorado  Chapter,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ask  the 
Colorado  Chapter  to  have  inserted  in  this  bill  that  members  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects  should  be  licensed  without  an  exam- 
ination. 
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Recommendations  were  made  for  nominating  Honorary  and  Corre- 
sponding members  to  be  elected  at  the  next  Convention,  also  for  the 
advancement  of  Associates  to  the  Fellowship  grade. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  reference  to  the 
illustrated  exhibit  of  Mr.  Charles  F.  McKim's  work  was  approved. 

The  President  was  instructed  to  appoint  at  an  early  date  a  Committee 
of  Arrangements  for  the  Convention  and  a  sub-committee  to  take  charge 
of  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  presentation  of  the  medal. 

After  a  discussion  of  the  subject  of  the  Homes  Commission,  railway 
stations  and  educational  institutions  as  the  principal  topics  for  the  next 
Convention,  it  was  determined  that  the  subject  of  railway  building  and 
construction  in  its  relation  to  convenience,  transportation,  shipping 
and  beauty  be  the  principal  topic  for  the  next  Convention. 

Mr.  Cass  Gilbert  gave  an  account  of  an  interview  between  himself, 
Colonel  Cosby,  and  Mr.  Brown  on  the  subject  of  the  additions  to  the 
White  House  office  building  in  support  of  McKim,  Mead  &  White  as 
the  architects,  and  a  general  talk  on  the  subject  of  the  Park  Commission 
plan  and  other  improvements  in  Washington,  also  of  an  interview 
with  President  Taft  in  reference  to  the  Fine  Arts  Council,  and  with 
Mr.  Joseph  G.  Cannon  and  other  Government  officials  in  relation  to 
these  matters. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Benjamin  C.  Marsh  requesting  an  appointment 
of  a  representative  of  the  Institute  to  the  first  National  Conference 
on  City  Planning  was  read  and  the  President  was  empowered  to  dispose 
of  this  in  the  way  he  thought  best. 

Mr.  Frank  C.  Baldwin,  chairman  of  the  Institute  Committee  to  Consider 
the  Relations  to  Other  Societies,  and  President  of  the  Architectural  League 
of  America,  reported  that  there  was  nothing  since  the  last  report  of  his 
committee,  and  that  the  directors  of  the  League  thought  it  would  be  a 
good  plan  to  have  the  League  meeting  at  the  same  or  approximate 
dates  as  the  meeting  of  the  Institute. 

The  election  of  new  members  was  now  brought  forward,  but  as 
several  members  of  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  leave,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  postpone  this  election  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
which  should  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
the  Board  adjourned.

HONORARY  DEGREE  CONFERRED  ON  MR.  CHARLES  F.  McKIM, 
PAST-PRESIDENT,  A.  I.  A. 

{From  Construction  News,  Chicago.) 

Following  a  dinner  at  the  Belle vue-Stratford,  at  which  were  present  eighteen 
members,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  T-Square  Club,  recently,  with  the 
president,  Mr.  D.  K.  Boyd,  in  the  chair.  There  were  thirty-one  members  and 
twenty-nine  guests  present.  The  committee  from  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  ap- 
pointed to  serve  as  an  escort  of  honor  to  Mr.  Charles  Follen  McKim,  on  the  occasion 
of  his  receiving  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws,  University  Day,  February  22,  1909,  reported  as  follows: 

"  Mr.  McKim  was,  while  in  Philadelphia,  the  official  guest  of  the  University,  which, 
through  Provost  Harrison,  cordially  welcomed  our  committee  and  gave  it  place 
with  the  University  officers  during  the  ceremonies. 

"  The  committee  duly  waited  upon  Mr.  McKim  and  found  him  most  appreciative 
of  the  attention  shown  him  by  the  Chapter.  His  health  has  for  some  time  past  been 
delicate  in  the  extreme,  and  this  compelled  him  to  forego  any  special  functions  such 
as  the  committee  desired  to  arrange  in  his  honor.  But  we  feel  it  most  gratifying 
that  recent  improvements  made  it  possible  for  him  to  receive  in  person  the  degree 
conferred,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  he  passed  through  what  must  have  been 
somewhat  of  an  ordeal  without  ill  effects. 

"We  desire  to  make  record  of  Mr.  McKim's  repeated  assurances  of  appreciation 
of  the  honor  shown  him  and  of  the  very  high  value  he  attached  to  the  degree  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  It  may  be  stated  that  this  is  the  highest  degree  which 
Mr.  McKim  has  received  from  any  institution  of  learning,  and  the  occasion  was 
notable,  also,  by  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  honorary  degree  which  the  University 
has  conferred  upon  an  architect.  The  address  with  which  the  Professor  of  Archi- 
tecture of  the  University  presented  Mr.  McKim  may  be  properly  appended  to  this 
report  as  expressive  of  the  regard  in  which  he  is  held  by  the  profession.  Addressing 
Mr.  McKim,  he  said: 

"  'During  your  career  architecture  has  advanced  in  this  country  from  obscurity 
to  its  rightful  position  as  the  master  art.  In  this  development,  sir,  your  influence 
has  been  supreme  by  reason  of  a  noble  purity  of  style,  exalted  professional  ideals 
and  a  passionate  devotion  to  the  cause  of  education.  Therefore,  by  request  of  the 
Trustees,  I  have  the  honor  to  ask  the  Provost  to  confer  upon  you,  Charles  Follen 
McKim,  native  of  Pennsylvania  and  foremost  American  architect,  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.'"

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CONSERVATION  CIRCULARS  ISSUED  BY  THE  FOREST 

SERVICE. 

The  inclosed  information  is  given  out  by  the  Forest  Service  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  of  law  to  the  following  effect : 

"  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  paid  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  preparation  or  publication  of  any  newspaper  or  magazine 
article,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  giving  out  to  all  persons  without  discrimi- 
nation, including  newspaper  and  magazine  writers  and  publishers,  of  any  facts  or 
official  information  of  value  to  the  public." 

The  circulars  of  most  interest  to  architects  are  given  below. 

Wood  Users  of  Northwest  much  Interested  in  Wood  Preservation. 

Interest  in  the  preservative  treatment  of  timber  to  increase  its  length  of  life  is 
developing  at  a  rapid  rate  throughout  the  northwestern  states.  A  few  years  ago 
when  all  kinds  of  wood  were  cheap  and  plentiful,  people  selected  the  kinds  which 
were  most  durable  and  best  suited  for  their  purposes.  The  result  is  that  the  most 
valuable  species  are  nowadays  comparatively  scarce  and  high,  and  the  cost  of  wood 
has  become  a  big  item,  particularly  to  farmers,  railroads,  mines,  and  telephone 
companies.  The  men  controlling  these  industries  naturally  began  to  cast  about 
for  some  means  of  reducing  the  cost  of  fence-posts,  piling,  railroad  ties,  mine  timbers, 
telephone  and  telegraph  poles,  and  other  timbers  likely  to  decay,  and  making  them 
last  longer.  The  thought  naturally  occurred :  "  If  there  were  some  way  to  make 
the  common  and  cheap  kinds  of  timber  last  longer,  it  might  help  some."  Various 
people  got  busy  and  worked  out  several  different  methods  of  treating  timber  cheaply 
and  yet  effectively.  Probably  the  United  States  Government,  through  -the  Forest 
Service,  has  worked  on  this  longer  than  anyone  else  in  this  country.  Now  the 
processes  have  been  so  well  developed  that  the  economy  of  timber  treatment  is  a 
sure  thing.  The  life  of  almost  any  wood  can  at  least  be  doubled  by  thorough  impreg- 
nation with  creosote  or  zinc  chloride.  This  alone  means  a  great  saving,  both  in 
the  original  cost  of  the  timbers  and  in  the  labor  of  replacing  them.  But  better  yet 
cheap  woods  when  well  treated  are  just  as  good  as  the  valuable  and  naturally  dur- 
able kinds,  and  will  last  considerably  longer  than  those  which  are  naturally  durable 
but  untreated.  Then  cottonwood,  willow,  spruce,  lodgepole  pine,  or  jack  pine  can 
be  used  in  place  of  cedar  for  posts;  birch,  hemlock,  or  tamarack  in  place  of  oak  for 
ties;  lodgepole  pine  in  place  of  cedar  for  poles;  and  in  every  case  the  treated  sub- 
stitute will  last  longer  than  the  wood  commonly  used,  and  will  cost  less. 
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The  railroads,  always  alert  for  greater  economy  in  management,  were  the  first  to 
adopt  preservative  treatment  for  their  ties.  The  Northern  Pacific  now  creosotes  nearly 
every  tie  used.  Its  two  creosoting  plants  at  Brainerd,  Minnesota,  and  Paradise, 
Montana,  are  running  to  their  full  capacity  and  using  any  species  of  wood.  The 
Great  Northern  operates  a  large  plant  at  Somers,  Montana,  where  it  uses  zinc 
chloride  instead  of  creosote.  Two  new  plants  will  be  erected  very  soon  by  the  Great 
Northern,  one  at  Cass  Lake,  Minnesota,  and  another  near  the  western  end  of  the 
line,  in  Washington.  The  new  transcontinental  road,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  it 
Puget  Sound,  is  also  planning  to  build  a  very  large  treating  plant  in  Montana  within 
a  short  time. 

The  large  mining  companies  are  not  far  behind  the  railroads  in  adopting  preser- 
vative treatment  for  the  timber  used  in  the  mines,  as  enormous  quantities  of  timber 
are  used  each  year  for  supports.  While  a  great  deal  of  this  is  temporary  in  character, 
there  are  many  tunnels  and  shafts  which  must  be  kept  open  for  a  long  term  of  years. 
Here,  where  wood  decays  very  rapidly,  and  the  cost  of  replacing  the  timbers  is  very 
great,  a  good  deal  of  money  can  be  saved  by  treating  the  timber  with  a  preser- 
vative. The  Bunker  Hill  &  Sullivan  Mining  &•  Concentrating  Company  of  Kellogg, 
Idaho,  and  the  Hercules  Mining  Company  of  Burke,  Idaho,  last  year  obtained  the 
assistance  of  the  Forest  Sen-ice  in  designing  and  building  treating  plants.  The 
Forest  Service  furnished  an  engineer  in  wood  preservation  to  take  charge  of  the 
plants  until  employes  of  the  companies  had  become  familiar  with  the  work,  the 
companies  paying  the  expenses.  After  six  months'  operation  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Forest  Service,  the  latter  withdrew  and  the  plants  are  now  run  by  the  com- 
panies themselves. 

Any  person  who  so  desires  can  obtain  similar  co-operation  with  the  Service  by 
application  to  the  District  Forester  at  Missoula,  Montana. 

Practical  Lumbermen  Will  Aid  in  Conservation  of  Yellow    Pine. 

The  interest  being  taken  by  practical  lumbermen  in  the  conservation  of  the 
forests  was  illustrated  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Yellow  Pine  Manufacturers' 
Association  which  was  recently  held  in  Chicago.  The  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  conservation  of  the  yellow  pine  forests  received  much  attention  and  was  adopted 
unanimously. 

Among  the  chief  recommendations  made  by  the  committee  in  its  report  was  for 
the  cuttins:  by  lumbermen  of  their  timber  by  two  operations  with  an  interval  of 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  years,  the  ripe  timber  being  removed  durins:  the  first  cutting 
and  to  leave  from  2,500  to  3,000  feet  of  standing  timber  on  each  acre.  It  was  shown 
by  such  a  method  of  lumbering  that  a  decided  advantage  would  accrue  to  the  lum- 
bermen through  the  increased  growth  and  consequent  gain  in  timber  which  would 
be  had  between  the  first  and  second  cuttings. 

The  Association  also  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the   committee   providing 
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for   the  appointment  of  a  committee  with  power  to  act  and  to  expend  funds  to 
co-operate  with  the  Forest  Service  on  matters  of  education,  forest  fires,  and  taxation. 

Veneered  Wood  Industry  Shows  Rapid  Growth. 

During  the  year  1908,  there  were  cut  into  veneer  382,542,000  feet  b.  m.  of  logs, 
valued  at  $7,891,000.  as  against  34s.. 523,000  feet,  valued  at  $6,436,000,  in  1907, 
according  to  statistics  just  published  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  co-operation 
with  the  United  States  Forest  Service.  Although  industrial  conditions  generally 
were  unfavorable  during  the  year  1908,  the  amount  of  wood  cut  into  veneer  increased, 
substantial  gains  being  made  in  the  quantity  of  both  imported  and  domestic  wood 
consumed.  This  was  due  in  a  measure  to  the  closer  canvass  in  1908,  when  returns 
were  received  from  402  active  establishments  located  in  thirty-four  States,  as  against 
370  in  thirty-one  States  for  the  preceding  year. 

Red  gum,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  ranked  first  among  the  woods  used  for  veneer, 
119,943  feet  being  consumed,  with  a  valuation  of  SI, 272, 096,  forming  a  percentage 
of  31.4  of  the  total  consumption.  The  demand  for  red  gum  was  even  greater  than 
in  1907,  when  its  percentage  of  the  whole  consumption  was  29.3.  Among  other 
woods,  with  the  exception  of  yellow  pine,  which  shows  an  important  increase,  no 
great  increase  is  noted. 

The  principal  woods  imported  for  the  industry  were  mahogany  and  Spanish 
cedar.  Of  the  former  11,487  feet  were  used,  with  a  valuation  of  $1,478,364,  as 
against  6,722  feet,  with  a  valuation  of  $839,695,  in  1907.

The  Secretary  of  the  Boston  Chapter,  Mr.  E.  J.  Lewis,  Jr.,  writes  that 
during  the  past  six  months  they  have  added  to  their  list  seven  regular 
members,  ten  junior  members,  and  one  associate  member.  There 
have  been  three  resignations  and  two  deaths.  Mr.  William  R.  Emerson 
has  been  made  an  honorary  member. 

Sixty-four  practicing  members  of  the  Chapter  have  voluntarily  signed 
the  statement  that  the  revised  six  per  cent,  schedule  is  operative  in 
their  offices. 

In  addition  to  the  prize  of  $75.00  awarded  annually  to  the  competitor 
placed  second  in  the  competition  for  the  Rotch  Traveling  Scholarship, 
the  Chapter  has  voted  a  prize  of  $25.00  to  the  student  in  the  Boston 
Architectural  Club  showing  the  best  work  done  in  the  competition  of 
Class  A  for  the  Beaux- Arts  Society  during  the  club  year. 

An  appropriation  of  $25.00  has  also  been  voted  toward  the  restoration 
fund  of  the  home  of  Paul  Revere.

Brooklyn  Chapter. 

The  Brooklyn  Chapter  has  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  the  Building 
Code  Revision  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  used  every  effort  in  its 
power  to  have  same  vetoed.  The  annual  outing  of  the  Chapter  was 
held  recently  when  a  trip  to  the  Chateau  des  Beaux  Arts,  at  Huntington, 
L.  I.,  was  indulged  in.  The  trip  was  made  by  moonlight,  and  the 
affair  was  one  of  the  most  successful  and  enjoyable  ever  held  by  the 
Chapter. 
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Philadelphia  Chapter. 

At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
celebration  of  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  of  the  Chapter  reported  progress  and  stated 
that  they  had  several  sub-committees  at  work  and  would  be  able  to  report  the  full 
arrangements  at  a  later  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Registration  of  Architects  made  a  report  in  which  they  stated  that 
at  the  last  October  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  they  had  reported  themselves  in  favor  of 
the  registration  of  architects  and  were  authorized  to  draw  up  a  law  regulating  the 
manner  of  licensing  architects  in  the  practice  of  their  profession;  also  that  they  had 
communicated  with  all  the  architects  in  the  State  upon  the  subject  and  had  received 
answers  from  a  small  number,  and  that  they  had  also  communicated  with  the  Pitts- 
burgh Chapter  which  had  replied  that  unless  some  good  law  could  be  enacted,  they 
were  unfavorable  to  the  licensing  of  architects.  Since  the  formation  of  the  Southern 
Pennsylvania  Chapter  and  the  formation  of  the  State  Association  of  Architects  at 
Harrisburg,  the  Committee  felt  that  the  matter  of  registration  should  be  brought 
before  the  State  Association  and  acted  upon  by  it,  and  recommended  that  all  papers 
on  the  subject  which  had  been  collected  by  the  Committee  be  turned  over  to  the 
State  Association.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was  received  and  their  recommenda- 
tions adopted  and  the  Committee  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the 
subject. 

An  interesting  discussion  then  followed  on  the  subject  of  "General  Conditions" 
in  the  "Standard  Specifications  and  Contracts." 

Among  the  visitors  present  at  this  meeting  were  Messrs.  J.  A.  Dempwolf  and  B.  F. 
Willis  of  York,  Pa.,  who  spoke  in  reference  to  the  formation  of  the  new  Southern 
Pennsylvania  Chapter. 

On  June  8  an  informal  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held,  before  which  several 
members  dined  together.  At  the  meeting,  there  was  a  general  discussion  on  the 
subject  of  "Professional  Ethics."  A  draft  of  the  proposed  Code  of  Ethics  was 
read  and  freely  discussed  by  the  members  present. 

On  Tuesday,  July  13,  several  members  of  the  Chapter  went  to  Doylestown  in  the 
early  afternoon  and  viewed  with  much  interest  the  new  concrete  house  of  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Mercer  and  inspected  the  Moravian  pottery,  after  which  they  went  to  Willow 
Grove  and  spent  a  delightful  evening. 

The  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  will  be  in  October,  at  which  time  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  will  take  place.  The  programme  of  the 
meetings  for  the  following  year  will  be  announced;  also  the  arrangements  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  of  the  Chapter  which  occurs  in  November 
next.

Application  has  been  made  to  the  court 
for  articles  of  incorporation.  A  form  of  by-laws  is  in  preparation 
and  it*is  hoped  that  the  Chapter  will  soon  be  in  full  working  order. 

Pennsylvania  State  Association,  A.  I.  A. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  the  A.  I.  A.  was  organized  February  23, 
1909,  at  the  instance  of  a  call  by  members  who  had  discussed  the  proposition  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Institute  held  December  17,  1908,  at  Washington,  D.  C.  There  were 
present  at  Harrisburg  seven  delegates  from  Philadelphia,  four  from  Pittsburgh,  and 
eight  guests,  three  from  Harrisburg  and  five  from  York,  Pa.,  totalling  nineteen. 

The  following  officers  were  elected :

After  the  formal  organization  and  the  By-Laws,  funds  and  number  of  delegates  to 
A.  I.  A.  Convention  were  discussed,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects  strongly  approve 
the  report  of  the  Fine  Arts  Council  recommending  that  the  proposed  Lincoln  Memorial 
to  be  erected  in  the  national  capital  shall  be  upon  the  site  at  the  end  of  the  Mall  as 
originally  provided  for,  and

That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects  is  heartily  in  favor  of 
Senator  Newlands'  bill  now  before  Congress  to  create  a  Bureau  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

Further,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  shall  be  forwarded  to  Pennsylvania 
Senators  and  Members  of  Congress  and  to  the  principal  papers  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

BUILDING    LAWS. 

A  discussion  upon  the  inadequate  and  antiquated  building  regulations  of  Pittsburgh 
resulted  in  a  resoultion  to  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  whole  subject  and 
report  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  association.  Mr.  Stotz  suggested  that  the  laws 
should  receive  the  endorsement  of  at  least  architects,  engineers  and  lawyers. 

A  similar  condition  exists  with  regard  to  the  Philadelphia  laws  as  well  as  the 
building  laws  throughout  the  State,  and  through  a  recent  communication  to  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Mr.  Boyd  has  offered  our  assistance  in  the  re-studying 
and  framing  of  more  adequate  and  modern  building  laws.  Our  offer  has  been 
favorably  replied  to  by  Mr.  Edwin  Clark,  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  proposition 
is  now  before  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  appoint  a  commission  in  which 
our  association  will  probably  be  represented. 

REGISTRATION. 

In  the  discussion  on  the  registration  of  architects  it  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting 
that  it  would  not  be  advisable  for  this  association  to  take  any  definite  stand  on  the 
registration  in  licensing  of  architects  and  engineers  in  the  State.  It  was  decided 
that  education  is  the  most  powerful  means  of  placing  architecture  on  a  higher  plane, 
that  in  view  of  the  influence  which  the  new  association  hopes  to  have  with  the  legis- 
lature, it  would  be  unwise  to  try  to  push  a  registration  bill  the  real  necessity  for 
which  is  questionable,  at  least  for  the  present. 

ART   JURY. 

The  President  read  the  bill  approved  by  Governor  Edwin  S.  Stuart,  May  25,  1907, 
which  provided  that  mayors  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  Pennsylvania  should  appoint 
an  art  jury  to  pass  upon  municipal  improvements,  stating  that  the  Mayor  of  Phila- 
delphia had  made  no  appointment  as  yet,  and  the  President  and  Secretary  were 
instructed  to  respectfully  call  his  honor's  attention  to  the  matter. 

The  forming  of  a  new  Chapter  to  cover  the  central  portion  of  the  State  was  freely 
discussed  and  at  an  independent  meeting  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  toward 
forming  the  Southern  Pennsylvania  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  Formal  application  has 
since  been  made,  the  following  A.  I.  A.  members  agreeing  to  act  as  incorporators: 
Messrs.  Rankin,  Dempwolf,  Willis,  MacClure  and  Boyd.  The  names  of  seven  others 
were  presented  as  applicants  for  membership  to  the  proposed  Chapter. 

Letters  have  lately  been  sent  to  every  known  architect  of  the  State,  585  in  all, 
notifying  them  of  the  formation  of  the  association  and  also  of  the  proposed  new 
Southern  Pennsylvania  Chapter.     The  letter  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
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"  Feeling  as  they  do,  the  responsibility  entrusted  to  them,  the  officers  realize  that 
if  the  new  association  is  to  become,  as  it  should,  of  direct  benefit  and  usefulness  to 
the  profession  as  a  whole,  they  will  require  the  co-operation  of  all  of  the  members  of 
the  association  and  of  the  profession  at  large  in  this  State. 

"  The  object  of  this  letter,  therefore,  is  to  ask  that  you  suggest  to  us,  as  an  assur- 
ance of  your  interest  in  the  new  organization  and  in  the  profession,  anything  which 
in  your  opinion  would  assist  in  establishing  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  as  a 
vital  factor  in  our  Commonwealth." 

A  number  of  replies  have  been  received  from  all  over  the  State,  all  favorable  and 
promising  co-operation.  A  number  have  requested  information  as  to  membership 
and  made  various  suggestions,  which  at  this  date  have  not  been  acted  upon.  The 
answers  received  have  been  most  encouraging  and  indicate  a  desire  for  good  fellow- 
ship and  the  uplifting  of  the  profession.

Pittsburgh  Chapter. 

Resolutions  adopted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  A.  I.  A.,  June  16, 
1909,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Chapter: 

Whereas,  application  has  been  made  to  the  Directors  of  A.  I.  A.  for  the  granting 
of  a  charter  and  the  establishment  of  a  third  Chapter  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  whereas  the  territorial  limits  have  never  been  defined  for  any  of  the  existing 
Chapters;  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter,  the 
proper  organization  of  the  eligible  members  of  the  profession  outside  the  Institute 
would  be  better  managed,  and  more  interest  taken  in  the  securing  of  new  members 
if  a  definite  assignment  were  made  of  the  exact  territorial  limits  of  each  Chapter  in 
the  State,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  defined  as  follows,  subject  to  the  future  formation  and  establishment  of  more 
Chapters  within  the  limits  hereinafter  defined,  as  the  growth  of  population  or  other 
pertinent  reasons  may  demand,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Institute. 

The  territorial  limits  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  shall  embrace  all  of  that 
portion  of  Pennsylvania  lying  west  of  the  counties  of  McKean,  Elk,  Clearfield, 
Blair,  and  Bedford. 

The  above  petition  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  was  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Institute  at  their  meeting  on  the  22d  day 
of  June,  1909. 
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Illinois  Chapter. 

Chapter  Gives  Gold  Medal  to  I.  K.  and  A.  B.  Pond. 

{From  Construction  News,  Chicago.) 

At  the  dinner  and  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  at  the  Art  Institute,  Monday 
evening,  April  12,  1909,  President  Perkins  presented  Irving  K.  and  Allen  B.  Pond 
with  a  gold  medal  in  appreciation  of  their  work.  Years  ago  the  Illinois  Chapter 
determined  to  give  annually  to  the  Illinois  architect  who  erected  the  most  meri- 
torious building  within  the  State  within  five  years  the  picture  of  which  is  exhibited 
at  the  annual  architectural  exhibition,  a  gold  medal.  This  idea  had  died  out  within 
recent  years.  It  has  been  revived  by  President  Perkins.  Upon  the  revival  of  this 
idea  a  jury  composed  of  Charles  E.  Hammond,  Dwight  H.  Perkins,  Charles  E. 
White,  Jr.,  J.  C.  Llewellyn,  Peter  B.  Wight,  and  William  J.  Brinkman  was  appointed 
to  consider  the  works  exhibited  at  the  architectural  exhibition,  and  after  a  careful 
survey  selected  the  Baptist  Training  School  at  Vernon  avenue  and  Thirtieth  street, 
designed  by  the  Ponds,  as  the  best  from  every  standpoint  from  which  the  subject 
might  be  considered.  The  jury  did  not  confine  its  investigations  to  the  picture  or 
photographs  of  the  work,  but  carefully  examined  the  working  plans. 

The  object  of  this  medal  is  to  encourage  architects  to  send  their  work  to  these 
exhibitions  and  thereby  elevate  the  standard  of  architecture  and  the  profession  in 
this  country.  Mr.  Perkins  made  a  very  pleasant  presentation,  which  was  responded 
to  briefly  by  the  Ponds.  Allen  B.  Pond  stated  that  he  felt  greatly  honored,  espe- 
cially as  it  came  from  men  who  were  qualified  to  judge  and  particularly  because  it 
came  from  members  of  his  own  profession. 

President  Perkins  appointed  the  following  to  constitute  a  committee  to  work  out 
the  idea  of  a  State  art  commission,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  some 
time  ago:  W.  Carbys  Zimmerman,  Frederick  Dinkelberg  and  George  W.  Maher. 
The  function  of  this  commission  is  to  co-operate  with  similar  commissions  from  other 
organizations  to  establish  a  State  art  commission  similar  to  the  national  body  created 
by  President  Roosevelt.  The  work  of  the  commission  will  be  somewhat  Araried 
from  an  artistic  standpoint,  as  it  will  not  only  look  after  the  elevation  and  proper 
conduct  of  architectural  art,  but  will  look  into  the  practice  in  the  matter  of  com- 
petitions. 

E.  C.  Jensen  presented  the  reports  of  a  similar  commission  in  New  York,  which 
passes  upon  works  of  art  to  be  purchased,  all  new  municipal  construction,  including 
monuments,  public  buildings  and  bridges,  either  public  or  private,  when  referred 
by  the  mayor  to  the  commission.  In  190S  the  commission  passed  upon  170  designs, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $34,000,000,  and  of  this  number  38  had  been  disapproved 
in  whole  or  in  part  and  some  of  these  had  been,  after  a  conference,  withdrawn 
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entirely  before  having  been  submitted,  but  the  majority  were  passed  upon  favorably 
after  changes  had  been  made.  Mr.  Jensen  said  that  the  work  of  the  commission 
had  resulted  in  obtaining  a  higher  standard  of  aesthetics  and  thought  that  the  plan 
of  the  New  York  commission  was  a  good  one  to  adopt. 

Then  there  was  some  considerable  discussion  as  to  what  had  become  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Art  Commission  of  Chicago.  It  was  suggested  that  the  best  thing  to  do  was 
for  the  Chapter  to  make  a  strong  presentation  to  Mayor  Busse  and  urge  him  to 
appoint  good  and  public-spirited  men  to  take  the  matter  up. 

Normand  S.  Patton  brought  up  the  subject  of  the  State  architect  and  the  conduct 
of  the  office.  He  said  that  it  was  impossible  to  conduct  the  office  of  State  architect 
for  a  commission  of  1  \  per  cent.,  as  it  is  at  the  present  time.  Governor  Deneen 
tried  to  have  the  law  amended,  but  it  was  impossible  to  bring  the  change  about. 
Mr.  Zimmerman  could  not  stand  it  any  longer  and  resigned;  there  was  so  much 
to  do  that  he  might  be  called  upon  to  make  up  a  deficit,  paying  it  out  of  his  own 
pocket. 

Members  of  the  American  Institute  in  Indiana,  convenient  to  Chicago,  are  desir- 
ous of  joining  the  Illinois  Chapter,  not  because  of  disloyalty  or  feeling  against  the 
organization  in  their  State,  but  because  Chicago  is  much  more  convenient  and 
accessible  and  their  association  is  more  in  this  direction  than  it  is  in  the  way  of 
Indianapob's.  Mr.  Wight  was  asked  to  write  to  the  Secretary,  Glenn  Brown,  and 
suggest  that  the  boundary  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  be  extended  as  to  include  parts 
of  northern  Indiana,  contiguous  to  Chicago. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Institute,  June  22, 
1909,  the  application  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  to  embrace  within  its  terri- 
tory, in  addition  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  portion  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  lying  north  of  the  forty-first  parallel  of  latitude,  was  granted. 

Adopts  Code  of  Ethics  of  Professional  Practice. 
(From  Construction  News,  Chicago.) 

The  Illinois  Chapter  held  its  monthly  dinner,  followed  by  the  regular  meeting, 
at  the  Art  Institute,  Monday  evening,  June  14,  1909.  This  was  the  last  meeting 
preceding  the  summer  vacation.     The  attendance  was  unusually  large. 

This  was  probably  the  most  important  meeting  the  Chapter  has  had  for  a  long 
time  as  the  discussion  was  devoted  almost  entirely  to  the  proposed  code  of  profes- 
sional ethics  which  has  been  before  the  Chapter  and  the  Institute  for  a  long  time. 
The  formulation  of  a  code  of  professional  ethicswas  placed  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  the  hands  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of 
the  Institute,  composed  of  Irving  K.  Pond  of  Chicago,  Frank  Miles  Day  of  Phil- 
adelphia, and  Pi.  Clipston  Sturgis  of  Boston,  and  the  results  of  their  study  were 
presented  at  this  meeting  by  Mr.  Pond. 
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Secretary  Wight  stated  that  several  measures  in  which  the  Chapter  has  been 
interested  had  passed  the  Illinois  legislature,  including  a  law  providing  for  the 
codification  of  the  building  laws  of  the  State;  the  bill  authorizing  the  organization 
of  a  State  art  commission  was  also  passed,  as  was  also  a  measure  increasing  the 
allowance  for  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  State  architect  to  2\  per  cent,  upon  the 
cost  of  the  work  in  hand.  Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Wight  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given 
to  Chester  W.  Church,  a  member  of  the  legislature,  who  was  unusually  diligent  in 
behalf  of  the  passage  of  these  laws. 

E.  C.  Jensen,  of  Jenney,  Mundie  &  Jensen,  announced  that  the  membership  of 
the  city  art  commission  had  been  enlarged  as  the  result  of  an  act  of  the  legislature, 
and  that  it  will  now  include  in  its  membership  an  artist,  that  is,  a  painter,  a  sculptor 
and  an  architect.  The  measure  provides  that  monuments,  statues  or  other  objects 
of  art  shall  not  be  purchased  for  public  buildings  or  for  public  uses  without  first 
having  been  approved  by  the  commission.  The  designs  for  all  buildings  of  a  public 
character  over  $200,000  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  commission  before  the  plans 
shall  be  approved  by  any  public  body  or  a  permit  granted  for  its  construction.  It 
is  proposed  that  it  shall  also  cover  all  buildings  costing  less  than  §200,000  with  the 
exception  of  those  in  which,  at  the  request  of  the  mayor,  the  commission  is  to  take 
no  action. 

In  a  letter  recently  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  from 
Mr.  Peter  B.  Wight,  Secretary  of  the  Illinois  Chapter,  he  encloses  a  copy 
of  a  letter  which  was  sent  by  the  Illinois  Chapter  to  the  Southern 
California  Chapter  in  response  to  a  communication  from  them  in  refer- 
ence to  holding  the  Convention  of  the  Institute  in  Los  Angeles.  Mr. 
Wight  believes  in  cementing  more  closely  the  relations  between  the 
architects  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  in  which  connection  he 
makes  the  following  comment : 

From  my  observation  I  have  been  led  to  believe  that  the  architects  of  the  Pacific 
coast  are  taking  a  very  high  stand  in  our  profession.  I  spent  three  months  in 
California  two  years  ago,  met  a  great  many  of  them  and  saw  their  works.  I  also 
believe  that  there  is  a  more  vivid  sense  of  professional  propriety  among  those  men 
and  more  esprit  du  corps  than  my  association  among  eastern  architects  has  con- 
vinced me  of. 

The  letter  follows:

Dear  Sir:  The  circular  letter  from  the  Southern  California  Chapter,*  signed  by- 
President  Myron  Hunt  and  yourself,  was  duly  received  and  read  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  following  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  which  was  held  on  the  12th  inst.  The 
letter  was  read  and  elicited  a  very  interesting  discussion,  in  which  the  views  of  the 
Chapter  members  were  freely  expressed  as  to  the  proper  locations  for  holding  the 
Convention  when  it  is  not  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.  There  were  several  members 
in  favor  of  having  a  Convention  at  Los  Angeles,  but  the  communication  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  reply. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  the  15th  inst.,  and  authorized  me  to  communi- 
cate to  your  Chapter  as  follow s: 

The  Illinois  Chapter  has  great  admiration  for  the  work  being  done  by  the  Southern 
California  Chapter  and  highly  appreciates  its  patriotic  desire  to  further  the  welfare 
of  the  Institute.  The  Executive  Committee  has,  however,  been  informed  by  Mr. 
Pond, who  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  that  the  Board  has  already  decided 
that  the  Convention  shall  be  held  this  year  at  Washington,  D.  C.  It  is  therefore  too 
late  for  the  Illinois  Chapter  to  communicate,  as  requested,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Institute. 

We  have  heard  of  a  very  wise  suggestion  that  meets  the  approval  of  the  Illinois 
Chapter.  It  is,  that  inasmuch  as  the  Conventions  of  the  Institute  are  held  only 
once  a  year  and  no  other  meetings  have  been  held  for  a  great  many  years,  it  might 
be  a  good  plan  to  hold  an  intermediate  meeting  of  the  Institute;  but  not  a  Convention 
and  not  having  the  power  and  authority  of  a  Convention,  at  some  point  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  when  it  would  be  pleasant  for  eastern  members  to  visit  your  locality. 
The  month  of  April  or  May  would  seem  to  be  the  most  appropriate.  It  would  be 
feasible  for  the  members  of  the  Institute  from  the  Pacific  States  to  all  meet  at  a 
central  point  on  the  Pacific  coast,  possibly  San  Francisco,  and  that  the  officers  and 
such  members  as  decide  to  attend  should  commence  the  journey  at  Los  Angeles  and 
then  proceed  to  a  central  point  most  convenient  for  the  Pacific  coast  members  to 
assemble,  and  then  hold  a  meeting.  This  would  give  the  eastern  members  the 
benefit  of  a  tour  through  southern  California  and  then  northward  and  a  return  trip 
by  one  of  the  most  northern  routes,  f

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Your  attention  is  called  to  Article  8,  Section  2,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Institute, 
which  provides  that  special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  whenever  the  President  or  Vice-President  shall  have  been  requested  in 
writing  by  not  less  than  50  Fellows,  setting  forth  the  purpose  of  such  meeting.  A 
petition  of  that  nature  presented  at  the  Annual  Convention  of  1909  would  make 
it  possible  to  hold  such  a  meeting  legally. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  express  the  congratulations  of  the  Illinois  Chapter 
upon  the  good  work  done  by  the  Southern  California  Chapter  and  its  results  in  the 
admirable  architecture  of  Southern  California  which  has  been  produced  during  the 
last  few  years.

Michigan  Chapter. 
Regular  Monthly  Meeting,  May  4,  1909. 

The  members  met  at  Grosse  Pointe  and,  after  a  dinner  at  Dobson's  Tavern,  ad- 
journed to  the  residence  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Baldwin,  where  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  President. 

Present:  Messrs.  Gryhs,  Baldwin,  Donaldson,  Kotting,  Kahn,  Stratton,  Pottle, 
Nettleton,  Rogers,  A.  H.  Scott. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  held  April 6, 1909,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  through  Chairman  Rogers,  gave  a  complete  and 
thorough  account  of  the  work  of  the  committee  in  the  preparation  of  a  code  for  the 
Building  Commission  of  Detroit,  and  described  in  detail  the  research  and  study  that 
had  been  given  this  important  subject  during  the  year  that  it  had  been  under  consid- 
eration of  the  committee.  An  examination  and  analysis  had  been  made  of  the 
codes  now  in  force  in  the  important  cities  of  the  United  States,  and  a  thorough 
study  was  made  of  all  local  conditions  and  requirements  in  the  preparation  of  the 
work. 

Particular  consideration  had  been  given  to  the  many  and  various  interests  that 
would  be  affected  bythe  enactment  into  law  of  the  code,  with  a  view  to  a  just  and 
impartial  consideration  of  the  same. 
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Mr.  Rogers  described  interestingly  the  time  and  effort  that  had  been  devoted  to 
similar  work  in  other  cities,  and  informed  the  Chapter  that  the  labors  of  the  com- 
mittee were  practical!}'  completed  and  that  the  code  would  soon  be  handed  to  the 
City  Building  Commission  for  their  action. 

The  committees  on  Library,  Education  and  Lectures,  reported  on  the  subjects 
under  their  consideration. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  requesting  this  Chapter  to 
name  a  representative  on  the  National  Committee  for  the  nominating  of  candidates 
for  offices  of  the  Institute  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  and  standing  order  of 
the  Forty-first  Convention  was  read,  and  on  motion  the  President  was  authorized  to 
designate  the  representative  from  the  Michigan  Chapter. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Chapter,  relating  to  the 
proposed  law  for  the  registration  of  architects  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  con- 
taining much  valuable  and  interesting  information  on  this  subject,  was  deferred  to  a 
future  meeting  for  consideration. 

A  communication  from  the  National  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  was  received  and 
placed  on  file. 

The  expediency  of  the  appointment  by  this  Chapter  of  a  standing  committee  on 
municipal  improvements  was  discussed  and  action  deferred  to  a  future  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  following  letter  has  been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute 

from  the  Secretary  of  the  Colorado  Chapter  in  regard  to  the  "  Bill"  for 

the  registration  of  architects  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  recently  passed 

by  the  legislature  of  that  State. 

June  16.  1909. 
Dear  Sir: 

"  The  Bill  for  an  Act  providing  for  the  Licensing  of  Architects  and  regulating  the 
practice  of  Architecture  in  the  State  of  Colorado,"  signed  by  the  Governor  April  26, 
1909,  is  a  most  worthy  and  commendable  measure,  and  met  with  the  approval  of  a 
large  majority  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  State  of  Colorado. 

The  following  synopsis  of  resolutions  and  petitions  submitted  for  the  endorse- 
ment of  this  Bill  will  give  some  idea  of  the  strength  of  the  public  opinion  in  favor  of 
the  passage  of  said  Bill. 

Resolutions  by:  The  Denver  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Board  of  Trade,  repre- 
senting a  membership  of  800;  Denver  Board  Underwriters  and  Insurance  Cos.,  rep- 
resenting a  membership  of  100;  Master  Plumbers  Association,  Denver,  representing 
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a  membership  of  80;  Building  Trades  Council,  representing  a  membership  of  7,000; 
Colorado  Chapter  of  Architects,  A.  I.  A.,  representing  a  membership  of  43;  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  Union  No.  55,  representing  a  membership  of  1,200; 
Bricklayers,  Union  No.  1,  of  Colorado,  representing  a  membership  of  600;  United 
Association  Journeymen  Plumbers,  Gas-fitters,  Steam-fitters  and  Helpers,  Union 
No.  3,  250;  Decorators  and  Paper  Hangers  of  Denver,  Union  No.  79,  representing  a 
membership  of  530;  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  Union  No.  1,  repre- 
senting a  membership  of  40;  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engineers,  Union  No.  323,  repre- 
senting a  membership  of  50;  Amalgamated  Sheet  Metal  Workers,  Union  No.  9, 
representing  a  membership  of  300;  American  Brotherhood  of  Cement  Workers, 
Union  No.  54,  membership,  100. 

Petitions  submitted:  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Colorado,  Boulder,  20;  Denver 
business  men,  including  attorneys,  contractors,  architects,  doctors,  bankers,  the 
clergy,  etc.,  to  the  number  of  1,140;  Colorado  Springs  business  and  professional  men 
to  the  number  of  140;  Pueblo  business  and  professional  men  to  the  number  of  62; 
Fort  Collins  and  district  business  and  professional  men  to  the  number  of  234; 
Boulder  and  district  business  and  professional  men  to  the  number  of  365;  Hugo 
business  and  professional  men  to  number  of  12;  The  Denver  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
representing  a  membership  of  170;  The  Denver  Art  Commission,  representing  mem- 
bership of  7.     Total,  13,243. 

The  before  mentioned  signatures  represent  the  best  and  most  progressive  and 
practical  business  and  professional  men  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  the  results 
accruing  to  the  State  will  lead  to  better  permanent  improvements. 

The  Chapter  has  committees  now  at  work  on  the  preparation  and  revision  of  the 
city  building  ordinances  which  will  be  in  printed  form  within  the  next  month.  Addi- 
tional members  are  being  added  to  the  Chapter  gradually  so  that  the  total  member- 
ship now  numbers  45.

Barnett. 

The  guests  of  the  evening  were  Messrs.  A.  A.  Hubbard,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  Los  Angeles,  California,  and  J.  J.  Backus,  Chief  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Board  of  Public  Works. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  nineteenth  meeting  of  members  and  adop- 
tion of  same,  the  Treasurer's  report  followed  announcing  a  balance  of  $21.51  in  the 
treasury,  and  the  Secretary  reported  the  collection  of  $46.00  in  dues  since  the  pre- 
ceding meeting. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Schoolhouse  Plans,  Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  reported 
that  he  was  preparing  a  typical  set  of  plans  for  an  eight-room  schoolhouse  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Education  as  soon  as  the  same  were  ready  and 
had  previously  been  submitted  to  the  Chapter's  approval.

Mr.  J.  J.  Backus  thereupon  announced  to  the  Chapter  that  the  "  Burnett  Tenement 
House  Act"  had  recently  been  passed  by  the  California  State  Legislature,  and  was 
now  in  full  force  and  advised  the  members  of  the  Chapter  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  this  Act,  as  it  had  important  bearings  on  apartment  house  work  as  practiced 
in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  He  also  exhibited  a  copy  of  the  Act  for  the  perusal  of 
the  members  present. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Brown  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Chapter  be  instructed  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  California, 
requesting  that  one  hundred  copies  of  the  "Burnett  Tenement  House  Act"  be  for- 
warded to  the  Southern  California  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  for  distribution  among 
its  members.     The  motion  was  carried. 
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A  general  discussion  followed  relating  to  the  possible  effects  that  this  Act  may 
have  on  the  future  planning  of  apartment  and  tenement  houses  in  Los  Angeles. 

Upon  motion  made  by  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan,  seconded  by  Mr.  August  Wacker- 
barth,  and  duly  carried,  it  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  a  discussion  of  the 
"Burnett  Tenement  House  Act"  should  be  made  a  special  feature  at  the  September 
Chapter  meeting. 

After  various  minor  discussions  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9.30  P.  M.

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OBITUARIES. 
E.  G.  Lind,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Edmund  George  Lind  was  born  in  London,  June  18,  1829. 

After  leaving  school  he  was  placed  in  the  office  of  a  lawyer,  but  as  the 
profession  was  distasteful  to  him  he  gave  his  attention  to  architecture, 
and  in  1847  was  admitted  a  pupil  of  the  Government  School  of  Design 
at  Somerset  House,  where  he  studied  architectural  drawing  under 
C.  M.  Richardson  and  water  color  painting  under  R.  Redgrave,  R.  A. 

In  1849  he  was  articled  to  Mr.  John  Blore,  architect,  of  London,  with 
whom  he  secured  a  three-years'  pupilage,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time,  from  1852  to  1855,  he  was  engaged  in  offices  in  London  and 
Yorkshire. 

In  October,  1855,  he  left  England  for  New  York,  and  shortly  after 
arriving  was  offered  and  accepted  an  engagement  in  the  office  of  N.  G. 
Starkwether,  of  Baltimore,  who  had  just  commenced  the  erection  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  that  city,  and  on  the  7th  of  December 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  making  the  drawings  and  super- 
intending the  erection  of  that  church.  On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Stark- 
wether from  this  work  it  was  turned  over  to  Mr.  Lind  under  whose 
supervision  all  of  the  details  were  designed  and  the  church  completed. 

Four  months  afterwards  he  formed  a  co-partnership  with  Mr.  Wm. 
T.  Murdoch,  the  firm  continuing  in  existence  till  the  commencement 
of  the  Civil  War,  since  which  time,  except  for  a  short  period  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  he  practiced  alone  in  Baltimore. 

His  most  important  works  were — In  Baltimore:  The  Peabody  Insti- 
tute, Masonic  Temple,  Farmers'  and  Planters'  Bank,  Brown's  Bank, 
Carroll  Building,  Cortland's  Store,  Armstrong  &  Cator's  Store,  Franklin 
Square  Church  and  Johns  Memorial  Church.  In  Washington:  Louise 
Home  and  Arlington  Hotel,  and  many  notable  buildings  in  Virginia, 
North  Carolina  -and  Georgia.  Mr.  Lind  was  made  one  of  the  commis- 
sion of  experts  to  examine  and  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Wash- 
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ington  Monument  at  Washington.  During  Grant's  administration 
he  was  made  assistant  supervising  architect  under  Supervising  Architect 
Mullett  and  at  that  time  built  the  United  States  custom-house  and 
post-office  at  Mobile,  Ala.,  besides  other  public  buildings. 

He  was  married  in  1863  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  William  F.  Murdoch, 
of  Baltimore,  by  whom  he  had  seven  children,  four  of  whom,  three  sons 
and  one  daughter,  are  still  living. 

Mr.  Lind  died  at  Wilmington,  Del.,  at  the  home  of  his  son-in-law, 
Rev.  William  H.  Laird,  July  14,  1909,. 

He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  having  been 
elected  an  Associate  in  1857,  and  a  Fellow  in  1870,  and  served  as  a 
Vice-President  in  1871-1872,  and  again  in  1876-1877.  Mr.  Lind  was 
a  charter  member  of,  and  the  second  to  hold  the  office  of  President 
of  the  Baltimore  Chapter  of  the  Institute. 

Jackson  C.  Gott,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

The  following  short  account  of  the  early  life  of  Mr.  Jackson  C.  Gott 
is  taken  from  a  letter  from  Mr.  Gott's  sister,  Miss  Ada  Augusta  Gott: 

"Mr.  Gott  was  born  September  10,  1829,  on  the  estate  of  his  grand- 
father, William  Coale,  of  Baltimore  County,  at  the  ancestral  home  yet 
standing,  almost  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Roland.  Very  early  in  life  he 
manifested  mechanical  talent,  and  at  a  proper  age,  by  his  own  wish, 
after  receiving  a  good  English  education,  learned  carpentry  and  building 
with  Mr.  Burlington  Carlisle,  a  master  builder  and  a  man  of  high  moral 
and  domestic  character.  Immediately  on  attaining  his  majority,  Mr. 
Gott  spent  a  winter  south  and  on  his  return  began  business  for  himself 
on  South  Eutaw  street,  Baltimore,  and  at  the  same  time  commenced 
the  study  of  architecture  with  the  best  teachers  in  the  city." 

Among  the  important  pieces  of  work  executed  by  Mr.  Gott  were  the 
following  buildings:  Western  Maryland  College,  Westminster;  Mary- 
land Penitentiary;  the  Numsen  Home  on  Park  Heights  avenue;  the 
downtown  buildings  of  the  Gaither  estate;  the  factories  and  various 
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plants  of  the  Crown  Cork  and  Seal  Company,  Guilford  avenue  and  at 
Highlandtown ;  the  Johnson  Building  on  North  Howard  street;  Home 
for  the  Feeble-Minded ;  Masonic  Temple,  Salisbury,  Md. ;  Power  Houses 
for  the  Consolidated  Traction  Company;  the  Albert  Building;  home  of 
Wesley  Oler;  Peninsula  Hospital,  at  Salisbury,  Md.;  homes  of  Gen. 
W.  H.  Jackson  and  William  P.  Jackson,  at  Salisbury,  Md.;  home  of 
A.  A.  Brager  on  Eutaw  Place;  Library  Building  at  the  Maryland  State 
House,  which  was  later  torn  down  to  make  room  for  extension ;  Wash- 
ington street  pumping  station  for  the  Baltimore  City  Water  Department, 
and  many  other  structures.  Mr.  Gott  retired  from  active  business 
following  the  big  fire.  His  last  work  was  the  designing  of  the  High- 
landtown plant  of  the  Crown  Cork  and  Seal  Company. 

Mr.  Gott  died  in  Baltimore,  July  8,  1909. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects in  1871,  and  a  Fellow  in  1889. 

C.  A.  Wallingford,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Wallingford,  who  died  recently  at  Indianapolis,  was  born  in  the 
city  of  St.  Louis,  February  3,  1854.  Mr.  Wallingford  was  graduated 
from  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  and  after  graduation  took  up 
the  study  of  architecture  in  the  office  of  the  late  Edwin  May,  of  Indian- 
apolis, who  designed  the  Indiana  State  Capitol.  Going  to  St.  Paul,  he 
became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Reed  &  Stem,  the  title  of  the  firm  during 
1888  and  1889  being  Reed,  Stem  &  Wallingford.  Returning  to  Indian- 
apolis he  opened  an  office  of  the  firm  there,  but  soon  branched  out  into 
independent  practice  which  he  continued  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1882. 
The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Architects'  Association: 

That  in  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Wallingford,  this  association  realizes  that  the  profes- 
sion in  general  has  lost  a  representative  who  has  been  to  it  a  credit  and  that  this  com- 
munity has  lost  a  citizen  whose  thoughts  and  efforts  were  ever  for  its  best  interests. 
He  was  a  charter  member  of  this  association  and  was  distinguished  with  a  member- 
ship) in  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.     He  has  devoted  his  life  to  the  advance- 
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ment  of  the  best  ideas  in  architecture  and  his  works  will  live  and  continue  to  be  of 
influence.  That  this  association  hereby  expresses  to  the  widow  and  family  its 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  deep  bereavement. 

Charles  Crapsey. 

Mr.  Charles  Crapsey,  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
from  1881  to  1900,  died  at  his  home  in  Cincinnati  on  the  26th  of  July. 
Mr.  Crapsey  was  a  native  of  Cincinnati  in  which  city  he  practiced  his 
profession  for  thirty-four  years.  He  was  a  brother  of  the  Rev.  Algernon 
Sidney  Crapsey,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Most  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Charles 
Crapsey  was  church  building,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  said  to  be  the  largest  church 
on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  church  at  Camp  Washington,  and  the  new 
home  for  the  Pleasant  Ridge  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  all  of  which 
have  recently  been  completed,  and  the  Lincoln  Park  Baptist  Church  of 
Cincinnati.  He  was  also  the  architect  for  the  Atlas  and  Groton  office 
buildings  in  Cincinnati.  Mr.  Crapsey  made  a  special  study  of  the  modern 
Sunday-school  room,  in  which  line  he  won  a  prize  in  an  important  com- 
petition, and  it  was  from  this  prize  design  that  he  evolved  the  somewhat 
novel  design  of  the  church  at  Seattle. 

Howard  K.  Hilton,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Howard  King  Hilton  died  at  Fowey,  a  seaport  town  of  Cornwall, 
England,  whither  he  had  gone  in  search  of  rest  and  health,  on  July 
22,  1909. 

Mr.  Hilton  was  born  in  Providence,  April  17,  1867,  the  son  of  Samuel 
F.  and  Harriet  N.  (Drowne)  Hilton.  He  was  educated  at  Mowry 
and  Goff's  school  from  which  he  graduated  in  1885. 

He  at  once  entered  the  office  of  W.  H.  Colwell  where  he  remained 
till  1890.  After  a  year  in  the  office  of  Gould  and  Angell  he  began  to 
practice  independently  in  1892.  In  1902  he  took  into  partnership  Mr. 
F.  Ellis  Jackson,  of  Providence. 

Mr.  Hilton  married,  April  27,  1892,  Miss  Rose  B.  Chase,  who,  with 
two  sons,  survives  him. 
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A  member  of  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  since  January  13,  1897,  and 
of  the  Institute  since  1901,  Mr.  Hilton  was  a  loyal  member  of  both 
organizations.  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  from  1903  to  1904  and  treas- 
urer from  1904  to  1907,  often  a  member  of  important  committees,  he 
was  closely  identified  up  to  the  very  last  with  all  its  activities. 

Among  Mr.  Hilton's  works  are:  The  Centerville  M.  E.  Church,  the 
Girl's  Dormitory  at  the  East  Greenwich  Academy,  the  Woodbury 
Memorial  Church,  the  East  Providence  Public  Library,  the  Surgical 
Ward  and  Operating  Theatre  of  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic 
Hospital,  the  Surgical  Ward  of  the  Rhode  Island  Homoeopathic  Hos- 
pital, the  residences  of  Hon.  Robert  B.  Treat  at  Centerville,  of  M.  K. 
Washburn  at  East  Greenwich,  and  of  H.  F.  Lippitt  in  Cumberland,  and 
in  Providence  those  of  Dr.  Henry  H.  Cooke,  Mr.  Albert  Gerald,  Mr. 
Geo.  Harris,  and  Mr.  Francis  Cranston.  The  "Cushing"  apartment 
house  in  Providence  was  also  his  work. 

Mr.  Hilton  was  greatly  interested  in  social  settlement  work  and  in  the 
problem  of  improvement  in  the  tenements  of  the  city  and  to  these  objects 
he  devoted  much  time  and  efforts. 

Under  "Chapter  Notes"  will  be  found  the  resolution  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  Howard  K.  Hilton  passed  by  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter. 

Newton  J.  Tharp,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Newton  J.  Tharp  was  born  at  Mount  Pleasant,  Iowa,  July  28,  1867. 
His  parents  moved  to  California  in  1874.  Mr.  Tharp  spent  four  years 
at  the  San  Francisco  School  of  Design  and  in  1896  went  to  Europe, 
studying  in  Paris  and  Italy.     He  was  married  in  Los  Angeles  in  1892. 

The  important  works  which  he  designed  are  as  follows:  The  Dewey 
Monument  in  Union  Square,  San  Francisco,  his  design  having  been 
accepted  in  open  competition;  the  Grant  Building,  the  Sloan  Building, 
the  Emergency  Hospital  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  the  Crocker  and  Walter 
mausoleums,  the  W.  F.  Whittier  house  and  the  group  of  buildings  for 
the  Martin  residence  at  Ross  Valley. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Tharp  was  city  architect  of  San  Francisco 
and  as  the  head  of  this  department  had  full  charge,  under  the  Board  of 
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Public  Works,  of  the  design  and  construction  of  all  municipal  buildings 
to  be  built  under  the  new  bond  issue,  amounting  in  estimated  cost 
to  nearly  $6,000,000.00.  Among  these  are  the  Hall  of  Justice,  the 
Infirmary,  and  the  group  of  hospital  buildings. 

Mr.  Tharp  was  an  active  member  of  the  Bohemian  Club.  In  1905 
he  wrote  ''The  Quest  of  the  Gorgon,"  a  tragedy  in  blank  verse,  which 
was  given  at  the  Club  Grove. 

He  died  in  New  York  City,  May  12,  1909.  He  is  survived  by  a 
widow  and  one  son,  Lawrence  H.  Tharp. 

(Extracts  from  Article  on  Newton  J.  Tharp,  City  Architect,  appearing  in  Architect 
and  Engineer  of  California.) 

*  *  *  Mr.  Tharp  had  been  sent  east  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  gather  data 
on  the  construction  of  hospitals,  with  the  idea  of  embodying  the  most  up-to-date 
features  in  his  plans  for  the  new  City  and  County  Hospital  in  San  Francisco, when  he 
was  stricken  with  the  fatal  malady  that  carried  him  off  almost  without  warning. 

In  the  death  of  Architect  Tharp  San  Francisco  loses  one  of  its  most  faithful  ser- 
vants— a  man  who  made  his  personal  comfort  and  health  second  to  his  duty  toward 
the  city.  The  position  of  City  Architect  was  given  him  soon  after  the  great  fire  of 
1906,  at  a  time  when  practically  every  municipal  building  was  in  ruins.  It  remained 
for  him  to  plan  the  noble  structures  that  since  have  risen  in  place  of  those  destroyed. 
It  was,  indeed,  a  stupendous  task— barely  commenced,  in  fact,  when  he  was  taken 
away.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Tharp  had  a  corps  of  more  than  sixty  draughts- 
men in  his  employ,  each  especially  fitted  for  the  particular  line  of  work  for  which  he 
was  engaged. 

*  *  *  During  his  youth  he  went  to  Chicago,  where  he  took  up  the  study  of  archi- 
tecture and  painting.  Later  he  went  to  Paris,  where  he  attended  the  Institute  of 
Beaux-Arts.  Having  traveled  in  Europe  for  two  years  he  returned  to  the  United 
States,  and  practiced  his  profession  as  an  architect  in  New  York  and  Chicago,  but 
decided  to  settle  in  San  Francisco  in  1889. 

The  deceased  architect  was  first  employed  by  the  late  Edward  R.  Swain  in  San 
Francisco,  and  on  the  death  of  the  latter,  who  had  been  representing  Page  Brown, 
the  architect  of  the  ferry  building,  Mr.  Tharp  carried  out  the  work  undertaken  by 
Mr.  Swain.  He  became  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Tharp  <fe  Holmes,  and  just 
before  the  fire  in  1906  Mr.  Tharp  was  associated  with  Architect  Albert  Farr. 

Mr.  Newton  J.  Tharp  was  elected  a  member  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  in  1902. 

Under  "Chapter  Notes"  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  San  Francisco

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CONSERVATION  CIRCULARS  ISSUED  BY  THE  FOREST 

SERVICE. 

The  inclosed  information  is  given  out  by  the  Forest  Service  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  law  to  the  following  effect: 

"  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  paid  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  preparation  or  publication  of  any  newspaper  or  maga- 
zine article,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  giving  out  to  all  persons  without  discrimi- 
nation, including  newspaper  and  magazine  vrriters  and  publishers,  of  any  facts  or 
official  information  of  value  to  the  public." 

The  circulars  received  by  the  Institute,  of  most  interest  to  archi- 
tects, are  given  below. 

Government  Transfers  Work  of  Forest  Products  Investigation. 

Washington. — Preparations  have  been  completed  for  the  transfer  of  all  the 
Government's  forest  products  work  to  Madison,  Wis.,  where  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
Products  Laboratory  will  be  located,  and  to  Chicago,  where  the  headquarters  of 
the  office  of  Wood  Utilization  will  be  established. 

The  new  Forest  Products  Laboratory  being  erected  at  Madison  by  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  which  will  co-operate  with  the  Government  in  its  forest  products 
work  and  which  is  to  cost  approximately  $50,000,  is  now  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion. The  laboratory  will  be  a  fireproof  building  of  brick,  trimmed  in  white  stone, 
and  is  located  near  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  with  exclusive 
tracks  and  other  railroad  facilities.  The  building  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy upon  January  1.  In  the  meanwhile  temporary  offices  will  be  located  at 
1610  Adams  Street,  Madison. 

On  October  1  the  Yale  Timber  Testing  Laboratory  was  discontinued  and  the 
Forest  Service  equipment  there  shipped  to  Madison.  The  laboratory  here  at 
Washington  was  discontinued  at  the  same  time.  The  Timber  Testing  Laboratory 
at  Purdue,  Ind.,  will  be  operated  until  the  middle  of  December,  when  it  will  be 
discontinued  and  its  equipment  shipped  to  Madison. 

The  offices  having  general  supervision  over  all  the  work  of  the  branch  of  products 
will  remain  temporarily  at  Washington.  The  work  of  the  laboratory  will  be  assigned 
to  five  offices,  as  follows: 

Wood  preservation,  which  will  study  all  problems  related  to  the  impregnation 
of  wood  with  preservatives  and  other  substances. 
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Wood  chemistry,  which  will  handle  all  work  bearing  on  the  chemical  utilization 
of  forest  products.  Wood  distillation,  paper  pulp  and  other  fibre  products,  chem- 
ical analyses  of  creosotes,  turpentines,  etc.,  are  the  principal  lines  handled  by 
this  office. 

Timber  tests,  which  will  have  charge  of  all  tests  to  determine  the  strength  and 
other  mechanical  properties  of  different  woods. 

Technology,  which  will  study  the  microscopic  structure  of  wood,  methods  of 
seasoning  and  drying  it,  and  other  problems  of  a  purely  technical  character. 

Maintenance,  which  will  have  charge  of  the  filing  and  computing.  It  will  also 
be  responsible  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  general  care  of  the  entire  laboratory. 

The  work  of  the  office  of  wood  utilization  at  Chicago  will  consist  of  studies  of 
the  wood-using  industries  of  various  States,  the  study  of  woods  in  manufacture 
and  of  the  methods  of  disposing  of  mill  waste,  the  collection  of  statistics  on  the 
price  of  lumber  at  the  mill  and  at  the  principal  distributing  markets  of  the  country, 
and  the  study  of  specifications  and  grading  rules.  The  office  will  also  secure  sta- 
tistics of  forest  products  of  importance  to  the  experimental  work  of  the  service 
and  the  study  of  the  movements  of  lumber  and  of  the  conditions  of  the  principal 
lumber  markets. 

Forest  is  Important  in  Life  of  Nation. 

"More  thorough  knowledge  of  actual  forest  conditions  has  brought  a  wide  reali- 
zation of  the  importance  of  the  forest  in  the  life  of  the  nation,"  says  Treadwell 
Cleveland,  Jr.,  in  speaking  of  the  progress  of  forestry  for  the  last  year  in  the  Year 
Book  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

"Enough  is  now  known  to  make  imperative  a  complete  change  in  the  methods 
of  forest  use,  and  the  ways  in  which  this  change  may  best  be  brought  about  are 
discussed  with  equal  interest  by  the  specialist  and  the  man  in  the  street. 

"National  welfare,  as  well  as  individual  comfort,  is  seen  to  be  dependent  upon 
forest  conservation.  To  this  better  knowledge  and  surer  insight  is  mainly  due 
the  progress  which  forestry  has  made  in  the  past  year. 

"Unprecedented  forest  fires  served  a  similar  purpose,  so  that  the  lesson  which 
they  taught,  in  spite  of  its  terrific  cost,  will  probably  pay  for  itself.  With  a  unani- 
mity never  before  paralleled  the  people  of  the  country  are  demanding  that  a  stop 
be  put  to  forest  waste  and  destruction. 

"The  more  striking  lines  of  advancement  in  forestry  in  1908  were  the  following: 

"  1 .  Through  appropriate  educational  channels,  public  interest  in  forest  problems 
was  secured  more  directly  and  effectively  than  over  before.  Especially  valuable 
was  the  work  begun  in  the  schools,  from  the  primary  grades  to  the  colleges.  The 
press  aided  materially  in  making  clear  the  need  and  purpose  of  forest  conservation. 

"2.  The  management  of  the  National  Forests  was  more  scientific,  and  at  the 
same  time  more  satisfactory  from  a  business  point  of  view  and  more  useful  to  the 
public,  than  ever  before. 
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"3.  The  States  displayed  a  keener  interest  and  a  livelier  activity  in  forest  matters, 
and  State  legislatures  either  passed  or  considered  bills  in  which  advanced  pro- 
visions were  made  for  forest  protection  from  fire  and  unjust  taxation  and  for  regu- 
lating the  use  of  private  forest  property  in  the  interest  of  the  public  welfare. 

"4.  A  partial  census  taken  among  private  forest  owners  furnished  proof  that 
the  practice  of  private  forestry  is  extending  more  rapidly  than  was  supposed,  partic- 
ularly among  those  who  in  their  businesses  are  themselves  users  of  forest  products." 

Search  for  most  Resistant  Pile  Timber  is  Made  in  West. 

"  What  wood  is  most  resistant  to  the  attacks  of  marine  borers?" 

This  is  a  question  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  all  owners  of  harbor  property. 
Timber  experts  in  some  parts  of  the  country  give  more  attention  to  the  solution 
of  the  question  than  others  in  many  cases,  and  just  now  it  seems  that  the  keenest 
search  for  the  most  resistant  pile  timber  is  going  on  in  the  extreme  west. 

The  claim  is  made  that  eucalyptus  piling  is  more  resistant  to  the  attack  of  marine 
borers  than  any  other  pile  timber  found  on  the  Pacific  coast,  also  that  certain 
eucalypts  are  more  resistant  than  others.  It  is  also  claimed  that  Lawson  c^vpress 
is  particularly  resistant  to  attack.  Furthermore,  some  prominent  engineers  assert 
that  many  creosote  treatments  now  practiced  are  not  effective  against  borers  and 
that  various  pile  casings  are  of  doubtful  value.  It  is  true  that  a  great  many  piles, 
both  treated  and  untreated  and  consisting  of  different  species,  have  been  driven, 
but  in  most  cases  records  of  durability  have  not  been  kept  and  in  no  cases  have  the 
different  species  and  methods  been  directly  compared  under  exactly  the  same 
conditions,  thus  making  the  results  of  little  value. 

With  a  view  to  furnishing  this  authoritative  information  the  Forest  Service 
has  planned  a  series  of  experiments  to  be  carried  out  at  San  Francisco  and  San 
Diego,  Cal.  It  is  the  intention  to  secure  several  piles  each  of  all  of  the  species  of 
timber  occurring  on  the  Pacific  coast  which  might  be  used  for  pile  purposes.  This 
will  include  different  species  of  eucalyptus,  Douglas  fir,  western  yellow  pine,  western 
red  cedar,  redwood,  and  Lawson  cypress  (Port  Orford  cedar).  In  addition  it  is 
the  intention  to  secure  Douglas  fir  piles  treated  with  various  preservatives  and 
protective  coverings.  In  the  experiments  only  eight-foot  sections  having  an  ave- 
rage diameter  of  ten  or  twelve  inches  will  be  employed,  inasmuch  as  the  cost  of 
handling  and  transporting  larger  piles  would  be  prohibitive. 

One-half  of  each  kind  of  timber  will  be  installed  at  San  Francisco  and  the  other 
half  at  San  Diego.  The  sections  will  be  fastened  to  concrete  caissons  if  available. 
If  not,  the  sections  will  be  fastened  to  creosoted  piles.  In  such  a  case  they  will  be 
so  fastened  that  a  space  of  a  few  inches  will  occur  between  the  creosoted  pile  and 
the  experimental  timber.  This  will  guard  against  any  influence  which  the  prox- 
imity of  the  creosoted  pile  might  have  on  durability.  They  will  be  so  placed  that 
the  upper  end  will  stand  about  a  foot  or  two  above  low-water  mark. 

The  ends  will  be  properly  protected  with  asphaltum,  copper,  or  some  other  suit- 
able substance  to  guard  against  the  longitudinal  attack  of  borers.     Each  section 
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will  be  properly  marked  with  a  copper  tag  for  identification.  In  addition  a  detailed 
map  will  be  drawn  showing  the  location  of  the  sections  after  they  are  placed  in 
position.  In  no  case  will  less  than  six  sections  of  one  species  be  included.  The 
experimental  material  will  be  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  and  reports  will  be 
prepared  covering  the  details  of  the  experiments. 

Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  securing  a  sufficient  amount  of  timber 
for  the  tests,  especially  the  different  species  of  eucalyptus.  Any  owners  of  eucalyp- 
tus timber  who  are  willing  to  furnish  a  small  amount  for  this  purpose  should  com- 
municate with  the  Forest  Service,  San  Francisco.  Already  several  manufacturers 
of  pile  casings  have  signified  their  desire  to  have  piles  treated  by  their  various 
methods.     It  is  hoped  that  all  such  treatments  will  be  well  represented. 

Timber  Decay  Costs  Millions. 

Millions  of  feet  of  timber  and  finished  lumber  rot  every  year  in  railroad  ties, 
bridges,  trestles,  piles,  farm  buildings,  fences,  poles,  and  mine  props.  The  lumber- 
consuming  public  of  the  United  States  pays  perhaps  thirty  to  forty  million  dollars 
a  year  to  make  good  the  losses  from  wood  decay. 

These  great  draims  are  a  source  of  more  and  more  concern  each  year.  Chemists 
and  engineers  who  have  to  do  with  the  uses  of  wood  are  working  unceasingly  on  the 
problem.  The  U.  S.  Forest  Service  has  men  who  devote  their  whole  time  to  it. 
The  importance  of  the  problem  cannot  be  overestimated.  Millions  of  dollars 
are  annually  saved  by  preservative  treatment  of  timbers,  but  much  yet  remains 
to  be  learned. 

Wood  decay  is  caused  by  fungus,  a  vegetable  growth  sometimes  so  small  that 
it  can  be  seen  only  with  the  microscope.  Its  roots  or  branches,  like  minute  hairs, 
force  their  way  into  the  wood  tissues  and  absorb  or  eat  away  the  solid  parts.  The 
collapse  which  results  is  called  decay.  Timber  is  artificially  preserved  by  forcing 
into  its  cells  and  pores  certain  substances  which  prevent  the  growth  of  fungi.  As 
long  as  this  substance  is  present  in  sufficient  quantity,  the  germs  of  decay — the 
threads  and  spores  of  fungus — cannot  enter,  and  the  wood  is  preserved:  This 
often  means  doubling  and  sometimes  trebling  the  life  of  the  timber. 

The  United  States  Government  considers  the  investigations  of  the  preservative 
treatment  of  timber  of  such  importance  that  the  business  of  one  office  of  the  United 
States  Forest  Service,  that  of  Wood  Preservation,  with  new  headquarters  at  Madison, 
Wis.,  is  given  over  entirely  to  the  work  of  experiments  in  co-operation  with  railroad 
companies  and  other  corporations  and  individuals  in  prolonging  the  life  of  railroad 
ties,  mine  props,  bridge  timbers,  fence  posts  and  transmission  poles. 

The  lengthening  of  the  life  of  timber  means  the  saving  of  thousands  of  dollars 
annually  through  doing  away  with  the  heavy  expense  of  labor  and  cost  of  material 
for  renewals. 
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Good  Forest  Work  on  Vanderbilt  Estate 

In  point  of  variety  and  scope  the  forest  work  done  on  the  Biltmore  estate,  in 
North  Carolina,  is  remarkable.  The  forests,  which  cover  130,000  acres,  are  made 
profitable  by  the  production  of  various  forms  of  material. 

Four  million  feet  of  lumber,  5,000  cords  of  tannic-acid  wood  and  fuel,  a  thousand 
cords  of  tan  bark,  and  several  hundred  cords  of  pulp  wood  are  cut  every  year. 
At  the  same  time  the  forest  through  wise  management  is  bettered  and  is  steadily 
increasing  in  value.  Workmen  employed  along  the  boundaries  of  the  forest  do 
duty  as  fire  guards.  Thus  fire  protection  is  secured  at  least  throughout  all  the 
accessible  parts  of  the  tract. 

In  connection  with  all  lumbering  operations  permanent  logging  roads  are  built. 
These  minimize  the  present  cost  of  transportation,  and  will  greatly  reduce  the  cost 
of  marketing  future  crops.  Thus  the  extension  of  the  roads  is  steadily  adding 
to  the  investment  value  of  the  forest.  Moreover,  they  serve  also  as  a  network  of 
fire  lines.     Forest  planting  is  practiced  where  fire  will  not  threaten  its  success. 

The  experimental  work  in  silviculture  which  is  done  at  Biltmore  is  certain  to 
make  important  additions  to  the  science  and  practice  of  forestry. 

The  following  account  of  the  great  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  in  growing  trees  for  railroad  ties  has  been  published  recently 
by  the  American  Civic  Association: 

More  than  a  million  trees  have  been  planted  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany this  season,  making  a  total  of  3,400,000  trees  planted  by  this  corporation 
in  the  last  three  years  to  provide  for  the  future  demand  for  timber  and  cross  ties. 
This  work  constitutes  the  most  extensive  forestry  plan  undertaken  by  a  private 
corporation  in  line  with  the  American  Civic  Association's  campaign  for  the  con- 
servation of  the  timber  supply. 

By  way  of  experiment,  the  company's  first  forestry  operations  were  confined 
to  wood  lots  and  farm  lands  between  Philadelphia  and  Altoona.  These  tracts 
were  planted  mainly  in  locust  trees.  In  its  work  in  the  present  season,  65,000  trees 
were  set  out  near  Metuchen  and  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey. 

Of  all  the  trees  planted  this  year,  983,000  were  red  oak,  and  14,000  pin  oak. 
There  were  planted  40,000  Scotch  pine,  29,000  locust,  14,000  hardy  catalpa,  5,000 
European  larch,  3,000  chestnut,  3,000  yellow  poplar,  2,000  black  walnut  and  1,000 
white  pine. 

To  facilitate  its  forestry  work,  the  Pennsylvania  Company  established  a  forest 
tree  nursery  near  Morrisville,  Pa.,  last  year.  This  place  was  selected  because  of 
the  favorable  soil  conditions  and  its  accessibility.  It  consists  of  thirteen  acres 
of  a  seventy -acre  farm,  all  of  which  is  suitable  for  the  extension  of  the  nursery. 
As  the  soil  had  been  worked  out,  it  was  necessary  to  develop  the  fertility. 
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During  the  present  season,  the  Morrisville  nursery  supplied  1,250,000  trees  and 
plants.  As  soon  as  the  trees  had  been  removed,  the  area  was  ploughed,  fertilized 
and  replanted  with  acorns.  Half  a  million  coniferous  seedlings,  which  were  grown 
in  1908,  were  transplanted  and  will  be  ready  to  be  set  out  permanently  next  season. 
From  the  100  pounds  of  pine  and  spruce  seeds,  it  is  expected  to  produce  a  million 
new  plants. 

It  is  the  idea  of  the  officers  of  the  railroad  company  that,  in  the  event  no  substi- 
tute for  the  wood  cross  tie  shall  be  found  in  the  next  quarter  century,  the  corpora- 
tion will  have  available  an  enormous  supply  of  timber. 

As  a  means  of  economizing  in  the  consumption  of  lumber,  the  company  has 
decided  to  treat  cross  ties  with  creosote  for  the  purpose  of  prolonging  the  life  of 
the  wood.  This  plan  was  prompted  by  the  increasing  scarcity  of  timber  and  a 
thorough  inquiry  into  the  conditions  of  the  timber  supply  of  the  country. 

A  creosoting  plant  has  been  established  in  Mount  Union,  Pa.,  and  this  is  equipped 
to  treat  500,000  ties  a  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  creosoting  will  increase  the 
life  of  cross  ties  two  and  three  fold.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's  demands 
are  3,500,000  to  4,000,000  ties  yearly  for  renewals  and  new  work.  To  supply 
these  and  other  lumber  needed,  the  timber  is  stripped  from  50,000  acres  yearly. 
By  preserving  the  timber,  it  is  hoped  to  reduce  the  cutting  to  25,000  acres  yearly. 
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CHAPTER  NOTES. 
Boston  Chapter. 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Boston  Chapter  in  October, 
following  a  dinner,  Professor  H.  Langford  Warren  delivered  an  address 
on  "Recent  College  Architecture,"  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  of  many 
of  the  more  notable  recent  educational  buildings  throughout  the  country. 
President  Richard  C.  Maclaurin  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy was  present  and  spoke  upon  one  aspect  of  the  subject.  Mr.  Otto 
Faelton,  the  recently  returned  Rotch  Scholar,  presented  his  final  report. 

At  this  meeting  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  regarding  the 
death  of  one  of  its  members,  Mr.  Bertrand  Eugene  Taylor,  and  of  Mr. 
Charles  Follen  McKim: 

Resolved,  By  the  death  of  Bertrand  Eugene  Taylor  this  Society  has  lost  a  member 
distinguished  by  his  earnest  devotion  to  his  high  ideals,  his  ceaseless  activity  along 
the  lines  to  which  he  had  given  special  study,  and  his  constant  interest  in  all  that 
made  for  the  good  of  his  chosen  profession.  We  extend  to  his  sorrowing  family 
the  sympathy  and  appreciation  of  this  Society,  and  with  his  business  associates 
we  unite  in  an  acknowledgment  of  the  loss  which  his  death  has  made  in  our  ranks. 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  recognizes  in  the  death  of  Charles 
Follen  McKim  a  public  and  personal  loss  of  the  greatest  magnitude.  The  scholarly 
dignity  of  his  work,  his  deep  devotion  to  art,  his  ceaseless  and  successful  efforts 
toward  the  development  of  architectural  education,  place  his  name  forever  among 
those  of  the  great  architects  of  all  time. 

On  November  11,  1909,  the  Boston  Chapter  is  to  hold  a  meeting  in 
commemoration  of  Mr.  Charles  F.  McKim,  when  a  number  of  repre- 
sentative men  will  deliver  addresses  and  it  is  also  expected  to  be  able 
to  show  some  of  the  more  important  examples  of  Mr.  McKim's  work. 

Under  obituaries  will  be  found  a  brief  account  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
Bertrand  Eugene  Taylor,  also  of  Mr.  Charles  Follen  McKim. 
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Rhode  Island  Chapter. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter,  held  September 
20,  1909,  the  officers  for  the  past  year  were  reelected  to  serve  for  the 
ensuing  year,  being:

At  this  meeting  the  project  to  establish  industrial  training  in  the 
public  schools  was  endorsed  by  the  Chapter.  Mr.  E.  B.  Homer,  Chair- 
man, presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Industrial  Education, 
from  which  the  following  is  taken: 

"There  is  a  great  lack  of  skilled  craftsmen  in  all  the  building  trades.  The  old 
apprenticeship  system  has  broken  down,  partly  because  of  the  hostility  of  the 
labor  unions,  partly  because  of  the  length  of  time  boys  are  kept  in  school,  which 
leads  them  to  demand  wages  at  the  outset,  as  both  boys  and  parents  object  to 
a  long  apprenticeship  at  what  seems  to  them  unremunerative,  and  partly  because 
of  the  tendency  which,  in  our  present  education,  forces  boys  of  all  endowments 
toward  intellectual  instead  of  handicraft  pursuits. 

"These  phenomena  taken  together  indicate  a  serious  state  of  things,  a  state  for 
which  there  is  no  remedy,  in  our  opinion,  except  in  some  form  of  craft  training 
in  the  schools.  This  remedy  is  pointed  out  very  plainly,  it  seems  to  us,  by  the 
conditions  themselves. 

"We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  craft  training  should  be  what  is  called  'voca- 
tional'— that  is,  it  should  be  training  in  the  handling  of  tools,  preparing  boys  to 
do  actual  work  at  some  trade.  The  work  should  begin  when  the  boy  is  nine  or 
ten  years  old,  so  that  his  hand  may  be  trained  while  his  muscles  are  plastic.  At 
fifteen  or  sixteen  he  may  graduate  into  a  trade  and  keep  up  his  theoretical  study, 
if  he  will,  in  an  evening  school,  or  he  may  go  on  to  the  theoretical  work  of  high 
school  and  then  to  the  college  or  to  the  technical  school  of  the  highest  class. 

"It  must  be  remembered  here  that  we  do  not  decry  theory  in  its  place.  But 
the  crying  need  of  the  hour  in  the  building  trades  is  not  theory,  but  practice;  not 
heads  to  plan,  but  hands  to  execute; not  more  boys  who  can  draw,  but  more  who 
can  plane  a  board  or  make  a  joint,  can  lay  brick  or  put  on  plaster. 
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"We  cannot,  therefore,  too  strongly  insist  that  the  training  we  advocate  is  pri- 
marily and  principally  a  training  of  the  hand  and  of  the  eye.  It  is  a  mechanical 
training,  a  training  in  the  actual  doing  of  good  work.  We  need  the  work  itself, 
not  a  knowledge  of  how  some  one  else  ought  to  do  it.  We  need  not  theory,  but 
practice,  and  the  need  is  a  sore  one." 

President  Sawtelle  in  his  annual  address  urged  the  Chapter  to  keep 
up  its  fight  to  secure  needed  civic  improvements.     He  said  in  part: 

"We  have  shown  on  several  occasions  what  would  be  advantageous  to  civic 
life  in  the  line  of  convenience  and  beauty.  We  have  made  plans  for  remodelling 
and  laying  out  the  grounds  north  of  the  railroad  station.  We  have  remodelled 
Exchange  Place.  We  have  built  comfort  stations,  easy  grade  streets  and  tunnels. 
We  have  built  model  villages.  I  hope  we  shall  keep  hammering  away  at  these 
and  other  civic  improvements  whenever  there  is  opportunity,  for  I  think  the  public 
is  gradually  beginning  to  realize  that  we  are  not  taking  a  stand  in  these  matters 
for  reasons  of  self-interest. 

"  We  now  have  a  revised  building  law.  When  the  City  Council  proposed  revising 
the  previous  law,  the  Chapter  was  invited  to  assist  in  that  revision.  We  were 
represented  by  an  excellent  committee.  These  men  had  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  at  heart.  If  their  suggestions  and  recommendations  had  been  followed  to 
a  far  greater  degree  than  they  were,  we  should  now  have  a  far  better, wiser  and 
more  up-to-date  law. 

"We  are  to  raise  to  a  higher  plane  the  standard  of  our  profession.  Our  object 
is  to  promote  the  artistic,  scientific  and  practical  efficiency  of  the  profession.  That 
has  a  meaning  very  broad  and  comprehensive." 

It  was  decided  to  discuss  at  a  meeting  in  the  near  future  the  limita- 
tion of  the  height  of  buildings,  especially  with  reference  to  the  effect 
which  the  "skyscraper"  might  have  upon  the  health  and  appearance 
of  a  city. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Chapter  after  a  discussion  on  the 
improvement  of  the  Civic  Centre,  the  Chapter  Committee  on  Civic 
Improvements  composed  of  Franklin  R.  Hindle,  E.  B.  Homer,  Henry 
A.  Barker  and  Norman  M.  Isham,  were  continued  and  the  name  of 
Huger  Elliott  was  added  to  the  Committee,  to  represent  the  Chapter  in 
conference  with  committees  from  other  organizations  interested  in  this 
project. 

This  meeting  was  preceded  by  a  dinner  and  Mr.  Scott,  a  member  of 
the  State  House  Commission,  was  present  as  a  guest  of  the  Chapter. 
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During  the  discussion  following  the  dinner,  in  reply  to  a  question,  Mr. 
Scott  said  that  the  discussion  was  unexpected,  but  stated  that  the 
State  House  Commissioners  some  time  ago  held  conferences  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Providence  Park  Commission  and  the  Public  Park  Associa- 
tion with  reference  to  having  a  comprehensive  plan  prepared  in  such  a 
way  that  it  could  easily  be  understood  by  citizens  in  general  and  by 
everyone  concerned.  The  Commissioners  had  voted  to  co-operate  in 
every  possible  way  to  bring  about  a  comprehensive  and  artistic  develop- 
ment, and  in  order  that  there  might  be  no  ill-considered  work  started,  he 
said  he  understood  that  the  Public  Park  Association  and  the  Park  Com- 
mission were  to  join  with  the  State  House  Commission  in  preparing  a 
plaster  model  of  all  the  territory  included,  somewhat  after  the  plans 
prepared  by  the  late  Stanford  White,  the  architect.  An  enlarged 
drawing  of  these  plans,  by  Mr.  White,  now  hangs  in  the  State  House. 

Mr.  Scott  expressed  the  hope  that  the  architects  of  this  city  would 
co-operate  in  the  preparation  of  proper  plans,  which  should  be  accepted 
as  authoritative,  in  order  that  whatever  work  should  be  done  might  be 
performed  along  correct  lines  and  leave  nothing  to  be  undone  later. 
The  vote  to  continue  the  special  committee  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
other  organizations  was  then  passed. 

Mr.  Scott,  in  his  lecture  on  London,  exhibited  some  fine  views  which 
he  collected  during  his  trips  to  England.  He  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks 
at  the  close  of  his  address.

Thomas  Cressey. 

The  following  historical  sketch  is  taken  from  the  catalogue  of  the 
second  architectural  exhibition  of  the  New  Jersey  Chapter. 

The  history  of  architectural  societies  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  dates  from  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  when  the  first  society  of  this  kind  was  organ- 
ized, known  as  the  "New  Jersey  Society  of  Architects."  Appreciating  the  con- 
dition into  which  architectural  practice  had  fallen,  a  number  of  architects  in  Hudson 
and  Essex  counties,  after  many  consultations,  determined  to  organize  a  society, 
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having  for  its  object  the  advancement  of  architecture.  Their  ambition  was  to 
improve  the  then  existing  condition  of  affairs,  and  they  were  zealous  and  enthusi- 
astic in  advancing  the  enterprise  then  begun. 

The  first  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  Taylor's  Hotel,  Jersey  City,  in 
November,  1896.  Its  charter  members  were  Lewis  H.  Broome,  George  W.  Von 
Arx,  Albert  Beyer,  William  H.  Louche,  Robert  C.  Dixon,  Jr.,  Thomas  Cressey, 
Benjamin  F.  Hurd,  George  H.  Poole,  Frederick  S.  Sutton,  Paul  Botticher,  Charles 
P.  Baldwin  and  H.  Edward  Reeves,  making  a  total  membership  of  twelve.  Mr. 
Albert  Beyer  was  elected  first  President,  and  Mr.  George  W.  Von  Arx  the  first 
Secretary.  From  the  years  1896  to  1901  the  New  Jersey  Society  had  but  three 
presidents,  namely,  Albert  Beyer,  Lewis  H.  Broome,  and  Paul  Botticher.  Mr. 
George  W.  Von  Arx  continued  as  Secretary  during  the  entire  period  above  mentioned. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  charter  from  the  Institute,  application  for  member- 
ship in  that  body  was  regularly  made  by  Charles  P.  Baldwin,  Herman  Kreitler, 
Thomas  Cressey,  John  H.  Ely,  Wilson  C.  Ely,  Robert  C.  Dixon,  Jr.,  George  W. 
Von  Arx,  Albert  Beyer  and  Hugh  Roberts.  These  Institute  members  met  in 
October,  1900,  effecting  a  temporary  organization,  and  took  the  necessary  steps 
toward  the  framing  of  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  Constitution  was  ratified 
by  the  temporary  organization  in  November  of  the  same  year.  This  Constitution 
having  been  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
a  charter  was  duly  granted  by  that  body,  entitling  these  members  to  effect  a  perma- 
nent organization,  known  as  "The  New  Jersey  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects,"  including  in  its  territory  the  entire  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Upon  November  16,  1900,  the  permanent  organization  was  effected,  Mr.  Thomas 
Cressey  being  elected  President;  Mr.  Charles  P.  Baldwin,  First  Vice-President; 
Mr.  Albert  Beyer,  Second  Vice-President;  Mr.  Hugh  Roberts,  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Herman  Kreitler,  Treasurer. 

The  growth  since  1900  of  the  New  Jersey  Chapter  has  been  gradual.  Starting 
with  the  original  membership  of  nine  in  1900,  thirteen  members  were  added  in  1901, 
seven  in  1902,  ten  in  1903,  six  in  1904,  two  in  1905,  one  in  1906,  eleven  in  1907, 
and  one  in  1908,  making  a  total  membership  of  sixty-one. 

Immediately  upon  its  organization  a  committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  advancing  the  cause  of  architects'  registration,  by  the  enactment  of  a  State  law 
requiring  every  person  practicing  architecture  in  the  State  to  hold  a  certificate 
entitling  him  so  to  do. 

In  1902,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Chapter,  the  New  Jersey  Registration  Act 
was  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  approved  by  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Franklin  Murphy. 

During  the  nine  years  of  its  existence,  the  Chapter  has  stood  for  highest  and 
best  standards  of  practice.  It  has  given  during  each  year  of  its  existence  many 
public  lectures  by  well  known  architects  or  heads  of  architectural  schools.  It 
has  held  several  student  competitions,  and  it  has  conducted  two  public  exhibitions 
in  the  Newark  Free  Public  Library.     Many  of  its  own  members  have  prepared 
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papers  which  have  been  read  at  various  meetings.  It  has  for  many  months  been 
engaged  in  the  problem  of  municipal  improvement  and  beautification,  and  the 
initial  result  of  its  labors  in  this  direction  has  been  the  picture  showing  an  improved 
Newark,  which  picture  is  now  hung  in  the  present  exhibition.  The  Chapter's 
Committee  upon  Municipal  Improvement  is  already  engaged  in  studying  the  problem 
of  municipal  improvement  in  connection  with  the  city  of  Jersey  City. 

The  Chapter  has  regularly  sent  its  delegates  to  the  annual  conventions  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  and  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  details  of  the 
parent  Society.  It  has  co-operated  with  the  Institute  in  many  directions  where 
it  was  necessary  to  obtain  proper  results  in  connection  with  the  architecture  of 
government  buildings. 

Each  year  since  its  organization  nine  regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  held, 
and  meetings  have  been  for  the  most  part  well  attended. 

The  Chapter's  Board  of  Directors  has  also  held  monthly  meetings,  and  after  each 
Chapter  meeting  an  informal  dinner  is  always  held.  These  dinners  have  done  much 
toward  making  the  Chapter  what  it  is  to-day,  by  promoting  that  good  fellowship 
and  mutual  understanding  one  of  another  so  necessary  for  harmonious  work. 

The  Chapter  welcomes  to  its  membership  all  practitioners  who  stand  for  the 
honorable  practice  of  architecture,  and  invites  all  such  to  join  hands  with  us  in 
making  our  work  most  efficient.

The  Philadelphia  Chapter,  desiring  to  maintain  among  its  members 
not  only  the  greatest  efficiency,  but  the  highest  standard  of  professional 
conduct,  has  adopted  the  following  Code  of  Ethics  and  hereby  declares 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chapter,  it  is  unprofessional: 
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CODE   OF   ETHICS. 

a.  Falsely  or  maliciously  to  injure,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  fair  reputation, 
prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 

b.  To  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been  taken 
toward  his  employment. 

c.  To  accept  commissions  of  value  in  any  form  from  contractors  or  any  person 
other  than  the  client. 

d.  To  become  a  party  to  a  building  agreement  as  contractor. 

e.  Knowingly  to  enter  any  limited  competition,  except  as  an  original  invited 
competitor,  or  to  enter  a  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Competition  Code  adopted  by  the  Chapter. 

/.  To  accept  any  commissions  as  architect  of  any  buildings  or  work  after  having 
acted  in  the  capacity  of  consulting  architect  upon  such  works,  or  of  professional 
advisor  in  a  competition.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  acting  in  such  advisory 
position  is  an  absolute  bar  to  all  eligibility  for  other  executive  commissions  upon 
the  work  in  question. 

g.  To  solicit  business  by  offering  drawings  or  other  services  without  pecuniary 
compensation. 

h.  To  compete  in  amount  of  commission  or  to  offer  to  perform  service  for  a  lower 
compensation  than  the  established  rate  in  order  to  secure  work.  The  Schedule 
of  charges  adopted  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  represents  minimum 
rates  for  full,  faithful  and  competent  service. 

i.  Unprofessional  conduct  shall  be  considered  as  "  injurious  to  the  interests  of 
the  Chapter."

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Article  IX. 

ON   MATTERS   ADJUDGED   UNPROFESSIONAL. 

It  is  unprofessional  for  an  architect — 

1.  To  engage  in  any  of  the  building  trades  or  to  form  any  trade  partnership  or 
agreement  with  any  person  or  firm  engaged  therein. 

2.  To  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  bond  or  otherwise. 

3.  To  accept  a  commission  or  any  substantial  service  or  favor  from  a  contractor, 
or  anyone  connected  with  the  building  trades. 

4.  To  advertise  in  any  form. 

5.  To  enter  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with  principles 
approved  by  the  Institute,  especially  if  such  terms  have  been  specifically  condemned 
by  the  Institute,  or  a  local  Chapter  thereof. 

6.  To  attempt  in  any  way  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor  to  secure 
work  for  which  a  competition  has  been  instituted. 

7.  To  attempt  to  influence  the  award  of  a  competition. 

8.  To  injure  intentionally  the  fair  reputation,  prospects  or  business  of  another 
architect. 

9.  To  criticise  anonymously  in  the  public  prints,  except  editorially,  the  pro- 
fessional conduct  or  work  of  a  fellow  architect. 

10.  To  undertake  a  commission  while  the  just  claim  of  another  architect  who 
has  previously  undertaken  it  remains  unsatisfied. 

11.  To  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been 
taken  toward  his  employment. 

12.  To  offer  or  perform  services  at  rates  lower  than  those  approved  as  minimum 
by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  an  attempt  to  supplant  or  underbid 
another  architect. 

13.  To  act  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a  gentleman  and  detrimental  to  the  profession.

Relating  to  the_  Building  Code  formulated  by  the  Committee  on  Legislation, 
Mr.  William  B.  Stratton  explained  the  present  conditions  in  the  department  of  the 
Building  Commission  of  Detroit,  and  the  work  required  for  the  full  completion 
of  the  Code  for  presentation  to  the  City  Council,  and  which  is  necessary  to  the 
enactment  of  the  same  into  a  legal  ordinance. 
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The  importance  of  the  early  completion  of  the  Code  was  forcibly  shown  and  the 
President  was  requested  to  arrange  a  conference  between  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation and  the  Building  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  this  end. 

The  Committee  on  Library  referred  to  their  former  report  submitted  to  the 
Chapter  at  the  April  meeting,  and  stated  that  negotiations  would  be  continued 
with  the  Library  Commission  of  Detroit,  with  the  view  to  the  establishment  of  a 
technical  library,  and  that  a  plan  would  be  formulated  and  presented  that  it  is 
hoped  would,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Chapter,  result  in  the  starting,  even  if  only 
in  a  small  way,  of  this  very  much  to  be  desired  educational  feature  of  a  public 
library  system. 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  on  the  plans  under  consideration,  and 
stated  that  when  the  same  were  perfected  a  complete  report  would  be  submitted. 

The  Committee  on  Lectures  announced  that  papers  of  technical  interest  would  be 
prepared  for  the  fall  and  winter  meetings  of  the  Chapter. 

The  Secretary,  acting  as  the  representative  of  the  Michigan  Chapter  on  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  for  Institute  Officers,  submitted  the  correspondence  relative 
thereto,  together  with  a  list  of  the  nominations  that  had  been  made  up  to  the 
present  time. 

Replying  to  a  communication  from  the  Institute  relating  to  subscription  from 
the  Chapters  toward  the  expenses  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Institute,  the 
Treasurer  was,  on  motion,  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  delegate  from  this  Chapter,  and  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Institute. 

A  communication  from  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  urging  the  importance 
of  affiliation  of  this  Chapter  with  the  Federation,  was  referred  to  the  Secretary 
with  instructions  to  ascertain  the  conditions  requisite  to  affiliation,  and  to  report 
at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

A  communication  from  the  Detroit  Architectural  Club,  suggesting  the  leasing 
of  joint  quarters  by  the  Club  and  the  Chapter,  was,  owing  to  developments  subsequent 
to  the  receipt  of  the  letter,  ordered  on  file  for  future  consideration. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Glenn  Brown's  letter  requesting  that  delegates  be  appointed  to  the  A.  I.  A.  Con- 
vention was  read  and  on  motions  and  various  counter  motions  it  was  finally  carried 
that  the  President,  Mr.  Roeschlaub,  be  declared  delegate  and  representative  to  the 
Convention  and  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  be  set  aside  from 
the  Treasury  for  this  purpose. 

Considerable  discussion  and  motions  were  made  that  the  annual  dues  of  the 
Chapter  members  be  raised  to  $10  for  Denver  members,  and  $5  for  outside  mem- 
bers; this  resulted,  however,  in  the  matter  being  referred  to  the  Executive  Board. 

The  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  monthly  bulletins  be  issued  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  meetings,  that  the  same  be  duly  printed  and  copies  distributed  to  every 
member,  not  only  of  the  Chapter,  but  of  the  profession  in  the  State. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Willison,  duly  seconded,  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  Messrs. 
Roeschlaub,  Willison  and  H.  W.  Baerreson  a  committee  to  interview  the  Governor, 
John  F.  Shafroth,  and  find  out  why  the  Examining  Board  for  the  Licensing  of 
Architects  has  not  yet  been  appointed.

After  considerable  discussion  pro.  and  con.  thereon,  the  motion 
prevailed  and  was  duly  carried. 

The  question  of  advancing  schedule  of  professional  charges  from  5  to  6  per  cent, 
commission  as  suggested  by  the  Institute,  was  referred  to  a  committee  headed  by 
H.  H.  Hewitt,  he  having  power  to  name  two  other  members  on  this  Committee. 

Mr.  Rice  raised  the  question  as  to  the  advisability  of  looking  up  and  retaining 
a  competent  and  informed  lawyer  to  prosecute  and  handle  cases  of  controversy 
which  ofttimes  reach  court  and  which  occasionally  arise  between  client  and  archi- 
tect. From  a  late  adverse  experience  Mr.  Rice  deemed  this  a  very  essential  and 
necessary  precaution.  The  matter  was  given  out  as  a  suggestion,  but  no  action 
was  taken,  however. 

The  annual  reports  of  officers  being  then  in  order,  the  President  called  for  the 
Treasurer's  statement  which  showed  a  balance  on  hand  of  $94.19.  The  Secretary's 
report  followed,  confirming  this  statement.  The  President  made  his  annual  address 
in  happy  vein,  characteristic  in  its  brevity. 

The  election  of  officers  then  followed,  which  resulted  as  given  above. 

There  being  no  other  matters  of  business  the  meeting  adjourned  at  11.30  P.  M.

The  acquirement  of  a  civic  center  for  the  city  of  San  Francisco  was 
endorsed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Chapter.  Committees  have  been 
appointed  by  the  Chapter  to  look  into  the  effect  of  the  Burnett  law  upon 
apartment  houses,  also  to  report  on  tenement  house  legislation.  An 
amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Institute,  to  the  effect  that  smaller 
Chapters  be  given  better  representation  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  Chapter  and  will  be  voted  upon  by  the  Forty-

Code  of  Ethics  for  the  Professional  Conduct  of  Members. 

It  is  unprofessional: 

1.  To  falsify  or  maliciously  injure,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  fair  reputation, 
prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 
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2.  To  attempt,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite 
steps  have  been  taken  toward  his  employment. 

3.  To  accept  commissions  or  values  in  any  form  from  contractors  or  any  person 
other  than  the  client. 

4.  To  become  a  party  to  a  building  agreement  as  contractor  or  in  any  form  except 
as  owner. 

5.  A  member  having  any  ownership  in  any  building  material,  device  or  invention, 
proposed  to  be  used  on  work  for  which  he  is  the  architect,  shall  inform  his  employer 
of  the  fact  of  such  ownership. 

6.  No  member  shall  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  personal  bond  or 
other  financial  consideration. 

7.  In  the  matter  of  competitions,  the  members  should  be  governed  by  the  principles 
adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
for  "Conduct  of  Competitions."

Minutes  of  the  Twentyt-First  Regular  Meeting. 

The  twenty-first  regular  meeting  of  members  was  held  on  September  14,   1909. 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan's  nomination  for  fellowship  in  the  Institute 
was  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Chapter. 

Los  Angeles  building  ordinances  were  discussed.  The  sense  of  the  meeting 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Legislation  for  action  with  instruc- 
tions for  them  to  confer  with  the  Los  Angeles  City  Attorney  and  City  Council  on 
behalf  of  the  furtherance  of  satisfactory  legislation  covering  building  ordinances 
in  general,  and  in  particular  on  the  issuance  of  building  permits  on  plans  prepared 
by  certificated  architects.

The  meeting  was  again  called  to  order  at  8.30  P.  M.,  when  the  Auditing  Committee 
reported  that  all  accounts  were  correct. 

The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  was  the  business  next  in  order,  which 
resulted  as  given  above. 

Communications  were  next  read  as  follows:  From  the  Architectural  League 
of  the  Pacific  coast  in  answer  to  this  Chapter's  communication  with  reference  to 
certain  matters  in  connection  with  the  first  convention  of  the  league  to  be  held  at 
San  Francisco;  from  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  requesting  this  Chapter's 
co-operation,  and  inviting  it  to  become  one  of  its  members.  Upon  motion  made 
by  Mr.  John  C.  Austin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Julius  W.  Krause  and  duly  carried,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  to  these  communications  requesting  further 
information;  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects, requesting  a  reply  as  to  this  Chapter's  intention  regarding  the  usual  contri- 
butions for  delegates  from  the  Chapter  to  the  next  Institute  Convention.  Upon 
motion  made  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  seconded  by  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  and 
duly  carried,  it  was  decided  to  allow  the  usual  contributions  for  the  delegates  who 
would  represent  this  Chapter  at  the  Forty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects.

Francis,  Principal  of  the  Los  Angeles  Polytechnic  High  School,  requesting  him  to 
loan  him  some  model  plans  of  various  buildings  to  be  used  in  the  pursuit  of  the 
studies  of  the  pupils  of  the  Architectural  Department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Polytechnic 
High  School.  Mr.  Myron  Hunt  also  announced  the  receipt  of  a  similar  letter. 
After  discussions  bearing  on  these  announcements,  and  general  methods  in  archi- 
tectural education,  Mr.  John  C.  Austin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Myron  Hunt,  moved  that 
the  Chapter  invite  Mr.  John  H.  Francis,  Principal  of  the  Los  Angeles  Polytechnic 
High  School,  to  the  next  regular  Chapter  meeting,  at  which  meeting  a  special  dis- 
cussion of  matters  concerning  architectural  education  would  be  called  for.  After 
considerable  discussion  this  motion  was  put  before  the  Chapter  and  duly  carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  10.00  P.  M.

Missions: 

Resolutions  on  the  Conservation  of  Missions. 

Whereas,  the  buildings  of  the  Franciscan  Missions  of  California  are  among  the 
most  remarkable  of  the  architectural  remains  of  the  colonial  period  of  the  United 
States;  and 

Whereas,  well  directed  efforts  are  being  made  for  the  arousing  of  public  interest 
to  the  end  that  these  architectural  and  historical  treasures  may  be  preserved 
from  further  vandalism  and  destruction;  it  is  hereby 

Resolved,  by  the  Southern  California  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects, that  it  most  heartily  sympathizes  with  this  project  and  that  it  will  give  such 
aid  and  encouragement  to  the  same  as  may  lie  within  its  powers. 

Resolved,  that  this  Chapter  respectfully  bespeaks  from  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  its  official  commendation  of  this  work,  which  seeks  to  conserve  these 
examples  of  buildings,  erected  of  native  materials,  largely  by  unskilled  labor,  under 
conditions  of  almost  complete  isolation  from  civilization,  yet  still  possessed  of  an 
architectural  character  which  commands  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  ablest 
critics  amongst  the  architects  of  to-day.

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THE  CODE  OF  ETHICS  OF  THE  ALBERTA  ASSOCIATION  OF 

ARCHITECTS. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects  is  in  receipt  of  the  first  year 
book  of  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects,  which  has  been  organized 
for  about  three  years,  with  headquarters  at  Edmonton,  Province  of 
Alberta,  Canada.  The  following  "  Professional  Duties  of  the  Architect 
toward  Himself,  his  Fellow  Members,  his  Clients,  his  Contractors," 
which  has  been  adopted  as  a  code  of  practice  by  the  Association,  is  given 
below  as  being  of  interest  to  the  profession  in  this  country: 

1.  An  architect  is  both  an  artist  and  a  practitioner.  His  functions  are  to  con- 
ceive and  study  the  composition  of  an  edifice,  to  direct  and  superintend  the  exe- 
cution, to  verify  and  regulate  all  accounts  of  expenses. 

2.  His  is  a  liberal  and  not  a  commercial  profession.  This  profession  is  incom- 
patible with  that  of  contractor,  manufacturer,  or  furnisher  of  materials  or  objects 
employed  in  the  construction. 

No  member  should  enter  into  partnership,  in  any  form  or  degree,  with  any  builder, 
contractor  or  manufacturer. 

A  member  having  any  ownership  in  any  building  material,  device  or  invention, 
proposed  to  be  used  on  work  for  which  he  is  an  architect,  should  inform  his  employer 
of  the  fact  of  such  ownership. 

He  is  remunerated  solely  by  fees  paid  by  his  client. 

3.  The  architect,  being  neither  a  mercantile  nor  a  business  agent,  shall  have 
nothing  to  do  with  operation  giving  allowances,  deductions  or  commissions. 

He  should  not  be  party  to  a  building  contract  except  as  "owner." 

He  shall  abstain  from  making,  from  personal  motives,  any  advertisement  or  offer 

of  services  by  means  of  newspapers,  circulars,  signs,  prospectuses,  or  other  means 

of  publicity  usual  in  commercial  professions. 

He  may,  however,  have  his  card  with  his  name,  profession,  office  hours,  and  title, 

if  any. 

4.  He  shall  abstain  from  seeking  employment  or  clients  by  means  of  concessions, 
commissions,  deductions  on  his  fees,  or  other  advantages  offered  to  the  third  parties, 
such  as  manager,  business  men  or  proprietor's  agents,  and  avoid  in  general  all  acts 
which  require  secrecy  from  present  or  future  clients. 

No  member  should  offer  drawings  or  other  services  "on  approval"  except  by 
request  of  a  client,  and  without  adequate  pecuniary  compensation. 
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5.  He  shall  abstain  from  plagiarism  from  his  fellow-members  and  from  disregard 
for  those  delicate  rules  of  conscience  imposed  upon  artists  worthy  of  the  name 
in  their  intercourse  with  each  other. 

He  must  not  seek  to  acquire  the  position  or  patronage  enjoyed  by  a  brother 
architect.  If  he  should  be  appointed  to  such  position  or  patronage  after  the  death, 
resignation  or  revocation  of  a  fellow  member,  the  new  architect  shall  consider 
himself  as  the  guardian  of  the  honor  and  the  interests  of  his  late  confrere. 

A  member  should  not  criticise  in  the  public  prints  the  professional  conduct  or 
work  of  another  architect,  except  over  his  own  name  or  under  the  authority  of  a 
professional  journal. 

A  member  should  not  furnish  designs  in  competition  for  private  work  or  for 
public  work  unless  for  proper  compensation,  and  unless  a  competent  professional 
adviser  is  employed  to  draw  up  the  "conditions"  and  assist  in  the  award. 

No  member  should  submit  drawings  except  as  an  original  contributor  in  any 
duly  instituted  competition,  or  attempt  to  secure  any  work  for  which  such  a  com- 
petition remains  undecided. 

No  member  shall  compete  in  amount  of  commission,  or  offer  to  work  for  less  than 
another  in  order  to  secure  work. 

No  member  should  enter  into  competition  with  or  consult  with  an  architect  who 
has  been  expelled  from  the  Association  for  dishonorable  conduct. 

6.  He  shall  recognize  the  quality  and  give  the  title  of  fellow  member  to  every 
architect  exercising  honorably  his  profession. 

7.  When  an  architect  employs,  as  draughtsmen  or  clerks,  young  men  who  are 
at  the  same  time  students,  he  shall  give  them  the  benefit  of  his  experience  and 
treat  them  with  all  the  consideration  due  to  the  confraternity. 

8.  The  architect  owes  to  his  clients  the  help  of  his  knowledge  and  experience 
in  the  study  of  the  projects  submitted  to  him,  in  the  direction  and  superintendence 
of  his  work,  and  all  proper  and  needed  advice. 

All  devotedness  to  the  interests  confided  to  him. 

9.  Nevertheless,  the  architect  shall  not  help  operations  which  would  conflict 
with  the  rights  of  other  parties,  even  if  asked  to  do  so  by  the  client. 

Neither  shall  he  lend  a  hand  to  operations  of  such  a  nature  as  to  implicate  him, 
or  a  third  party,  or  which  might  be  the  same  cause  of  any  accident. 

In  such  case  he  must  tell  his  client  that  it  is  impossible  to  acquiesce  in  his  demands. 
He  must  not  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  personal  bond. 

10.  He  is  remunerated  by  his  client,  and  by  his  client  only,  by  means  of  fees. 
He  must,  therefore,  not  only  refuse  any  remuneration  whatsoever  from  contractors, 
furnishers,  sellers  or  buyers  of  land  or  buildings,  having  contracted  or  being  supposed 
to  contract  with  his  client,  but,  moreover,  when  the  remuneration  for  his  work  is 
left  over  to  a  third  party,  he  must  accept  onl\  the  fees  paid  by  his  client,  who  can 
be  refunded  by  those  whom  it  may  concern. 

11.  The  architect  must  declare  himself  incompetent  to  act  as  expert  in  any 
affair  in  which  his  client  is  interested.  He  shall  do  the  same  if  he  has  already 
given  an  opinion  concerning  the  contestation. 
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12.  When  he  is  appointed  as  expert  by  his  client,  for  instance,  in  a  question  of 
insurance,  registration,  etc.,  he  is  no  longer  the  mandatory  of  his  client;  he  is  only 
an  expert. 

When  he  acts  as  arbitrator,  his  obligations  are  the  same. 

13.  The  architect  shall  endeavor  to  insure  harmony,  cordiality  and  honorable 
conduct  amongst  all  persons  occupied  in  the  work  under  his  supervision. 

14.  Toward  the  contractors  or  furnishers,  the  architect  shall  refrain  from  accept- 
ing any  deductions,  commission  or  present,  whether  in  money  or  in  kind,  whether 
these  contractors  or  furnishers  be  employed  by  him  or  not. 

15.  When  the  architect  has  as  client  a  contractor  or  society  of  contractors  he  is 
still  in  this  case  remunerated  merely  by  fees.  He  is  never  subject  to  the  gains 
or  losses  which  may  be  the  essence  of  the  enterprise,  and  which  are  contrary  to  the 
exercise  of  the  liberal  profession  of  architect. 

16.  The  architect  who  becomes  contractor,  contractor's  clerk,  measurer,  examiner 
of  works,  loses  his  title  of  architect. 

He  does  not  lose  it  bv  becoming  architect's  clerk.

OBITUARIES. 

William  A.  Potter,  Corresponding  Member,  A.  I.  A. 

(Extracts  from  Article  in  Architectural  Record  for  September,  1909,  by 
Mr.  Montgomery  Schuyler.) 

William  Appleton  Potter,  who  died  in  Rome,  February  19,  1909,  was 
born  in  1842,  one  supposes  in  Schenectady,  where  his  father  was  then  in 
effect  the  Acting  President  of  Union,  by  reason  of  the  increasing  age  and 
infirmities  of  his  father-in-law,  Eliphalet  Nott,  the  titular  head  of  the 
college  and  its  actual  creator.  At  any  rate,  the  son  graduated  with  the 
class  of  1864.  In  college  he  showed  tendencies  rather  scientific  than 
artistic,  specializing  in  engineering,  in  which  Union  was  in  those  years, 
before  the  foundation  of  most  of  the  actual  technical  schools,  rather 
notably  strong,  specializing  also  in  chemistry.  In  chemistry,  indeed, 
he  specialized  with  so  much  success  that  the  year  after  his  graduation 
be  became  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  Columbia.  In  1866  he 
went  to  France  to  pursue  his  studies  in  chemistry,  but  upon  his  return, 
instead  of  pursuing  its  theory  or  practice,  joined  his  elder  brother,  the 
architect,  at  his  office  in  Wall  Street.  This  association  seems  to  have 
been  the  only  architectural  training  he  had.  So  far  as  it  went,  it  was 
good,  no  doubt,  for  Edward  T.  Potter  had  studied  in  the  office  of  Richard 
M.  Upjohn,  and  there  qualified  himself  to  continue  the  best  "Gothic 
tradition  we  had,  and  to  add  what  he  could  of  his  own.  But  one  may 
imagine  that  the  teaching  was  more  by  example  than  by  precept. 
Certainly  the  Chancellor  Green  Library,  erected  for  Princeton  in  1872 
at  the  cost  of  $120,000  defrayed  by  Mr.  John  C.  Green,  was  almost  if  not 
quite  the  earliest  work  of  Mr.  William  A.  Potter,  and  its  resemblance  to 
his  brother's  work  at  Union,  the  Mott-Potter  Memorial  Hall,  is  much 
too  striking  to  be  fortuitous. 

In  the  following  year  he  erected  a  church  and  library  in  Newark  and 
another  building  for  Princeton   University,  the  College  of  Sciences. 
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About  this  time  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Mr.  R.  H.  Robertson  and 
in  1875  accepted  the  appointment  as  Supervising  Architect  of  the  U.  S. 
Treasury.  This  office  he  resigned  at  the  end  of  one  year,  realizing  that 
the  system  under  which  the  office  was  conducted  was  a  false  one,  in 
condemnation  of  which  his  only  official  report  contained  the  following 
protest:  "The  vital  point  of  any  system  which  may  be  adopted  must 
be  to  remove  from  the  Supervising  Architect  the  power  to  make  designs, 
and  restrict  his  duties  simply  to  those  of  a  supervisory  nature."  On 
Mr.  Potter's  resuming  private  practice  in  1876  he  showed  in  his  work 
the  influence  of  the  Romanesque  style  of  H.  H.  Richardson,  as  is  exem- 
plified in  the  following  churches  in  New  York  City :  Madison  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  corner  of  73d  Street;  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
corner  of  Lenox  Avenue  and  122d  Street;  St.  Agnes'  Chapel,  West 
92d  Street;  and  in  Alexander  Hall  at  Princeton.  Among  other  works 
of  Mr.  Potter  may  be  mentioned  the  following  churches  in  New  York 
City  in  addition  to  those  given  above:  Church  of  the  Divine  Fraternity, 
Central  Park  West,  and  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Advent,  Broadway 
and  93d  Street;  also  the  Union  Thelological  Seminary,  Park  Avenue, 
New  York  City,  now  unfortunately  removed;  Teachers'  College,  Morn- 
ingside  Heights,  New  York  City ;  the  new  Library  at  Princeton  University  ; 
St.  John's  Church,  Stamford,  Conn. ;  Christ  Church,  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y. ; 
and  St.  Mary's  Church,  Tuxedo  Park,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Potter  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1873  and  a 
Fellow  in  1876  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Institute  in  1879  and  1880.  On  his  retiring  from  the  active  practice 
of  architecture  and  removing  his  residence  to  Rome,  Italy,  he  was  made, 
in  1902,  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  Institute. 


Charles  Follen  McKim. 

(Extract  from  New  York  Times  of  September  15,   1909.) 

Charles  Follen  McKim  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Penn.,  August  24, 
1847,  and  was  the  son  of  James  Mills  McKim,  the  well-known  abolitionist. 
For  a  vear  Mr.  McKim  studied  at  the  Harvard  Scientific  School  and 
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then  went  to  Paris,  where  he  entered  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  as  a 
pupil  of  Daumet.  He  was  there  for  three  years,  from  1867  to  1870,  and 
then  returning  to  New  York  after  two  years  spent  in  travel  and  study 
on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  started  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
William  R.  Mead  joined  him  in  1877,  and  Stanford  White  in  1879,  and 
the  firm  became  nationally  famous  under  the  style  McKim,  Mead  & 
White. 

Its  work  has  been  as  remarkable  for  its  variety  as  for  its  excellence. 
It  created  a  veritable  renaissance  in  American  architecture  and  brought 
into  prominence  the  Italian  type  of  design. 

Among  the  works  undertaken  by  the  firm  were  "  cottages  "  at  Newport, 
Lenox  and  other  summer  resorts,  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company's  buildings  in  Omaha  and  Kansas  City, 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Stockbridge,  Mass.;  St.  Peter's  Church,  Morristown, 
N.  J.;  the  Algonquin  Clubhouse,  Boston,  and  the  Freundschaft  Club- 
house, New  York. 

Mr.  McKim's  name  was  especially  associated  with  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  the  Columbia  University  Library,  the  Century  and  other 
clubhouses  in  the  city,  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan's  library,  and  the  War 
College  at  Washington.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Station  in  Seventh 
Avenue,  now  rapidly  approaching  completion,  was  also  designed  by  him. 

The  firm  was  also  responsible  for  the  restoration  of  the  White  House  at 
Washington,  and  has  erected  many  well-known  monuments  in  this  and 
other  cities.  Recently  it  was  awarded  the  design  for  the  construction 
of  the  immense  Municipal  Office  Building  on  Tryon  Row,  which  will  be 
one  of  the  landmarks  of  New  York. 

Mr.  McKim  has  been  honored  by  foreigners  as  well  as  by  his  own 
countrymen.  He  received  a  gold  medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of 
1900  and  three  years  later  King  Edward  of  England  awarded  him  the 
R.  I.  B.  A.  gold  medal  for  his  share  in  the  promotion  of  architecture. 
In  this  he  was  keenly  interested  quite  outside  the  interests  of  his  own 
business,  and  he  was  the  founder  of  the  American  Academy  at  Rome. 

Among  the  societies  to  which  Mr.  McKim  belonged  were  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  the  Architectural  League,  the  Society  of  Mural 
Painters  (honorary),  and  the  National  Academy  of  Design.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Municipal  Art  Society,  the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art,  the  American  Fine  Arts  Society  and  the  Pennsylvania  Society. 
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He  was  a  member  of  the  University  Club  and  the  Metropolitan  Club, 
the  homes  of  both  of  which  his  firm  designed;  the  Lambs,  the  Brook, 
the  Garden  City  Golf,  and  the  Somerset  and  St.  Botolph  Clubs  of  Boston, 
and  the  Metropolitan  and  Cosmos  of  Washington. 

Mr.  McKim  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1875  and  a 
Fellow  in  1877.  He  served  as  Secretary  in  1878  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  from  1892  to  1894,  from  1896  to  1898,  and  from 
1904  to  1906.  He  was  elected  President  of  the  Institute  in  1902  and 
again  in  1903. 

Mr.  McKim  died  the  14th  of  September,  1909,  at  his  summer  residence 
in  St.  James,  L.  I.

Bertrand  Eugene  Taylor,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Bertrand  E.  Taylor  was  born  at  St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont,  April 
29,  1856,  where  he  spent  his  early  life.  In  1877  he  was  graduated  from 
the  academy  of  his  native  town  when  he  removed  to  Boston,  studying 
architecture  with  the  firm  of  Ober  and  Rand  and  taking  up  at  the  same 
time  special  studies  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  On 
retirement  of  Mr.  Ober  from  the  firm  he  became  a  partner  with  Mr.  Rand 
under  the  firm  name  of  Rand  &  Taylor.  He  later  bought  out  Mr.  Rand's 
interest  and  practiced  alone.  His  early  attention  was  directed  toward 
hospitals  and  sanatoria  and  his  principal  work  was  in  this  direction. 
His  name  became  well  known  in  this  class  of  institutions  and  he  was 
frequently  called  in  consultation  when  such  buildings  were  being  con- 
sidered. He  at  one  time  became  associated  with  Mr.  Henry  H.  Kendall 
and  Mr.  Edward  E.  Stevens,  which  partnership  was  dissolved  in  1907, 
and  the  firm  name  became  Kendall,  Taylor  &  Co. 

Among  the  important  commissions  with  which  Mr.  Taylor  has  been 
connected 'are  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
Westboro  State  Hospital,  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epileptics, 
the  Worcester  Insane  Asylum,  the  Wrentham  State  School,  the  Boston 
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City  Hospital,  the  Corey  Hill  Hospital,  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic 
Hospital,  the  Newton  Hospital,  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  at  Newbury- 
port,  the  Hitchcock  Hospital  at  Hanover,  New  Hampshire;  the  Merritt 
Hospital  at  Oakland,  California,  and  many  others  in  different  parts^of 
the  country. 

He  designed  many  of  the  buildings  at  Northfield  for  Dwight  L.  Moody, 
and  when  only  a  draughtsman  in  the  office  of  Mr.  Rand  designed  and 
carried  out  the  alterations  of  the  Hotel  Vendome.  He  became  associated 
with  the  late  James  W.  Tufts  and  built  a  large  part  of  the  model  village 
of  Pinehurst,  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1905,  was  a 
Fellow  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  and  a  charter  member  of  the 
Boston  Architectural  Club. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  for  many  years  a  resident  of  Newton  Centre,  where  he 
died  August  23,  1909. 

Under  "Chapter  Notes'"  will  be  found  the  resolution  of  the  Boston 
Chapter  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Taylor. 

Westray  Ladd,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Westray  Ladd  was  born  in  Hong  Kong,  China,  December  8,  1863, 
returned  to  America  when  a  year  old,  and  resided  in  Bucksport,  Maine, 
until  his  twenty- first  year,  when  he  went  to  Boston.  There  he  entered 
the  office  of  Messrs.  Wheelwright  &  Haven,  then  with  Mr.  Emerson, 
and  later  with  Peabody  &  Stearns.  He  opened  his  office  in  Philadelphia 
in  November,  1893,  and  commenced  the  practice  of  architecture  under 
his  own  name,  which  he  continued  until  1902  when  his  health  made  it 
necessary  for  him  to  live  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  the  west. 

Among  the  buildings  for  which  he  was  architect  may  be  mentioned 
the  following: 

Residences  for  Mrs.  Julia  D.  Stroud,  Mr.  Joseph  Rhoades,  Mrs.  Jackson 
and  Mrs.  Stoyle,  Overbrook,  Pa.;  Overbrook  Golf  Clubhouse;  Evening 
Home  and  Library  Association,  Philadelphia;  residences  for  Mr.  Wm. 
Tilden,  Onteora  Park,  New  York;  Mr.  Tyson  Romaine,  Seabright,  New 
Jersey;  Mr.  Sinclair,  Malvern,  Pa.;  Col.  Heber  Smith,  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.; 
and  various  cottages  in  Bailey  Island,  Maine. 
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Mr.  Ladd  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1899.  He  died 
August  15,  1909. 

Under  "Chapter  Notes"  will  be  found  the  resolutions  on  the  death  of 
Mr.  Ladd  adopted  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter. 

Thomas  Cressey,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Cressey  was  born  in  Mapleton,  Yorkshire,  England,  in  1842. 
After  leaving  school  he  became  a  carpenter  but  was  always  deeply 
interested  in  architecture  and  worked  early  and  late  to  broaden  his 
knowledge  along  these  lines.  At  twenty-seven  years  of  age  he  came  to 
this  country  and  located  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey.  A  few  years  later 
he  removed  to  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  soon  thereafter  began  the  prac- 
tice of  architecture.  By  dint  of  severe  application  he  built  up  a  good 
practice  and  became  well  known  for  the  excellence  and  thoroughness  of 
his  work.  While  only  forty-three  years  of  age  he  was  stricken  with 
paralysis,  which  partially  crippled  him,  but  this  seemed  only  to  spur 
him  on  to  greater  enthusiasm  in  his  work,  and  it  was  after  this  that  he 
did  his  best  work.  He  designed  many  of  Newark's  most  prominent 
business  structures  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  W.  V.  Snyder 
Stores  (now  Goerke's),  the  Bamberger,  Bonnell,  Spingarn,  Evening 
News,  Van  Horn,  Plum  and  Wilkinson  &  Gaddis  buildings.  He  was 
also  the  architect  for  the  hospital  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Prison  at 
Trenton,  as  well  as  for  a  portion  of  the  original  Overbrook  Hospital,  and 
built  several  large  factories  and  many  residences  in  and  about  Newark. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  August  4,  1909,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  City  Hall  Commission,  Vice-President  of  the  New  Jersey 
Chapter  of  the  Institute,  also  a  member  of  the  Newark  Board  of  Trade. 

Mr.  Cressey  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  in  1900.

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MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS,  JANUARY  17,  1910. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  Irving  K. 
Pond,  at  10  A.  M.  in  the  Octagon,  Washington,  D.  C.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  Irving  K.  Pond,  Edgar  V.  Seeler,  John  M.  Carrere,  R. 
Clipston  Sturgis,  Frank  Miles  Day,  Walter  Cook,  and  Glenn  Brown, 
Secretary. 

A  synopsis  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Directors  meeting  of 
December  13,  1909,  was  read.     The  Secretary  read  the  correspondence. 

Notice  from  the  court  in  New  York  in  reference  to  a  bequest  to  the 
Institute  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  R.  M.  Hunt  was  read.  Mr.  J.  M.  Carrere 
was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  attend  the  court  and  report  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Letters  were  read  from  Mr.  Say  ward  and  Mr.  Soltmann  in  reference 
to  the  Uniform  Contract  and  the  subject  was  discussed  at  considerable 
length.  A  letter  was  drafted  by  the  Board  which  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  send  to  Mr.  Soltmann. 

An  application  from  five  Indiana  architects,  members  of  the  Institute, 
for  a  Chapter  to  be  named  the  Indiana  Chapter,  was  received  and  the 
Chapter  was  duly  admitted  to  the  Institute. 

The  President,  Mr.  I.  K.  Pond,  read  an  address  in  which  he  outlined 
suggestions  and  recommendations  for  the  work  of  the  Institute  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  following  resolutions  passed  by  the  Convention  and  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  action  were  considered  and  discussed: 

The  question  of  Chapters  issuing  independent  Schedules  of  Charges 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  to  be  appointed  on  Relations  of  the 
Institute  to  the  Chapters. 
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The  question  of  a  medal  commemorative  of  the  McKim  Memorial 
meeting  was  referred  to  the  President  of  the  Institute,  who  in  conference 
with  Mr.  Barber,  Mr.  Mead  and  Mr.  Kendall,  was  to  have  full  power, 
provided  no  expense  was  incurred  by  the  Institute. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  resolution  to  the  various 
Chapters  in  reference  to  the  preservation  of  the  masterpieces  of  archi- 
tectural art  in  their  locality. 

The  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  next  Convention  was 
instructed  to  secure  committee  reports  for  the  next  Convention  a  month 
before  the  meeting  so  they  could  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee 
for  consideration  and  action  before  the  Convention. 

The  resolution  in  reference  to  the  Associate  members  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Chapter  Relations. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Secretary  gather  from  the  various  Chapters 
all  their  documents  and  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  this  committee 
when  appointed. 

The  resolutions  of  the  Board  in  reference  to  Government  Fine  Arts 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Bureau  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  action  on  the  printing  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
tracts and  Specifications  was  deferred  for  future  consideration,  and  the 
Committee  was  again  instructed  to  confer  with  Mr.  Soltmann  and  Mr. 
Sayward,  to  see  if  they  could  not  come  to  some  understanding.  The 
power  was  given  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  authority  to  have 
this  document  published  when  and  how  they  thought  best. 

The  President  was  given  authority  to  appoint  a  committee  to  col- 
laborate with  the  Pittsburgh  Civic  Commission  to  insure  a  Standard 
Code. 

The  question  of  repairs  to  the  Octagon  was  next  taken  up  and  the 
House  Committee  was  requested  to  get  estimates  on  the  cost  of  neces- 
sary repairs. 

The  question  of  advising  educational  institutions  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Education. 

Mr.  Carrere  gave  an  account  of  the  modification  of  the  competition 
for  the  American  Academy  in  Rome. 

The  que'stion  of  the  cooperation  with  the  Architectural  League  of 
America  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 
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The  members  discussed  the  question  as  to  which  city  on  the  Pacific 
coast  the  Convention  of  the  Institute  should  go  and  the  time  of  hold- 
ing this  Convention.  The  final  decision  as  to  the  location  and  the  time 
was  left  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  selection  and  election  of 
committees  was  next  considered. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  Executive 
Committee,  Messrs.  Walter  Cook,  John  M.  Carrere  and  R.  Clipston 
Sturgis  being  elected. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  Frank  Miles  Day,  Breck  Trowbridge  and  R.  Clipston 
Sturgis  being  elected. 

There  was  a  discussion  as  to  whether  the  matter  of  classes  of  member- 
ship should  be  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

It  was  determined  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  the  Relations 
of  Chapters  which  was  to  prepare  a  report  to  be  read  at  the  June  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

The  balloting  was  resumed: 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  Committee  on 
Examinations,  Messrs.  Frank  C.  Baldwin,  John  M.  Donaldson  and 
W.  A.  Otis  being  elected. 

This  Committee  was  also  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  changes 
in  the  application  blank  required  by  the  new  rules  on  Competition, 
Code  of  Ethics,  and  by  the  change  in  the  B}'-Laws. 

Resolutions  were  passed  delegating  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  the  Executive  Committee  between  the  meetings  of  the 
Board.

P.  Bannister  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  M.  H.  Whitehouse 
of  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Frank  E.  Wetherell  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  were 
elected  Associates  of  the  Institute. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  William  H.  Beers  of  New  York  was  accepted.

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A  CIRCULAR  OF  ADVICE  RELATIVE  TO  PRINCIPLES  OF 
PROFESSIONAL  PRACTICE  AND  THE 
CANONS  OF  ETHICS. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects,  seeking  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
practice  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  its  members  as  a  safeguard  of  the  important 
financial,  technical  and  esthetic  interests  entrusted  to  them,  offers  the  following 
advice  relative  to  professional  practice: 

The  profession  of  architecture  calls  for  men  of  the  highest  integrity,  business 
capacity  and  artistic  ability.  The  architect  is  entrusted  with  financial  undertakings 
in  which  his  honesty  of  purpose  must  be  above  suspicion;  he  acts  as  professional 
adviser  to  his  client  and  his  advice  must  be  absolutely  disinterested;  he  is  charged 
with  the  exercise  of  judicial  functions  as  between  client  and  contractors  and 
must  act  with  entire  impartiality;  he  has  moral  responsibilities  to  his  professional 
associates  and  subordinates;  finally,  he  is  engaged  in  a  profession  which  carries 
with  it  grave  responsibility  to  the  public.  These  duties  and  responsibilities  cannot 
be  properly  discharged  unless  his  motives,  conduct  and  ability  are  such  as  to 
command  respect  and  confidence. 

No  set  of  rules  can  be  framed  which  will  particularize  all  the  duties  of  the  architect 
in  his  various  relations  to  his  clients,  to  contractors,  to  his  professional  brethren, 
and  to  the  public.  The  following  principles  should,  however,  govern  the  conduct  of 
members  of  the  profession  and  should  serve  as  a  guide  in  circumstances  other  than 
those  enumerated: 

1.  On  the  Architect's  Status. 

The  architect's  relation  to  his  client  is  primarily  that  of  professional  adviser;  this 
relation  continues  throughout  the  entire  course  of  his  service.  When,  however,  a 
contract  has  been  executed  between  his  client  and  a  contractor  by  the  terms  of 
which  the  architect  becomes  the  official  interpreter  of  its  conditions  and  the  judge 
of  its  performance,  an  additional  relation  is  created  under  which  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  architect  to  side  neither  with  client  nor  contractor,  but  to  use  his  powers 
under  the  contract  to  enforce  its  faithful  performance  by  both  parties.  The  fact 
that  the  architect's  payment  comes  from  the  client  does  not  invalidate  his  obligation 
to  act  with  impartiality  to  both  parties. 

2.  On  Preliminary  Drawings  and  Estimates. 

The  architect  at  the  outset  should  impress  upon  the  client  the  importance  of 
sufficient  time  for  the  preparation  of  drawings  and  specifications.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  architect  to  make  or  secure  preliminary  estimates  when  requested,  but  he  should 
acquaint  the  client  with  their  conditional  character  and  inform  him  that  complete 
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and  final  figures  can  be  had  only  from  complete  and  final  drawings  and  specifications. 
If  an  unconditional  limit  of  cost  be  imposed  before  such  drawings  are  made  and 
estimated,  the  architect  must  be  free  to  make  such  adjustments  as  seem  to  him 
necessary.  Since  the  architect  should  assume  no  responsibility  that  may  prevent 
him  from  giving  his  client  disinterested  advice,  he  should  not,  by  bond  or  otherwise, 
guarantee  any  estimate  or  contract. 

3.  On  Superintendence  and  Expert  Services. 

On  all  work  except  the  simplest,  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  owner  to  employ  a 
superintendent  or  clerk-of-the-works.  In  many  engineering  problems  and  in  certain 
specialized  esthetic  problems,  it  is  to  his  interest  to  have  the  services  of  special 
experts  and  the  architect  should  so  inform  him.  The  experience  and  special  knowl- 
edge of  the  architect  make  it  to  the  advantage  of  the  owner  that  these  persons, 
although  paid  by  the  owner,  should  be  selected  by  the  architect  under  whose  direction 
they  are  to  work. 

4.  On  the  Architect's  Charges. 

The  Schedule  of  Charges  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  is  recognized  as  a 
proper  minimum  of  payment.  The  locality  or  the  nature  of  the  work,  the  quality 
of  services  to  be  rendered,  the  skill  of  the  practitioner  or  other  circumstances  fre- 
quently justify  a  higher  charge  than  that  indicated  by  the  Schedule. 

5.  On  Payment  for  Expert  Service. 

The  architect  when  retained  as  an  expert,  whether  in  connection  with  compe- 
titions or  otherwise,  should  receive  a  compensation  proportionate  to  the  respon- 
sibility and  difficulty  of  the  service.  No  duty  of  the  architect  is  more  exacting  than 
such  service,  and  the  honor  of  the  profession  is  involved  in  it.  Under  no  circum- 
stances should  experts  knowingly  name  prices  in  competition  with  each  other. 

6.  On  Selection  of  Bidders  or  Contractors. 

The  architect  should  advise  the  client  in  the  selection  of  bidders  and  in  the  award 
of  the  contract.  In  advising  that  none  but  trustworthy  bidders  be  invited  and 
that  the  award  be  made  only  to  contractors  who  are  reliable  and  competent,  the 
architect  protects  the  interests  of  his  client. 

7.  On  Duties  to  the  Contractor. 

As  the  architect  decides  whether  or  not  the  intent  of  his  plans  and  specifications 
is  properly  carried  out,  he  should  take  special  care  to  see  that  these  drawings  and 
specifications  are  complete  and  accurate,  and  he  should  never  call  upon  the  con- 
tractor to  make  good  oversights  or  errors  in  them  nor  attempt  to  shirk  responsibility 
by  indefinite  clauses  in  the  contract  or  specifications. 

8.  On  Engaging  in  the  Building  Trades. 

The  architect  should  not  directly  or  indirectly  engage  in  any  of  the  building  trades. 
If  he  has  any  financial  interest  in  any  building  material  or  device,  he  should  not 
specify  or  use  it  without  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  his  client. 
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9.  On  Accepting  Commissions  or  Favors. 

The  architect  should  not  receive  any  commission  or  any  substantial  service  from  a 
contractor  or  from  any  interested  person  other  than  his  client. 

10.  On  Encouraging  Good  Workmanship. 

The  large  powers  with  which  the  architect  is  invested  should  be  used  with  judg- 
ment. While  he  must  condemn  bad  work,  he  should  commend  good  work.  Intel- 
ligent initiative  on  the  part  of  craftsmen  and  workmen  should  be  recognized  and 
encouraged  and  the  architect  should  make  evident  his  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
of  the  artisan's  function. 

11.  On  Offering  Services  Gratuitously. 

The  seeking  out  of  a  possible  client  and  the  offering  to  him  of  professional  services 
on  approval  and  without  compensation,  unless  warranted  by  personal  or  previous 
business  relations,  tends  to  lower  the  dignity  and  standing  of  the  profession  and  is 
to  be  condemned. 

12.  On  Advertising. 

Advertising  tends  to  lower  the  dignity  of  the  profession  and  is  therefore  condemned. 

13.  On  Signing  Buildings  and  Use  of  Titles. 

The  display  of  the  architect's  name  upon  a  building  under  construction  is  con- 
demned, but  the  unobtrusive  signature  of  buildings  after  completion  has  the  approval 
of  the  Institute.  The  use  of  initials  designating  membership  in  the  Institute  is 
proper  in  connection  with  any  professional  service  and  is  to  be  encouraged  as  helping 
to  make  known  the  nature  of  the  honor  they  imply. 

14.  On  Competitions. 

An  architect  should  not  take  part  in  a  competition  as  competitor  or  professional 
adviser  or  juror  unless  the  competition  is  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  best 
practice  and  usage  of  the  profession  as  formulated  by  the  Institute.  Except  as  an 
authorized  competitor,  he  may  not  attempt  to  secure  work  for  which  a  competition 
has  been  instituted.  He  may  not  attempt  to  influence  the  award  in  a  competition 
in  which  he  has  submitted  drawings.  He  may  not  accept  the  commission  to  do 
the  work  for  which  a  competition  has  been  instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advisory 
capacity  either  in  drawing  the  programme  or  in  making  the  award. 

15.  On  Injuring  Others. 

An  architect  should  not  falsely  or  maliciously  injure,  directly  or  indirectly,  the 
professional  reputation,  prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 

16.  On  Undertaking  the  Work  of  Others. 

An  architect  should  not  undertake  a  commission  while  the  claim  for  compensation 
or  damages,  or  both,  of  an  architect  previously  employed  and  whose  employment 
has  been  terminated  remains  unsatisfied,  unless  such  claim  has  been  referred  to 
arbitration  or  issue  has  been  joined  at  law;  or  unless  the  architect  previously  em- 
ployed neglects  to  press  his  claim  legally;  nor  should  he  attempt  to  supplant  a 
fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been  taken  toward  his  employment. 
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17.  On  Duties  to  Students  and  Draughtsmen. 

The  architect  should  advise  and  assist  those  who  intend  making  architecture  their 
career.  If  the  beginner  must  get  his  training  solely  in  the  office  of  an  architect, 
the  latter  should  assist  him  to  the  best  of  his  ability  by  instruction  and  advice.  An 
architect  should  urge  his  draughtsmen  to  avail  themselves  of  educational  oppor- 
tunities. He  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  give  encouragement  to  all  worthy  agencies 
and  institutions  for  architectural  education.  While  a  thorough  technical  prepar- 
ation is  essential  for  the  practice  of  architecture,  architects  cannot  too  strongly 
insist  that  it  should  rest  upon  a  broad  foundation  of  general  culture. 

18.  On  Duties  to  the  Public  and  to  Building  Authorities. 

An  architect  should  be  mindful  of  the  public  welfare  and  should  participate  in 
those  movements  for  public  betterment  in  which  his  special  training  and  experience 
qualify  him  to  act.  He  should  not,  even  under  his  client's  instructions,  engage  in 
or  encourage  any  practices  contrary  to  law  or  hostile  to  the  public  interest;  for  as 
he  is  not  obliged  to  accept  a  given  piece  of  work,  he  cannot,  by  urging  that  he  has 
but  followed  his  client's  instructions,  escape  the  condemnation  attaching  to  his  acts. 
An  architect  should  support  all  public  officials  who  have  charge  of  building  in  the 
rightful  performance  of  their  legal  duties.  He  should  carefully  comply  with  all 
building  laws  and  regulations,  and  if  any  such  appear  to  him  unwise  or  unfair,  he 
should  endeavor  to  have  them  altered. 

19.  On  Professional  Qualifications. 

The  public  has  the  right  to  expect  that  he  who  bears  the  title  of  architect  has  the 
knowledge  and  ability  needed  for  the  proper  invention,  illustration  and  supervision 
of  all  building  operations  which  he  may  undertake.  Such  qualifications  alone  justify 
the  assumption  of  the  title  of  architect. 

THE  CANONS  OF  ETHICS. 

The  following  Canons  are  adopted  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  as  a 
general  guide,  yet  the  enumeration  of  particular  duties  should  not  be  construed  as  a 
denial  of  the  existence  of  others  equally  imortant  although  not  specifically  men- 
tioned. It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  several  sections  indicate  offences  of  greatly 
varying  degrees  of  gravity. 

It  is  unprofessional  for  an  architect — 

1.  To  engage  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  of  the  building  trades. 

2.  To  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  bond  or  otherwise. 

3.  To  accept  any  commission  or  substantial  service  from  a  contractor  or  from 
any  interested  party  other  than  the  owner. 

4.  To  advertise. 

5.  To  take  part  in  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  approved  by  the  Institute. 

6.  To  attempt  in  any  way,  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor,  to  secure  work 
for  which  a  competition  is  in  progress. 
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7.  To  attempt  to  influence,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  award  of  a  competition 
in  which  he  is  a  competitor. 

8.  To  accept  the  commission  to  do  the  work  for  which  a  competition  has  been 
instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity,  either  in  drawing  the  programme 
or  in  making  the  award. 

9.  To  injure  falsely  or  maliciously,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  professional  repu- 
tation, prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 

10.  To  undertake  a  commission  while  the  claim  for  compensation,  or  damages, 
or  both,  of  an  architect  previously  employed  and  whose  employment  has  been  ter- 
minated remains  unsatisfied,  until  such  claim  has  been  referred  to  arbitration  or 
issue  has  been  joined  at  law,  or  unless  the  architect  previously  employed  neglects 
to  press  his  claim  legally. 

11.  To  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been  taken 
toward  his  employment. 

12.  To  compete  knowingly  with  a  fellow  architect  for  employment  on  the  basis  of 
professional  charges.

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CIRCULAR  OF  ADVICE  RELATIVE  TO    THE    CONDUCT    OF 
ARCHITECTURAL  COMPETITIONS. 


NOTE. — The  person,  corporation  or  other  entity  instituting  a  competition,  whether 
acting  directly  or  through  representatives,  is  herein  called  "the  owner." 


Competitions  are  instituted  with  the  sole  purpose  of  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
owner.  The  American  Institute  of  Architects  believes  that  those  interests  are  best 
terved  by  fair  and  equitable  agreements  between  owners  and  competitors  and  it 
issues  this  circular  as  a  statement  of  the  principles  which  should  underlie  such 
agreements. 

1.  On  Competitions  in  General. 

A  competition,  when  properly  conducted,  is  a  means  for  the  selection  of  an  archi- 
tect. As  an  incident,  a  good  preliminary  scheme  may  sometimes  be  obtained,  but 
the  Institute  is  of  the  opinion  that  competitions  are  in  the  main  of  no  advantage  to 
the  owner.  It  therefore  recommends  that,  except  in  cases  in  which  competition  is 
unavoidable,  an  architect  be  employed  upon  the  sole  basis  of  his  fitness  for  the  work. 

2.  On  the  Employment  of  a  Professional  Adviser. 

No  competition  should  be  instituted  without  the  aid  of  a  competent  adviser.  He 
should  be  an  architect  of  the  highest  standing  and  his  selection  should  be  the  owner's 
first  step.  He  should  be  chosen  with  the  greatest  care,  as  the  success  of  the  competi- 
tion will  depend  largely  upon  his  experience  and  ability.  His  duties  are  to  advise 
those  who  hold  the  competition  as  to  its  form  and  terms,  to  draw  up  the  programme 
and  to  conduct  the  competition. 

Competitions  are  at  best  a  slow  and  expensive  method  of  choosing  an  architect; 
and  it  is  unwise  to  attempt  to  save  either  time  or  money  by  not  having  an  expert 
adviser. 

3.  On  the  Qualifications  of  Competitors. 

It  is  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  owner  that  an  architect  should  be  admitted 
as  a  competitor  who  cannot  in  advance  establish  his  competence  to  design  and 
execute  the  work. 

It  is  sometimes  urged  that  by  admitting  all  who  wish  to  take  part  some  unknown 
but  brilliant  designer  may  be  found.  If  the  object  of  a  competition  were  a  set  of 
sketches,  such  reasoning  might  be  valid.  But  sketches  give  no  evidence  that  their 
author  has  the  matured  artistic  ability  to  fulfil  their  promise,  or  that  he  has  the  tech- 
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nical  knowledge  necessary  to  control  the  design  of  the  highly  complex  structure  and 
equipment  of  a  modern  building,  or  that  he  has  executive  ability  for  large  affairs  or 
the  force  to  compel  the  proper  execution  of  contracts.  The  attempt  to  defend  the 
owner's  interests  by  associating  an  architect  of  ability  with  one  lacking  in  experience 
has  proven  futile. 

4.  On  the  Forms  of  Competition. 

The  following  forms  of  competition  are  recognized: 

(a)  Limited:  In  this  form  participation  is  limited  to  a  certain  number  of  architects 
of  ample  qualification  whose  names  are  stated  in  the  programme  and  to  any  one  of  whom 
the  owner  is  willing  to  entrust  the  work.  This  form  is  generaDy  employed  by  con- 
servative owners  having  large  interests  at  stake.  It  has  the  advantage  that  the  owner 
and  the  professional  adviser  may  meet  the  competitors  and  fully  discuss  the  terms 
of  the  competition  with  them  before  the  final  issuance  of  the  programme. 

The  Institute  is  of  the  opinion  that,  unless  cogent  reasons  prevent  it,  competitions 
should  be  of  the  limited  form. 

(b)  Open:  This  form  has  sometimes  to  be  employed  on  account  of  legislative 
enactment.  It  consists  in  permitting  all  architects — or  all  within  certain  limits — 
without  regard  to  their  qualifications,  to  take  part. 

(c)  Open  to  Approved  Applicants:  In  this  form  all  architects  who  desire  to  com- 
pete make  application  accompanied  by  evidences  of  their  professional  capabilities. 
The  owner,  with  the  assistance  of  his  professional  adviser,  determines  which  of  such 
applicants  he  deems  capable  of  properly  executing  his  work  and  issues  invitations 
to  all  or  a  limited  number  of  them.  This  is  obviously  a  much  better  form  than  the 
open  competition,  for  if  the  standard  be  kept  high,  none  but  men  of  experience  and 
ability  will  be  admitted.  Like  the  open  competition,  however,  it  fails  to  insure  the 
participation  of  architects  of  the  highest  standing. 

(d)  Mixed:  In  this  form  a  limited  competition  is  conducted  simultaneously  with 
one  open  to  approved  applicants,  the  programme  being  uniform  for  all.  This  form 
has  the  advantage  of  insuring  the  participation  of  architects  of  known  ability. 

(e)  Double:  This  form  begins  with  a  preliminary  competition  of  any  of  the  above 
forms.  From  the  participants  therein  are  chosen  a  small  number  to  take  part  in  a 
second  competition  involving  more  highly  elaborated  drawings.  A  variant  of  this 
form  involves  the  selection,  by  means  of  a  preliminary  competition  open  to  approved 
applicants,  of  certain  architects  who  participate  in  the  second  competition  with 
others  especially  invited.  In  this  form  the  programme  of  each  competition  should  be 
issued  to  all  simultaneously. 

The  Institute  fails  to  see  that  the  results  of  double  competitions  have  in  any  way 
justified  the  length  of  time  consumed  by  them  or  the  trouble  and  expense  imposed 
on  all  concerned. 

5.  On  Anonymity  of  Competitors. 

Absolute  and  effective  anonymity  is  a  necessary  condition  of  a  fair  and  unbiased 
competition.     The  signing  of  drawings  should  not  be  permitted  nor  should  they 
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bear  any  motto,  device  or  distinguishing  mark.  Drawings  and  the  accompanying 
sealed  envelopes  containing  their  author's  names  should  be  numbered  upon  receipt, 
the  envelopes  remaining  unopened  until  after  the  award. 

6.  On  the  Cost  of  the  Proposed  Work. 

No  statement  of  the  intended  cost  of  the  work  should  be  made  unless  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  the  work  as  described  in  the  programme  can  be  properly  executed 
within  the  sum  named.  In  general  it  is  wiser  to  limit  the  cubic  contents  of  the 
building  than  to  state  a  limit  of  cost. 

The  programme  should  neither  require  nor  permit  competitors  to  furnish  their  own 
or  builders'  estimates  of  the  cost  of  executing  the  work  in  accordance  with  their 
designs.  Such  estimates  are  singularly  unreliable.  If  the  cubage  be  properly 
limited  they  are  unnecessary,  but  if  required,  they  should  be  made  for  all  designs  by 
one  unprejudiced  person  employed  by  the  owner. 

7.  On  the  Jury  of  Award. 

To  insure  a  wise  and  just  award  and  to  protect  the  interests  of  both  the  owner  and 
the  competitors,  the  competitive  drawings  should  be  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  a 
jury  so  chosen  as  to  secure  expert  knowledge  and  freedom  from  personal  bias.  For 
work  of  great  importance  the  jury  should  consist  of  at  least  five  members;  for  work 
of  less  importance  three  may  suffice.  The  jury  should  be  composed  of  architects, 
some  of  whom  may  be  chosen  by  the  competitors,  and,  when  necessary,  an  expert 
on  the  special  problem  involved. 

Itisthedutyof  the  jury  to  study  carefully  the  programme  and  all  conditions  relating 
to  the  problem  and  the  competition  before  examining  the  designs  submitted;  to 
place  out  of  competition  any  design  that  does  not  fulfil  the  conditions  distinctly 
stated  as  mandatory  in  the  programme;  to  give  ample  time  to  the  careful  study  of  the 
designs;  and  to  render  a  decision  only  after  mature  consideration.  Unless  there  be 
strong  reasons  against  it,  the  award  of  the  jury  should  be  binding  on  the  competitors 
and  the  owner. 

8.  On  the  Competitive  Drawings. 

The  purpose  of  an  architectural  competition  is  not  to  secure  fully  developed  plans, 
but  such  evidence  of  skill  in  treating  the  essential  elements  of  the  problem  as  will 
assist  in  the  selection  of  an  architect.  The  drawings  should,  therefore,  be  a"s  few  in 
number  and  as  simple  in  character  as  will  express  the  general  design  of  the  building. 
Elaborate  drawings  are  not  necessary  for  a  jury  of  experts  whose  judgment  is  ren- 
dered upon  fundamental  principles  of  design.  Lengthy  programmes  and  detailed 
instructions  as  to  the  desired  accommodations  should  be  avoided,  as  they  confuse 
the  problem  and  hamper  the  competitors. 

9.  On  the  Programme. 

The  programme  should  contain  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  competition,  instruc- 
tions for  competitors  and  the  jury,  and  the  agreements  between  the  owner  and  the 
competitors.  Uniform  conditions  for  all  competitors  are  fundamental  to  the 
proper  conduct  of  competitions. 
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Care  should  be  taken  that  no  provision  of  the  programme  be  in  violation  of  any 
Municipal,  State  or  Federal  law  and  especially  of  any  law  under  which  the  compe- 
tition may  be  instituted. 

A  distinction  should  be  clearly  drawn  between  the  mandatory  and  the  advisory 
provisions  of  the  programme,  that  is  to  say,  between  those  provisions  which  if  not  met 
preclude  an  award  in  favor  of  the  author  of  a  design  so  failing,  and  those  which  are 
merely  optional  or  of  a  suggestive  character. 

It  is  difficult  to  summarize  briefly  the  programme,  but  it  should  at  least: 

(a)  Name  the  owner  of  the  structure  forming  the  subject  of  the  competition,  and 
state  whether  the  owner  institutes  the  competition  personally  or  through  repre- 
sentatives. If  the  latter,  name  the  representatives,  state  how  their  authority  is 
derived  and  define  its  scope. 

(b)  State  the  kind  of  competition  to  be  instituted,  and  in  limited  competitions 
name  the  competitors;  or  in  open  competitions,  if  the  competition  is  limited  geo- 
graphically or  otherwise,  state  the  limits. 

(c)  Fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  receipt  of  the  designs.  The  time  should  not  be 
altered  except  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  competitors. 

(d)  Furnish  exact  information  as  to  the  site. 

(e)  State  the  desired  accommodation  avoiding  detail. 

(/)  State  the  cost  if  it  be  fixed  or,  better,  limit  the  cubic  contents. 

(g)  Fix  uniform  requirements  for  the  drawings,  giving  the  number,  the  scale  or 
scales,  and  the  method  of  rendering. 

(h)  Forbid  the  submission  of  more  than  one  design  by  any  one  competitor. 

(i)  Provide  a  method  for  insuring  anonymity  of  submission. 

(/)  Name  the  members  of  the  jury  or  provide  for  their  selection.  Define  their 
powers  and  duties.  If  for  legal  reasons  the  jury  may  not  make  the  final  award, 
state  such  reasons  and  in  whom  such  power  is  vested. 

(k)  Provide  for  placing  out  of  competition  any  drawing  or  set  of  drawings  that  has 
violated  a  mandatory  provision  of  the  programme. 

(Z)  Provide  that  during  the  competition  there  shall  be  no  communication,  except 
in  writing,  between  any  competitor  and  the  owner  or  the  professional  adviser  or  a 
member  of  the  jury;  and  that  any  information,  whether  in  answer  to  such  communi- 
cation or  not,  shall  be  given  in  writing  simultaneouly  to  all  competitors.  Set  a  date 
after  which  no  questions  will  be  answered. 

(m)  State  the  number  and  amount  of  payments  or  prizes  for  competitors. 

(n)  If  possible  name  a  date  before  which  the  final  decision  will  be  rendered. 

(o)  Provide  for  informing  each  competitor  of  the  result  of  the  competition. 

(p)  When  possible  provide  for  a  public  exhibition  of  the  drawings.  Provide  that 
no  drawing  shall  be  exhibited  or  made  public  until  after  the  award  of  the  jury  and 
not  then  without  the  consent  of  the  author. 

(5)  Provide  for  the  return  of  unsuccessful  drawings  to  their  respective  authors 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

(r)  Provide  that  nothing  original  in  any  of  the  unsuccessful  designs  shall  be  used 
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without  consent  of  and  compensation  to  the  author  of  the  design  in  which  it  appears, 
(s)  Include  the  contract  between  the  owner  and  the  competitors. 
(f)  Include  the  contract  between  the  owner  and  the  architect  receiving  the  award. 

10.  On  the  Agreement. 

The  programme  should  constitute  a  definite  and  binding  contract  between  the  owner 
and  competitors,  guaranteeing  that  an  award  of  the  commission  to  design  and  super- 
vise the  construction  of  the  work  will  be  made  in  favor  of  one  of  the  competitors. 

Payments  to  or  prizes  for  unsuccessful  competitors  should  be  provided  as  follows: 

(a)  In  limited  competitions,  to  each  competitor  a  payment  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
preparation  of  the  drawings  demanded. 

(b)  In  open  competitions  of  either  sort,  substantial  prizes  for  a  certain  number  of 
competitors  adjudged  to  have  produced  the  best  work. 

(c)  In  mixed  or  double  competitions  the  several  classes  should  be  paid  as  above 
indicated. 

The  lack  of  a  contract  which  becomes  self-operative  between  the  owner  and  the 
winner  immediately  upon  the  making  of  the  award  leaves  their  relations  at  a  critical 
moment  in  an  intolerable  condition.  Therefore  the  programme  should,  except  in  cases 
where  such  a  course  is  not  permitted  by  law,  constitute  a  contract  between  the  owner 
and  the  competitor  to  whom  the  commission  is  awarded,  employing  him  to  design 
and  supervise  the  construction  of  the  building.  It  should  provide  for  procedure  in 
accordance  with  and  for  payment  at  rates  not  lower  than  those  named  in  the  "  Pro- 
fessional Practice  of  Architects  and  Schedule  of  Proper  Minimum  Charges"  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects. 

The  contract  should  further  provide  that,  immediately  upon  the  making  of  the 
award,  there  shall  be  payable  by  the  owner  to  the  winner  a  sum  equal  to  one-half 
of  one  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  for  which  the  competition  has  been 
held,  such  payment  upon  the  progress  of  the  work  merging  in  the  total  fee.  Provision 
should  also  be  made  that  should  the  owner  for  any  reason  wish  to  sever  his  relation 
with  the  winner,  he  may  do  so  by  paying  him  an  additional  sum  equal  to  three  quar- 
ters of  one  per  cent,  (one  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  in  all)  in  lieu  of  carrying  out  the 
agreement  to  employ  him  as  architect.  Provision  should  further  be  made  that  if 
the  owner  fail,  within  twelve  months  of  the  award,  to  give  the  winner  instructions  to 
proceed  with  working  drawings,  or  if  at  any  time  before  the  working  drawings  are 
started  the  intended  work  be  abandoned,  there  shall  fall  due  to  the  winner  three- 
quarters  of  one  per  cent,  (one  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  in  all)  in  lieu  of  carrying 
out  the  agreement  to  employ  him  as  architect. 

11.  On  the  Conduct  of  Architects. 

No  architect  shall  submit  in  competition  a  design  which  has  not  been  produced  in 
his  own  office  or  under  his  own  direction. 

The  Canons  of  Ethics  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  declare  that  it  is 
unprofessional  conduct  for  an  architect — 

1.  To  take  part  in  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  approved  by  the  Institute. 
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2.  To  attempt  in  any  way,  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor,  to  secure  work 
for  which  a  competition  is  in  progress. 

3.  To  attempt  to  influence,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  award  in  a  competition 
in  which  he  is  a  competitor. 

4.  To  accept  the  commission  to  do  the  work  for  which  a  competition  has  been 
instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity,  either  in  drawing  the  programme 
or  making  the  award. 

12.  On  the  Conduct  of  the  Owner. 

In  order  to  maintain  absolute  impartiality  toward  all  competitors,  the  owner,  his 
representatives,  and  all  connected  with  the  enterprise,  should,  as  soon  as  a  compe- 
tition is  determined  upon,  refrain  from  holding  any  communication  in  regard  to  it 
with  any  architect  except  the  professional  adviser.  The  meeting  with  competitors 
described  in  Article  4,  Section  A,  is  of  course  an  exception. 

13.  On  the  Position  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

The  Institute  does  not  presume  to  dictate  the  owner's  course  in  conducting  com- 
petitions, but  aims  to  assist  him  by  advising  the  adoption  of  such  methods  as  experi- 
ence has  proved  just  and  wise.  The  Institute,  however,  entertains  such  definite 
convictions  upon  the  subject  of  competitions  that  its  convention  held  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  December  14,  15  and  16,  1909,  authorized  the  Board  of  Directors  to  issue  this 
circular  and  to  inform  members  that  the  following  resolutions  approved  by  that 
convention  are  in  effect. 

Resolved  :  That  it  is  unprofessional  conduct  for  any  member  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  to  take  part  as  a  competitor  or  juror  in  any  competition  unless  its  programme 
shall  have  received  the  formal  approval  of  the  Institute  if  the  competition  be  open  to 
members  of  more  than  one  Chapter,  or  of  the  Chapter  if  the  competition  be  open  to  members 
of  only  one  Chapter;  and  that  the  Board  of  Directors  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorizedto give 
such  approval  in  the  name  of  the  Institute  and  to  delegate  this  authority. 

Members  are,  therefore,  informed  that  the  above  resolution  will  be  in  force  on  and 
after  the  30th  day  of  March,  1910,  and  that  the  Board  has  delegated  its  authority  to 
give  the  formal  approval  of  the  Institute  on  competition  programmes  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Competitions  and  to  a  sub-committee  on  Competitions  in  each  Chapter 
of  the  Institute,  of  which  sub-committee  the  President  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  the 
Chairman. 

14.  On  the  Duties  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  and  of  Sub-Committees 
on  Competitions. 

As  competition  practice  must  of  necessity  vary  for  different  occasions  and  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States,  considerable  latitude  of  interpretation  is  given 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  and  to  sub-committees  on  competitions 
which,  however,  should  withhold  the  approval  of  the  Institute  unless  in  the  main 
the  programme  conforms  to  the  spirit  of  this  circular. 
Mandatory  Instructions. 

The  following  instructions  are,  however,  mandatory:  The  approval  of  the  Institute 
must  be  withheld  from  a  competition — 
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(a)  //  it  appear  that  the  programme  is  not  in  consonance  with  the  law; 

(b)  Unless  the  programme  excludes  from  the  competition  all  persons  who  cannot  in 
advance  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owner  their  competence  to  design  and  execute 
the  work; 

(c)  Unless  the  programme  provides  for  a  professional  adviser  as  called  for  in  Article  2, 
or  for  a  competent  jury  as  called  for  in  Article  7,  or  for  both; 

(d)  Unless  the  programme  constitutes  definite  contracts  explicitly  covering  all  the  points 
set  forth  in  Article  10. 

Exceptions  to  Articles  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  may  be  made  only  when  and  in  so  far  as  their 
provisions  are  contrary  to  law. 

Competitions  held  by  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United  States  under  the  Tarsney 
Act  and  International  competitions  do  not  require  the  approval  of  the  Institute. 

An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  any  sub-committee  may  be  made  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Competitions  of  The  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  thence  to  the  Board 
of  Directors.

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CONSERVATION   CIRCULARS   ISSUED   BY   THE  FOREST 

SERVICE. 

The  inclosed  information  is  given  out  by  the  Forest  Service  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  law  to  the  following  effect : 

"  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  paid  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  preparation  or  publication  of  any  newspaper  or  maga- 
zine article,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  giving  out  to  all  persons  without  discrimi- 
nation, including  newspaper  and  magazine  -writers  and  publishers,  of  any  facts  or 
official  information  of  value  to  the  public." 

The  circulars  received  by  the  Institute,  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Bulletin,  of  most  interest  to  architects,  are  given  below. 

Lumber  Output  Worth  More  Than  Half  Billion. 

Washington,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  and  Wisconsin,  in  the  order  named, 
constitute  the  Big  Five  in  producing  the  country's  lumber  supply  whose  valuation 
for  last  year  runs  far  above  the  half  billion  dollar  mark.  Texas,  Michigan,  Oregon, 
Minnesota,  and  Pennsylvania  came  after  the  first  five  states  and  others  followed  in 
decreasing  amounts  down  to  Utah,  the  lowest  on  the  fist,  with  Nevada  and  North 
Dakota,  having  little  timbered  area,  not  rated  at  all. 

While  the  total  valuation  of  the  lumber,  lath,  and  shingle  production  reached 
$541,545,640,  this  amount  represents  a  decrease  of  twenty-three  per  cent,  under 
the  previous  year's  output.  The  number  of  mills  reporting  was  31,231  and  these 
manufactured  33,224,369,000  board  feet  of  lumber,  valued  at  $510,575,822  and 
2,986,684,000  lath  valued  at  $6,791,328,  while  the  shingle  makers  turned  out 
12,106,483,000  shingles  valued  at  $24,178,490.  The  average  value  of  lumber  at 
the  point  of  manufacture  was  $15.37  a  thousand  feet,  $2.27  a  thousand  for  lath, 
and  $2.00  a  thousand  for  shingles. 

Yellow  pine  of  the  South,  which  has  been  far  in  the  lead  in  the  lumber  production 
for  more  than  a  decade,  more  than  maintained  its  supremacy  last  year,  contributing 
slightly  more  than  thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  total  cut  from  all  kinds.  Douglas 
fir  of  the  Northwest  ranked  second  and  white  pine  third.  Practically  all  kinds 
showed  a  marked  decreased  cut,  and  for  the  first  three  kinds  of  timber  there  was  a 
falling  off  of  fifteen,  twenty-two  and  twenty  per  cent.,  respectively.     Oak  and  hem- 
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lock  maintained  their  relative  ranks  but  showed  decreases  of  twenty-five  per  cent, 
each  in  amount  produced,  and  spruce  dropped  eighteen  per  cent. 

Louisiana  was  the  heaviest  producer  of  yellow  pine  lumber,  supplying  nearly  one- 
fifth  of  the  total  production.  Texas,  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  and  Alabama  followed 
in  the  order  named.  The  State  of  Washington,  alone,  supplied  more  than  three- 
fifths  of  the  Douglas  fir  cut,  while  the  bulk  of  the  remainder  came  from  Oregon. 
Minnesota  produced  about  a  third  of  the  white  pine,  followed  by  Wisconsin  with 
about  fifteen  per  cent,  and  New  Hampshire  with  ten  per  cent.  An  interesting 
feature  of  the  report  is  that  two  New  England  States,  Maine  and  Massachusetts, 
produced  more  white  pine  than  Michigan,  which  for  many  years  led  the  country 
in  producing  this  valuable  timber. 

Oak  lumber  manufacture  now  centers  in  Kentucky,  West  Virginia  and  Tennessee. 
Wisconsin  comes  first  in  the  production  of  hemlock,  taking  the  position  held  by 
Pennsylvania  for  so  many  years.  Altogether  the  lumber  report  bulletin,  which 
is  free,  by  the  way,  contains  fifty-seven  pages,  and  gives  detailed  figures  upon  the 
quality  and  value  of  forty-five  kinds  of  lumber  manufactured  in  the  United  States 
last  year.  The  work  on  it  was  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of 
four,  consisting  of  W.  M.  Steuart,  chief  statistician  for  manufacturers,  and  J.  E. 
Whelchol,  expert  chief  of  division,  representing  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  R.  S. 
Kellogg,  assistant  forester,  and  A.  H.  Pierson,  forest  assistant,  representing  the 
United  States  Forest  Service. 

Timber  Sale  Business  in  the  Northwest  Increases. 

A  statement  just  received  at  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Forest 
Service  Office  at  Portland,  Oregon,  shows  that  the  timber  sale  business  on  National 
Forests  in  the  Pacific  northwest  is  increasing  very  rapidly.  This  increase  is  regarded 
as  an  index  of  the  revival  of  business  in  the  lumber  industry  generally,  and  shows 
also  the  growing  use  of  National  Forest  resources  by  the  public. 

The  contrast  between  the  amount  and  value  of  timber  sold  during  the  last  six 
months  of  1909  and  that  sold  during  the  corresponding  period  in  1908  is  very  marked. 
The  figures  just  received  are  for  most  of  the  National  Forests  in  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, and  they  show  timber  sales  of  over  52  million  feet,  for  nearly  $114,000, 
during  the  last  six  months  of  1909.  This  compares  with  sales  of  about  17  million 
feet,  for  a  total  of  $27,000,  during  the  same  period  in  1908. 

The  local  officers  of  the  Department  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  fact  that 
the  demand  for  National  Forest  timber  is  increasing  so  decidedly.  The  prospects 
for  the  coming  six  months  are  regarded  as  promising  even  better  than  what  has  been 
realized  in  the  period  just  past.  This  increasing  timber  sale  business  opens  the  way 
to  management  of  the  National  Forests  along  the  best  lines,  by  permitting  the 
removal  of  over-mature  and  decadent  timber  which  has  practically  come  to  a  stand- 
still in  point  of  growth,  and  allowing  replacement  of  these  trees  with  a  fully  stocked 
stand  of  rapidly  growing  young  trees.

Pacific  Coast  Lumber  Manufacturers  Take  Initiative  in  Timber 

Conservation. 

The  Pacific  coast  lumber  manufacturers  have  taken  the  initiative  in  an  important 
step  for  the  promotion  of  proper  and  conservative  use  of  their  timber  supply.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  large  manufacturers  of  lumber  in  the  States  of  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington have  entered  into  an  agreement  to  manufacture  odd,  as  well  as  even  lengths 
in  flooring,  finish,  and  similar  planing  mill  products.  Heretofore  it  has  been  custom- 
ary to  manufacture  these  products  in  even  lengths  only.  Now  it  is  proposed  to 
trim  the  manufactured  lumber  to  lengths  of  odd  numbers  as  well  as  even  numbers 
of  feet.  Under  the  old  system,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  lumber  which  came  to 
the  shaping  machine  was  wasted  and  this  action  has  been  taken  in  order  to  save  that 
waste. 

Considerable  opposition  to  this  innovation  has  arisen  among  retailers  and  con- 
sumers. The  retailer  contends  that  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  dispose  of  odd  length 
material  because  of  the  common  practice  in  the  construction  of  wooden  buildings, 
claiming  that  the  initial  saving  of  the  manufacturer  is  transferred  to  the  consumer. 
This  is  denied,  however,  because  of  the  proportionally  small  amount  of  odd  length 
material  which  will  occur  under  the  new  system,  and  because  of  the  latter  day 
practice  of  laying  sub-floors  of  rough  lumber  and  sheathing  on  the  sides  of  the  house 
before  putting  the  finishing  material  in  place. 

Because  of  the  conservation  element  which  enters  into  this  question,  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  has  been  recommending  the  adoption  of  odd  lengths  for  some 
time  past.  The  Portland  office  of  the  Service  has  recently  made  an  investigation 
of  the  actual  amount  of  unnecessary  waste  incident  to  the  manufacture  of  even 
lengths  only,  and  these  figures  show  that  under  the  old  system  the  refuse  burner 
consumed  about  two  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  of  the  important  forms  of  planing 
mill  products  which  are  manufactured  from  Douglas  fir  and  other  important  forest 
species,  in  the  States  of  Oregon  and  Washington. 

When  it  is  considered  that  about  750,000,000  feet  of  planing  mill  products  are 
manufactured  annually  in  the  two  States  mentioned  above,  this  two  per  cent, 
assumes  important  proportions.  The  Forest  Service  is  authority  for  the  statement 
that  15,000,000  board  feet  of  high  priced  lumber  can  be  saved  annually  in  Oregon 
and  Washington  by  the  manufacture  of  planing  mill  products  into  lengths  of  odd 
feet  as  well  as  even.  It  would  require  the  yearly  growth  of  timber  on  approximately 
30,000  acres  of  average  timber  land  to  produce  the  amount  of  lumber  which  this 
annual  waste  represents.  The  manufacturer  is  convinced  that  the  waste  is  unnec- 
essary. His  greatest  trouble  now  lies  with  a  similar  conviction  on  the  part  of  the 
consumer,  that  odd  lengths  can  be  used  as  economically  as  even  lengths.

Rhode  Island  Chapter. 

A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  December  16,  1909,  at  the 
University  Club  with  dinner  at  half  past  six. 

President  Sawtelle  occupied  the  chair. 

Mr.  Cady  spoke  in  favor  of  an  exhibition  to  be  held  by  the  Chapter. 

It  was  voted  that  the  matter  of  an  exhibition  be  referred  to  a  committee  which 
should  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Cady  and  Hindle  as  the  committee. 

The  President  then  introduced  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Sears,  who  spoke  on  "The  Function 
of>the  Landscape  Architect."  Mr.  Sears  illustrated  his  talk  with  lantern  slides  from 
beautiful  photographs  of  European  and  American  work  and  described  in  a  most 
interesting  way  the  work  which  the  landscape  architect  ought  to  do,  as  shown  by 
gardens  ranging  from  the  Villa  Lante  to  the  latest  English  or  American  production. 

Considerable  discussion  followed  the  formal  talk,  and  Mr.  Smith  as  well  as  Mr. 
Sears  answered  many  questions  as  to  the  relation  which  should  be  maintained  be- 
tween the  architect  and  his  landscape  brother  in  their  work  on  the  same  estate. 

It  was  voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Chapter  be  extended  to  Mr.  Sears  and  to  Mr. 
Smith. 

A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  January  5,  1910,  at  the  Uni- 
University  Club,  with  dinner  at  half  past  six. 

President  Sawtelle  occupied  the  chair. 

Mr.  Homer,  the  Chapter  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  the  Institute,  made  his 
report. 

Mr.  Cady  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  Exhibition. 

It  was  voted  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  Chapter  hold  an  exhibition. 

It  was  voted  that  the  exhibition  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chapter  but 
that,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Committee,  invitations  be  extended  to  other  Rhode 
Island  architects  and  to  foreign  architects  who  have  executed  work  in  Rhode  Island. 

It  was  voted  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  President  with  power 
to  conduct  the  exhibition. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Cady,  Hindle,  Homer,  Elliott  and  Jackson. 

The  Secretary,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial  to  Mr.  Alfred  Stone, 
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recommended  placing  a  rustic  stone  seat  in  Swan  Point  Cemetery  on  the  road  leading 
from  the  new  entrance,  and  paying  for  the  same  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
members  of  the  Chapter. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  erect  the  memorial  to  Mr. 
Stone,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  voluntary  contributions  from  members  of  the 
Chapter.

Brooklyn  Chapter. 

The  Brooklyn  Chapter  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  location 
of  the  new  court-house  in  Brooklyn,  attending  the  hearings  on  the 
subject  and  was  successful  in  persuading  the  judges  in  abandoning 
the  site  which  they  had  selected  for  a  site  nearer  the  proposed  civic 
center.  The  Chapter,  through  a  special  committee,  Mr.  Alexander 
Mackintosh,  Chairman,  prepared  a  plan  for  a  civic  center  and  are 
doing  their  best  to  have  it  adopted  by  the  city.  This  plan  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Chapter  at  a  dinner  held  recently  at  the  Hamilton  Club, 
by  whom  it  was  enthusiastically  received  and  discussed.  There  were 
present  as  guests  at  this  dinner:  Mr.  Irving  K.  Pond,  President  of  the 
Institute;  Commissioner  Edward  M.  Bassett,  and  Park  Commissioner 
E.  B.  Stover.  President  Pond  spoke  briefly  upon  the  problems 
encountered  by  a  city  attempting  to  beautify  its  streets  and  buildings 
and  that  there  was  little  use  to  attempt  this  until  the  city  had  first 
been  made  wholesome  and  convenient.  Commissioner  Bassett  also 
took  this  same  view  and  enlarged  on  some  of  the  problems  to  be  solved 
in  Brooklyn.  He  thought  the  architects  should  conduct  a  campaign 
of  education,  stating  that  even  those  who  were  convinced  of  the  impor- 
tance and  wisdom  of  the  movement  needed  the  architects  to  tell  them 
how  to  accomplish  it. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter,  held  December  27,  1909,  the 
following  action  was  taken  on  the  deaths  of  two  of  its  members,  Mr. 
Washington  Hull  and  Mr.  A.  V.  Porter:

New  Jersey  Chapter. 

The  New  Jersey  Chapter  is  now  busy  upon  various  matters  of  interest,  partic- 
ularly the  establishment  of  an  atelier  for  young  men,  which  we  call  the  "New 
Jersey  Architectural  Club."  Twenty-six  young  men  have  entered  said  class,  under 
a  very  efficient  instructor,  Mr.  Jordan  Green.  We  have  rented  excellent  quarters 
for  the  establishment  of  this  class  and  have  fitted  same  up,  and  the  young  men  are 
very  enthusiastic  concerning  the  problem.  We  expect  it  to  be  a  very  successful 
venture  upon  the  part  of  the  Chapter  and  anticipate  that  the  members  will  derive 
much  benefit  from  same. 

We  have  recently  organized  a  "Draughtsmen's  Exchange"  under  the  charge  of  a 
committee  of  the  Chapter.  The  number  of  young  men  registering  at  the  start  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  a  very  useful  institution  in  bringing  draughtsmen 
in  touch  with  those  who  need  their  services. 
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The  Chapter  is  interested  in  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  cities  of  Newark 
and  Jersey  City,  the  largest  cities  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  cities  of  the  Union. 

In  connection  with  each  monthly  meeting,  a  paper  or  lecture  is  read  after  the 
regular  dinner  of  the  Chapter. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Chapter  an  illustrated  lecture  was  delivered  by  Col. 
J.  Hollis  Wells,  of  the  firm  of  Clinton  &  Russell,  entitled  Hudson  Terminal  Stations, 
which  paper  was  originally  delivered  before  the  Institute  at  the  recent  Convention 
in  Washington. 

"Conditions  in  New  York,"  he  said,  "have  developed  in  an  acute  form  during  a 
very  brief  and  recent  period.  Further,  as  the  growth  of  the  tributary  population 
has  radiated  from  the  downtown  center,  it  has  spread  into  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
and  as  a  result  there  has  been  built  up  within  the  immediate  suburban  district,  a 
population  exceeding  a  million  people,  all  tributary  to  the  business  center  of  New 
York  City." 

Colonel  Wells  told  how  the  desirability  of  a  tunnel  line  entering  New  York  City 
from  New  Jersey  was  first  practically  considered  in  1873,  and  he  gave  statistics  to 
show  the  extent  of  the  problem  that  had  to  be  solved.

Philadelphia  Chapter. 
{From  the  American  Architect  of  29th  December,  1909.) 

The  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  A.  I.  A., 
was  celebrated  on  the  evening  of  December  11,  by  a  banquet  at  the  Bellevue-Strat- 
ford  Hotel.  This  very  energetic  organization  gathered  about  its  board  a  number  of 
distinguished  guests.  The  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  Mr.  William  D. 
Hewitt,  the  president  of  the  Chapter,  who  then  introduced  Mr.  Albert  Kelsey,  who 
acted  as  toastmaster. 

Responding  to  the  toast,  "Characteristic  Features  of  American  Cities,"  Mr.  Irving 
K.  Pond  spoke  as  follows: 

"Mr.  President,  Gentlemen  and  Guests  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter: 

"  I  deem  it  a  high  honor  to  be  permitted  this  evening  to  present  my  felicitations 
and  to  hear  the  congratulations  of  my  Chapter  to  you  on  this  the  occasion  of  the 
fortieth  anniversary  of  your  Chapter's  birth.  I  am  proud  to  have  my  name  on  the 
roll  of  your  confreres.  The  experience  of  a  recent  trip  in  which  I  touched  the  western 
and  eastern  borders  of  our  great  country'  brought  home  to  me  more  deeply  than  ever 
what  a  proud  possession  is  membership  in  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 
Everywhere  from  coast  to  coast  was  clearly  evidenced  the  American  spirit,  every- 
where was  the  family  resemblance;  yet  everywhere  was  evinced  that  individuality, 
which  made  the  journey  from  one  place  to  another  fruitful  and  full  of  interest.

And  to-night  I  want  to  make  the  plea  for  individuality  and  for  adherence  to  local 
custom  and  tradition  when  they  are  based  upon  the  solid  ground  of  ethnic,  climatic 
and  geographic  conditions,  and  for  the  development  of  such  customs  and  traditions 
where  the  soil  is  ripe.  In  the  advance  of  architectural  and  social  sophistication  not 
all  of  our  cities  have  lost  their  individual  flavor,  and  to  maintain  and  emphasize 
that  flavor  should  be  a  duty.  Here  and  there  architectural  trousers  are  turned  up 
in  imitation  of  the  English  and  here  and  there  dabs  of  French  cosmetics  are  smeared 
upon  the  facades,  but  in  general  the  aspect  is  American  and  smacks  of  the  region 
soil.  And  why  not?  Our  sons  may  for  a  bit  be  silly  and  overdress  or  underdress  their 
callow  parts;  our  daughters  may  be  at  one  time  over-frivolous,  the  other  time  over- 
prudish — but  they  are  at  heart  clean  and  strong  and  American.  And  to  be  American 
means  to  have  breadth  of  character  and  outlook.  Under  our  skies  are  at  the  same 
moment  winter  snows  and  summer  flowers;  within  our  borders  are  broad  prairies 
and  inland  seas,  rugged  and  snow-capped  mountains  and  mighty  rivers,  undulating  hills 
and  placid  lakes;  and  each  locality  is  inhabited  by  beings  sensitive  to  the  native  charm 
of  the  region  and  willing  and  waiting  to  echo  that  charm  in  architecture,  if  the 
architect  will  but  help  them.  But  instead  of  bread  is  he  not  offering  a  stone?  Out 
of  each  town,  large  or  small,  is  he  not  making,  so  far  as  in  him  lies,  a  little  con- 
ventional Paris,  or  a  little  New  York  of  the  lowest  type?  Why  reduce  all  our  would- 
be,  and  should-be,  vital  sons  and  daughters  to  conventional  automata?  Why  not 
echo  the  serious  note  of  the  mountain  when  you  are  building  under  its  crest,  and  if 
you  are  in  its  fruited  and  flowered  valley  why  not  echo  the  spirit  of  fruit  and  flower 
in  the  forms  and  colors  of  the  detail?  Why  not  reflect  the  sun  in  the  facade  when 
you  are  building  under  its  genial  rays,  and  why  not  feature  the  shelting  roof  when 
in  the  locality  storms  occur  at  frequent  intervals?  Why  reduce  everything  every- 
where to  the  deadly  dull  level  of  copy-book  architecture?  Why  cannot  the  schools 
and  ateliers  produce  poets  and  annihilate  stranglers  of  sentiment?  What  is  the 
architect?  Emerson  has  described  him — for  "semi-god"  substitute  architect! 
The  word  fills  equally  the  measure  and  the  thought: 

"  Can  rules  and  tutors  educate 
The  semi-god  which  we  await? 
He  must  be  musical, 
Tremulous,  impressional; 
Alive  to  gentle  influence 
Of  landscape  and  of  sky 
And  tender  to  the  spirit-touch 
Of  man's  or  maiden's  eye. 
But  to  his  native  center  fast 
Shall  into  Future  fuse  the  Past, 
And  the  world's  flowing  fates  in  his  own  mould  recast. 

"  In  these  days  of  conservation  the  architects,  and  above  all,  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects,  should  be  the  conservators  of  our  national  sentiment  in  art  of 
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our  national  idealism.  There  was  a  movement,  by  those  concerned,  to  employ 
European  architects  to  design  after  the  European  manner  the  great  buildings  for 
the  coming  international  exposition  in  Japan. 

"The  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  certain  art  societies  considered  the 
propriety  of  addressing  a  communication  to  the  Mikado  suggesting  that  in  the  interest 
of  art  and  the  eternal  fitness  of  things,  the  buildings  be  done  by  Japanese  architects 
after  the  manner  of  their  own  art.  Are  not  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
and  the  art  societies  equally  concerned  with  the  fitness  of  things  at  home?  Ah,' 
it  is  answered,  'Japan  has  a  distinctive  architecture  and  America  has  none.'  Give 
America  a  chance.  There  are  brains,  heart,  and  good  taste  and  common  sense  in 
America;  give  them  a  chance  to  break  through  the  Latin  shroud  and  to  do  the  obvious 
thing  in  the  reasonable  manner.  Was  Japan  sensitive  and  timid  before  the  sophis- 
ticated foreigner  that  she  sought  European  counsel  in  her  exposition  architecture? 
Are  we  different  that  we  bow  to  Europe,  just  at  this  present  time  to  Paris,  in  our 
art?     The  American  architect  to-day  is  like  a  guest  in  a  friend's  house. 

"My  plea  is  for  a  distinctive  national  unity  and  variety  in  that  unity.  I  want 
to  see  Boston  stay  Boston,  with  its  quaint  graveyards,  its  crooked  streets  and  its 
prim  little  Puritan  ways.  I  want  to  see  Father  Knickerbocker  come  to  himself, 
lay  aside  his  borrowed  toga,  and  eliminate  the  French  shrug  of  the  shoulders,  which 
is  becoming  habitual.  The  two  do  not  harmonize  anyway.  I  want  to  see  the  "  City 
of  Brotherly  Love"  become  so  architecturally  as  well  as  in  name!  The  buildings 
of  the  city  used  to  scream  at  each  other  and  at  themselves.  But  the  armies  of  good 
taste  under  the  lead  of  your  noble  Chapter  are  encamped  on  the  hills — in  German- 
town,  in  Mount  Airy,  on  Chestnut  Hill — and  are  gradually  investing  the  city.  I 
want  to  see  the  placid  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  close  calmly  over  the  body — over 
the  spirit — of  any  man  who  suggests  a  beaux  arts  civic  center  for  the  city  of  Chicago, 
or  in  any  way  interferes  with  a  rational,  beautiful  and  American  development  of 
the  great  strenuous  and  vital  prairie  town.  I  want  to  see  Los  Angeles  less  imitative 
of  Chicago  and  the  East  and  turn  her  eyes  toward  San  Francisco,  or,  better,  up  to 
her  own  everlasting  hills.  I  want  to  see  San  Francisco  develop  further  the  spirit  of 
the  coast  which  now  imitates  her.  The  fire  quake  threw  off  the  shackles  of  the  past, 
and  now  in  San  Francisco  there  is  a  definite  though  seemingly  subconscious  move- 
ment to  reflect,  in  the  mass,  the  grand,  serious  spirit  of  the  mountains,  as  did  the 
founders  of  the  missions,  and  to  detail  as  do  the  Orientals  in  the  brilliant,  colorful, 
rich  spirit  of  the  valleys.  When  the  pendulum  swings  and  the  tide  of  artistic  empire 
sets  eastward  from  the  Pacific,  our  American  architecture  will  suffer  no  less  of  dis- 
tinction and  will  gain  measurably  in  spirit.  With  the  Orient  tickling  the  fancy  and 
and  the  early  Spaniards  stirring  the  imagination  what  heights  in  architecture  might 
not  be  reached  by  our  technically  trained  craft,  could  we  but  feel,  could  the  heart 
hold  equal  sway  with  the  brain,  and  sentiment  as  well  as  knowledge  guide  the  fingers?" 

J.  Randolph  Coolidge,  Jr.,  of  Boston,  delivered  an  extended  address  in  reply  to 
the  toast  of  'Architectural  Progress  in  the  United  States  During  the  Last  Forty 
Years,"  concluding  as  follows: 
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"  I  think  of  the  American  architect  in  times  to  come  not  as  a  great  creative  artist, 
but  rather  as  a  thoroughly  trained  director  or  manager  of  building  enterprises. 
The  increasing  pressure  for  speedy  and  adequate  execution  will  preclude  exhaustive 
study  or  tentative  experimentation.  With  continually  multiplied  requirements, 
materials  and  methods  of  building,  study  will  be  mostly  summary  and  experiment 
will  take  the  form  of  actual  construction.  The  architect  will  be  surrounded  by 
specialists  in  design,  in  construction,  in  superintendence,  in  technical  research,  but 
will  himself  be  the  master  mind  that  organizes  and  directs  those  who  plan  or  super- 
vise actual  work. 

"He  will  endeavor  to  attach  to  his  office  men  who  do  in  every  department  of 
architectural  practice  better  work  than  he  knows  how  to  do  himself  and  will  turn 
their  individual  capacities  to  the  very  best  account,  giving  suitable  encouragement 
and  recognition  to  each  and  inspiring  a  common  purpose  and  a  concerted  effort  for 
the  sake  of  the  work  and  of  the  office.  His  services  will  be  paid  for  largely  on  the 
basis  of  the  actual  expense  to  his  office  of  each  piece  of  work  with  fees  for  mere 
consultation  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  his  time.  He  will  deserve  to  exercise  a 
greater  moral  influence  in  public  affairs  than  those  whose  professional  career  is 
more  limited  in  place  and  time. 

"  The  scope  of  his  organized  effort  will  be  at  least  as  wide  as  the  nation,  and  his 
authority  that  of  a  trained  continuing  executive,  a  man  of  varied  and  large  under- 
takings, with  a  high  sense  of  duty,  and  a  generous  friend  of  public  spirit." 

The  following  Competition  Code  was  adopted  by  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  September  28,  1909: 

It  is  recognized  that  in  certain  cases,  notably  for  structures  of  a  public  or  semi- 
public  nature,  architectural  competitions  may  be  necessary  or  desirable,  and  that 
in  any  competition  the  interest  of  each  party  (the  public  or  client  for  the  one  part, 
the  architects  for  the  other),  should  be  equally  guarded.  The  Philadelphia  Chapter 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  therefore  regards  the  following  to  be  essen- 
tial requirements  for  architectural  competitions: 

a.  That  the  problem,  to  be  suitable  for  competition,  shall  involve  a  construction 
cost  of  not  less  than  $50,000,  except  for  special  or  monumental  work. 

b.  That  one  or  more  competent  professional  advisors  in  good  standing  be  employed 
in  order  to  secure  a  proper  technical  preparation  of  the  programme  and  profes- 
sional advice  in  making  the  award.* 

*In  any  competition,  when,  by  reason  of  exceptional  circumstances,  no  profes- 
sional advisor  is  employed,  and  the  programme  is  otherwise  in  accordance  with  this 
code,  any  member  may  submit  the  case  with  explanations  to  the  Committee  on 
Competitions  for  a  ruling.  If  the  Committee,  having  in  mind  the  best  interest  of 
the  Chapter,  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to  justify  such 
action,  it  may  suspend  in  the  particular  case,  the  rule  as  to  professional  advice, 
otherwise  the  same  shall  hold  good.

c.  That  conditions  for  all  competitors  shall  be  uniform  unless  clearly  so  stated 
in  the  programme. 

d.  That  definite  assurance  be  given  to  award  the  work  to  the  author  or  authors 
of  the  design  placed  first,  or  in  default  thereof  to  pay  him  or  them  suitable  com- 
pensation. 

e.  That  the  compensation  for  service  on  all  work  made  the  subject  of  competition 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Schedule  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

/.  That  a  complete  list  of  competitors  be  furnished  to  each  competitor  upon 
request.

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Dayton  Chapter. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  Mr.  James  Knox  Taylor, 
Supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury,  who  was  in  Dayton  in  reference 
to  the  matter  of  the  post  office,  was  entertained  by  the  Chapter. 

The  Chapter,  which  is  in  favor  of  a  new  Federal  Building,  passed  the 
following  resolutions  in  this  connection  at  a  recent  meeting : 

Whereas,  the  Chapter  is  informed  that  the  last  National  Congress  passed  a  bill 
appropriating  the  sum  of  $300,000  for  the  purpose  of  remodeling  and  extending  the 
present  local  postoffice  building,  and 

Whereas,  this  legislation  if  carried  into  execution  establishes  in  our  city  the 
Federal  building  which  must  serve  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  or  more,  and     f     ' 

Whereas,  the  convenience,  adequacy,  and  location  of  the  building  are  factors  of 
moment  to  all  citizens;  convenience  in  their  daily  use  of  the  building;  adequacy  in 
its  ample  provision  for  the  increasing  needs  of  our  development,  and  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  additional  government  offices  that  should  properly  be  established 
here;  location  in  its  effect  on  property  values  and  artistic  setting;  and 

Whereas,  it  reflects  the  national  government's  opinion  of  our  city,  and  as  such 
impresses  our  visitors ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  in  our  opinion  the  present  site,  with  its  limitations,  is  insufficient 
in  size  for  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  various  departments  of  a  government 
building,  close  enough  to  the  street  level  to  be  convenient,  or  properly  lighted  and 
ventilated;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  we  deem  the  present  location  detrimental  to  the  best  business 
interests  of  the  city,  in  that  it  will  always  block  the  continuity  of  our  best  business 
street,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  in  our  judgment  the  present  site  does  not  offer  sufficient  latitude 
of  view,  proper  setting,  or  opportunity  of  embellishment ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  we  do  not  deem  the  style  of  architecture  of  the  present  building  a 
proper  one  for  the  suitable  artistic  expression  of  a  building  for  this  use ;  and 

Resolved,  that  in  our  experience  any  alteration  scheme  is  never  as  perfect  as  an 
original  scheme,  and  always  represents  a  compromise  and  a  loss,  financially,  prac- 
tically and  artistically;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  as  publicly  as  possible  oppose  the  remodeling  and  extension  of 
the  present  building,  and  recommend  the  erection  of  an  entirely  new  building  on 
a  new  site. 

Atlanta  Chapter. 

The  first  annual  Architectural  Exhibition  in  Atlanta  is  to  be  held 
from  May  2  to  11,  1910,  by  the  Atlanta  Chapter  and  the  Architectural 
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Arts  League  jointly.     Speaking  of  the  coming  exhibition  the  Atlanta 
Journal  has  the  following: 

"There  is  cause  for  general  satisfaction  in  the  announcement  that  the  Atlanta 
Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  is  soon  to  put  forth  an  exhibit 
illustrating  the  progress  and  the  present  status  of  their  art  in  this  city. 

"The  enterprise  is  timely  and  will  do  much  to  bestir  public  interest  in  a  subject 
that  vitally  concerns  Atlanta  in  her  immediate  stage  of  development.  A  city's 
architecture  is  the  truest  revelation  it  makes  of  itself  to  the  outside  world.  It  was 
through  the  wonderful  beauty  of  temple,  palace  or  cathedral  that  Athens  and 
Florence  wrought  their  spell  upon  the  ancient  world.  And  the  alert  cities  of  to-day, 
realizing  the  significance  of  public  buildings  that  are  harmoniously  designed,  are 
placing  unusual  stress  upon  the  fact.  In  Germany  whole  communities  have  been 
uprooted  in  order  that  structures  might  be  made  more  artistic  or  placed  more 
advantageously. 

"Atlanta  doubtless  has  much  yet  to  be  done  in  this  particular,  but  for  the  past 
decade  or  two  she  has  many  gratifying  results  to  show.  She  has  long  since  out- 
grown the  gingerbread  era  and  is  entering  upon  a  period  of  substantial  and  well- 
directed  taste.  This  is  apparent  in  her  business  buildings  as  well  as  in  churches  and 
residences.  For  what  has  been  accomplished  and  is  now  being  done  we  have  the 
local  association  of  architects  largely  to  thank.  They  are  working  in  conscientious 
devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  their  art  and  with  what  civic  pride  they  are  impelled 
their  new  project  abundantly  proves.  The  exhibit  deserves  the  entire  city's  praise 
and  it  will  no  doubt  attract  the  popular  interest  it  merits." 

Memorial. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Atlanta  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
held,  November  17,  on  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Gottfrid  L.  Norrman,  it  was 
decided  unanimously  that  each  member  of  the  Chapter  would  close  his  office  between 
the  hours  of  3  and  4,  the  hour  of  the  funeral.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare 
a  resolution  expressing  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  associates  in 
the  Chapter,  and  the  sorrow  at  his  death. 

It  was  ordered  that  a  floral  design  be  sent  in  the  name  of  the  Chapter,  and  that 
every  member  attend  the  funeral. 

The  following  resolution  prepared  by  the  Committee  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  on  the  sixteenth  of  November,  this  Chapter  was  deprived  by  death  of 
the  fellowship  of  Gottfrid  L.  Norrman,  a  member  of  the  Chapter  since  its  organi- 
zation, Vice-President  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects  since  1897;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  this  Chapter  desires  to  place  on  records  in  its  minutes,  the  fact  that 
during  all  the  years  of  his  active  practice  Mr.  Norrman  was  a  conspicuous  example 
of  the  practitioner  who  pursues  an  honorable,  conscientious  and  successful  course. 
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His  chief  practice  was  the  designing  of  residences,  and  many  cities  afford  instances 
of  houses  his  skill  and  artistic  taste  produced.  Besides  those  he  executed  many 
churches,  hotels  and  business  buildings,  such  as  the  First  Baptist  Church,  the  John 
Silvey  Wholesale  Building,  and  the  Sweetwater  Park  Hotel. 

For  many  years  he  gave  willing  and  efficient  aid  to  the  profession,  and  no  one 
more  than  he  recognized  the  value  of  earnest  study  in  the  pursuit  of  his  profession. 

This  Chapter  will  long  miss  his  fellowship  and  sincerely  mourn  his  loss. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  members  of  his  family, 
with  an  expression  of  the  Chapter's  sympathy  in  their  bereavement;  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  with  a  request  that  it  be  published  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  body;  and  to  the  Atlanta  daily  papers  with  a  request  for  pub- 
lication.

Louisville  Chapter. 

The  annual  banquet  of  the  Chapter  was  held  December  21,  1909, 
at  which  the  report  of  the  Chapter  delegates  to  the  Washington  Con- 
vention was  made. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Chapter  assisted  the  Tenement  House 
Commission  in  framing  a  new  tenement  house  bill  which  it  is  expected 
will  pass  the  Legislature  at  its  present  session. 

The  regular  Chapter  meetings  are  now  held  monthly,  at  the  noon 
hour,  in  connection  with  a  business  men's  lunch,  which  arrangement 
has  proved  to  be  the  means  of  getting  the  best  attendance  to  transact 
the  Chapter's  business. 

Indiana  Chapter. 

About  fifty  architects  from  Indianapolis,  Evansville,  Ft.  Wayne, 
Terre-Haute,  Lafayette,  Richmond,  South  Bend  and  Vincennes,  State 
of  Indiana,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute,  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  who 
was  in  Indianapolis  at  this  time  installing  the  Saint-Gaudens  Exhibition 
in  the  John  Herron  Art  Institute,  met  in  Indianapolis  on  the  18th  of 
December,  1909,  and  formed  a  temporary  organization  to  be  known  as 
the  Indiana  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.     On  this 
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occasion  a  banquet  was  held,  at  which  Mr.  Brown  spoke  on  "Organi- 
zation," urging  closer  affiliation  of  the  architects  and  expressing  the 
belief  that  the  Indiana  Chapter  would  prove  to  be  of  great  profit  to  the 
architects  as  well  as  of  advancement  to  the  cause  of  architecture. 
Arthur  Bohn  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  meeting  and  Henry  Dupont, 
Secretary.  This  organization  is  to  supersede  the  Indianapolis  Chapter, 
A.  I.  A.  Application  for  a  charter  was  authorized,  which  was  duly 
executed,  December  23,  1909,  in  the  names  of  Oscar  D.  Bohlen,  Adolf 
Scherrer,  E.  R.  Austin,  M.  S.  Mahurin,  Herbert  W.  Foltz,  and  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  submitted 
to  the  Institute.  This  application  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors at  their  meeting,  January  17,  1910,  when  a  charter  was  granted,  in- 
corporating the  Indiana  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting,  held  January  6,  1910,  the  following  officers 
were  elected : 

President, Oscar  D.  Bohlen,  Indianapolis.

A  committee  on  membership  was  appointed  to  report  eligible  names 
at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Association  starts  out  with  about  forty  members,  but  it  was 
resolved  that  all  who  joined  by  the  next  meeting  should  be  enrolled 
as  charter  members. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Indiana  Chapter,  held  February  12,  1910,  the 
formal  organization  was  perfected  and  the  Indiana  Chapter  was 
launched,  with  a  membership  of  forty-eight. 

The  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  will  be  held  in  Indianapolis 
on  the  11th  of  June,  1910. 

A  Code  of  Ethics  as  Article  IX  of  the  By-Laws,  "On  matters  adjudged 
Unprofessional"  was  adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

It  is  unprofessional  for  an  architect — 

1.  To  engage  in  any  of  the  building  trades  or  to  form  any  trade  partnership  or 
agreement  with  any  person  or  firm  engaged  therein. 
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2.  To  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  bond. 

3.  To  accept  a  commission  or  any  substantial  service,  or  favor  from  a  contractor. 
or  any  one  connected  with  the  building  trades. 

4.  To  advertise  in  any  form. 

5.  To  enter  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with  principles 
approved  by  the  Institute,  especially  if  such  terms  have  been  specifically  condemned 
by  the  Institute,  or  a  local  Chapter  thereof. 

6.  To  attempt  in  any  way  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor  to  secure  work 
for  which  a  competition  has  been  instituted. 

7.  To  attempt  to  influence  the  award  of  a  competition. 

8.  To  injure  intentionally  the  fair  reputation,  prospects  or  business  of  another 
architect. 

9.  To  criticise  anonymously  in  the  public  prints,  except  editorially,  the  profes- 
sional conduct  of  work  of  a  fellow  architect. 

10.  To  knowingly  undertake  a  commission  while  the  just  claim  of  another  archi- 
tect who  has  previously  undertaken  it  remains  unsatisfied. 

11.  To  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been 
taken  toward  his  employment. 

12.  To  offer  or  perform  services  at  rates  lower  than  those  approved  as  minimum 
by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  an  attempt  to  supplant  or  underbid  another 
architect. 

13.  To  act  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a  gentleman  and  detrimental  to  the  profession. 

14.  It  is  recommended  that  the  fees  for  professional  services  as  recommended  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Architects  be  used  in  their  practice  by  the  members  of 
this  Chapter. 

Illinois  Chapter. 

The  Illinois  Chapter  is  much  interested  in  and  very  justly  indignant 
over  the  criticism  and  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Chicago 
of  Mr.  D.  H.  Perkins,  the  architect  of  the  Board. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  Construction  News  as 
illustrating  the  feeling  of  the  architects  and  of  the  better  public  element 
generally : 

"Considerable  agitation  has  been  stirred  up  during  the  past  week  over  the  action  of 
President  Alfred  B.  Urion,  of  the  Board  of  Education,  preferring  charges  of  incom- 
petency, insubordination  and  extravagance  against  the  architect  of  the  board, 
Dwight  H.  Perkins,  who  has  since  been  asked  for  his  resignation  by  that  body.  The 
news  and  editorial  columns  of  the  Chicago  newspapers  have  been  teeming  with 
articles  airing  the  question  fully,  the  pith  of  all  of  which  is  a  demand  for  fair  play 
for  Mr.  Perkins,  and  the  bald  statement  of  the  fact  of  personal  motive  on  the  part 
of  President  Urion. 
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"The  opinion  of  the  majority  of  architects  of  the  city  of  Chicago  is  that  Mr.  Per- 
kins represents  faithfully  and  honestly  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  in 
giving  them  full  value  for  money  expended  on  schools.  That  he  has  built  schools 
which  will  outlast  the  present  generation,  using  rare  foresight  in  making  provisions 
for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  pupils,  which  does  not  necessitate  future  outlay  for 
improvements  in  time  to  come,  when  recommendations  of  this  nature  would  other- 
wise have  to  be  made.  A  finer  point  is  developed  in  the  fact  that  Mr.  Perkins  sought 
for  educational  effect  of  the  buildings  on  the  pupils  from  the  poorer  districts  who 
would  otherwise  have  no  opportunity  of  acquainting  themselves  with  this  matter, 
which  undoubtedly  serves  as  a  stimulus  in  their  progress  for  better  citizenship  and 
a  desire  to  better  their  condition  and  five  in  better  homes. 

"  The  request  for  resignation  has  been  the  cause  of  action  on  the  part  of  Architect 
Perkins'  professional  confreres,  who  are  a  unit  on  his  high  standing  as  an  architect, 
and  as  fully  qualified  for  the  position.  A  meeting  was  held  at  the  City  Club,  Saturday 
last,  attended  by  members  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects, The  Architects'  Business  Association,  and  the  Architectural  Club,  and  resolu- 
tions were  drawn  up  and  passed  and  were  sent  as  formal  protest  to  Mayor  Busse, 
the  city  council  and  the  school  board.  Fair  deab'ng  in  the  matter  is  asked  for  in 
so  far  as  the  charges  lack  substantiation." 

"  George  C.  Nimmons,  President  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects,  in  speaking  of  the  matter,  said: 

" '  We  are  making  this  demand  for  a  public  hearing  because  we  want  to  be  sure  that 
the  Committee  which  judges  Mr.  Perkins  is  capable  of  sitting  in  judgment.  To 
many  of  us  it  seems  that  it  would  be  more  proper  to  try  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Board,  instead  of  Mr.  Perkins.  One  of  the  greatest  blows  to  architecture  in 
Chicago  is  the  recent  decree  that  we  shall  put  our  children  in  plain,  meek,  niggardly, 
boxlike  buildings  for  their  school  homes.  This  controversy  means  everything  to  the 
future  of  education  in  Chicago.'" 

In  the  letter  received  recently  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  Mr.  Wight,  he  adds  in  this  con- 
nection :  "  Not  only  every  reputable  architect  in  this  city,  the  three 
organizations  of  architects  and  the  City  Club  have  taken  active  part 
in  this  contest  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Perkins,  but  every  daily  newspaper 
in  the  city,  without  exception,  has  championed  his  cause  against  the 
Board  of  Education.  It  now  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  the 
Board  of  Education  will  prefer  charges  against  Mr.  Perkins  in  view 
of  this  wonderful  exhibition  of  public  opinion  in  his  behalf. 

Never  before  in  Chicago  has  the  work  of  an  architect  attracted  so 
much  attention  and  sympathy  as  in  this  case. 
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Michigan  Chapter. 

Regular  Monthly  Meeting. 
December  7,  1909. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  was  held  at  Richter's  at  6.30  P.  M.,  preceded  by 
the  usual  dinner,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

A  hearty  welcome  was  extended  to  Dean  M.  E.  Cooley,  of  the  Michigan  University, 
the  guest  of  the  Chapter. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  held  October  5,  1909,  were  approved  as 
printed. 

The  application  for  junior  membership  of  Mr.  Adolph  Eisen,  of  Detroit,  recom- 
mended by  Messrs.  Baldwin,  Stratton  and  Mildner  and  provisionally  accepted  by 
the  Directors,  was  balloted  on  and  Mr.  Eisen  was  unanimously  elected. 

Communications  from  the  New  York  Chapter  and  the  San  Francisco  Chapter, 
suggesting  that  all  Chapters  cooperate  in  enforcing  the  mandatory  provisions  of 
the  Institute  Code  of  Ethics  with  especial  reference  to  competitions,  was  referred 
to  the  Secretary  for  acknowledgment. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  W.  S.  Bissell  regarding  a  proposed  lecture  by  Dr. 
Horatio  Browne,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lectures. 

A  communication  from  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  inviting  affiliation  on  the 
part  of  this  Chapter  with  the  Federation,  was  referred  to  the  Directors  with  power 
to  act. 

A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  November  meeting  of  the  Colorado  Chapter  was  ac- 
knowledged and  ordered  placed  in  the  archives. 

Dean  Cooley  addressed  the  Chapter  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  establishment 
of  classes  in  architecture  in  Detroit  under  the  method  of  University  Extension,  for 
the  benefit  of  students  in  architecture  and  draughtsmen,  and  explained  clearly  and 
forcibly  the  educational  value  of  this  feature  of  university  work,  in  affording  the 
opportunity  for  systematic  instruction  to  classes  made  up  of  those  who  were  unable 
to  avail  themselves  of  a  regular  university  course. 

This  extension  course,  Dean  Cooley  stated,  has  been  approved  by  the  Regents  of 
the  University  and  the  establishment  thereof  is  now  under  consideration. 

Professor  Emil  Lorch,  of  the  Department  of  Architecture  at  Ann  Arbor,  outlined 
the  scope  of  the  proposed  extension  course  which  would  cover  history,  design, 
construction  and  a  proper  correlation  of  subjects  pertaining  to  the  study  of  archi- 
tecture. Members  of  the  organized  classes  would  be  given  credits  for  meritorious 
work  that  would  entitle  them  to  advanced  standing  in  any  school  of  architecture 
that  they  might  later  attend. 

A  feature  of  the  work  would  be  a  course  of  public  illustrated  lectures,  and  the  many 
possibilities  of  the  course  tending  to  raise  the  standard  of  draughtsmanship,  and  the 
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dissemination  of  a  better  understanding  of  architecture  were  touched  on  by  Pro- 
fessor Lorch. 

A  general  and  interesting  discussion  followed  the  close  of  the  addresses,  and  on 
motion  the  thanks  of  the  Chapter  were  extended  to  the  speakers,  and  the  unqualified 
endorsement  and  approval  of  the  Extension  Course  was  expressed  by  the  Michigan 
Chapter. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

Annual  Address  of  the  President,  H.  J.  M.  Grylls. 

"During  the  year  1909  the  Michigan  Chapter  has  held  six  regular  meetings,  one  less 
than  in  1908,  also  three  Directors'  meetings.  The  reports  of  the  standing  committees 
of  1909  have  been  heard  by  those  members  who  have  attended  the  meetings,and 
the  reports  in  the  minutes  of  Chapter  proceedings,  I  hope  have  familiarized  those 
who  have  not  attended  with  the  progress  of  committee  work.  I  would  earnestly 
urge  all  members  to  realize  the  importance  of  attendance  at  meetings,  an  average 
of  one  meeting  to  two  months.  I  know  that  we  all  have  great  interest  and  pride 
in  the  work  of  the  Chapter.  I  believe  that  we  are  all  anxious  to  make  a  creditable 
showing  and  participate  in  the  ever-increasing  work  of  the  Institute.  We  cannot 
make  this  showing  unless  we  all  help,  and  we  do  not  help  unless  we  show  interest  by 
regular  attendance. 

'All  of  the  foregoing  is  not  solely  for  the  benefit  of  my  successor  in  office  but 
for  Chapter  benefit. 

"The  principal  Chapter  happenings  of  the  past  year  may  be  briefly  summed  up 
as  follows. 

"The  Michigan  Chapter  was  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Parks  and  Boulevards 
Committee  of  Detroit  to  consider  the  question  of  municipal  improvements  for  the 
city,  which  meeting  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  suggest 
the  plan  of  organization  and  procedure.  A  result  of  this  meeting  was  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  Mayor  of  a  standing  committee  on  municipal  improvement,  and  two 
of  our  number  were  made  members  of  this  committee.  At  a  later  Chapter  meeting 
the  expediency  of  the  appointment  by  this  Chapter  of  a  standing  committee  on 
municipal  improvement  was  discussed.  Action  was  deferred  and  is  hereby  be- 
queathed to  1910. 

The  Chapter,   through  its  Directors,   passed  a  resolution  endorsing  the  Park 
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Commission  plan  for  the  city  of  Washington,  and  urged  the  passage  of  a  bill  presented 
by  Senator  Newlands,  providing  for  the  location  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  on  the 
Park  Commission  site,  also  passed  a  resolution  recognizing  the  importance  of  the 
action  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  establishing  a  National  Council  of 
Fine  Arts  (which  Council  of  Fine  Arts  has  since  been  abolished  by  President  Taft). 
Copies  of  these  resolutions  were  sent  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Michigan. 

The  Library  Committee  interviewed  the  Library  Commissioners  with  a  view  to 
providing  space  for  an  Architectural  Library,  and  after  a  canvass  of  the  existing 
conditions  reported  that  there  was  no  space  available  in  the  Central  Library.  The 
plan  proposed  by  the  Committee  was  filed  for  future  reference.  When  Detroit  sees 
fit  to  build  an  adequate  Library,  then  will  our  Library  Committee  see  the  powers 
that  be.     Let  us  pray  that  it  will  be  soon. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  has  been  engaged  on  the  Building  Code  for  Detroit 
and  I  understand  their  labors  are  now  completed. 

The  Committee  on  Lectures  has  had  a  rather  easy  time  of  it  but  I  understand 
that  there  is  something  in  the  air  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  held  December  7,  M.  E.  Cooley,  Dean  of  the 
Civil  Engineering  and  Architectural  Department,  was  our  guest,  and  with  Professor 
Lorch  addressed  the  Chapter  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  classes 
in  architecture  in  Detroit  under  the  method  of  University  Extension,  intimating 
that  the  Regents  of  the  University  were  entirely  in  sympathy  with  the  scheme. 
Professor  Lorch  briefly  outlined  the  scope  of  the  proposed  work.  The  unqualified 
endorsement  of  the  course  was  expressed  by  the  Michigan  Chapter. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Regents  have  appointed  Percy  Ash,  formerly 
Dean  of  Architecture  of  George  Washington  University,  as  assistant  professor  of 
Architecture  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  January  5,  1909,  a  suggestion  was  made  by  our 
Secretary  that  a  complete  compilation  of  the  Chapter's  history  be  printed  and 
distributed  to  our  members.  This  suggestion  was  endorsed  and  a  committee  ap- 
pointed for  this  work.  Our  Secretary  is  Chairman  of  this  Committee.  At  the 
December,  1909,  Convention  of  the  A.  I.  A.  a  code  of  ethics  was  submitted,  read 
and  approved.  It  would  be  in  order  for  the  Chapter  to  have  copies  distributed  and 
to  go  on  record  as  to  approval  or  the  contrary. 

In  conclusion  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Chapter  who  have  con- 
tributed to  its  progress  by  devoting  their  time  and  help,  and  bespeak  for  my  suc- 
cessor the  same  interest  and  courtesy  that  has  been  given  to  me.

The  Chapter  was  represented  at  the  43d  Annual  Convention  of  the  Institute  by 
Messrs.  Grylls,  Meier,  Kotting  and  Lorch,  and  on  the  Committee  for  Nominating 
Institute  Officers,  by' Arthur  H.  Scott.

This  report  shows  a  net  gain  of  $211.95  over  the  balance  of  January  1,  1909. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  approved  and  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  through  Chairman  Rogers,  reported  that  the  work 
of  compiling  a  building  code  for  Detroit,  extending  over  a  period  of  two  years  was 
now  completed  and  the  Committee  recommended  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  Chap- 
ter be  called  for  the  consideration  thereof  prior  to  its  delivery  to  the  Building  Com- 
mission. 

The  Committee  of  Education  by  Chairman  Baldwin  stated  that  it  was  the  purpose 
of  Chapter  Committee  to  collaborate  with  the  Institute  Committee  on  Education 
in  devising  a  method  and  system  of  training,  available  to  draughtsmen  and  students 
in  architecture  that  would  advance  them  in  their  work,  and  fit  them  for  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  profession  of  architecture. 

The  Library  Committee  through  Mr.  Reed-Hill  gave  a  brief  outline  of  their  efforts 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  an  Architectural  Department  for  the  Public  Library 
System  of  Detroit,  and  stated  that  after  due  consideration  it  was  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  that  the  scope  of  the  scheme  should  be  broadened  to  comprise  a 
technical  library  in  the  full  sense  of  the  term,  including  architecture,  engineering, 
chemistry,  physics,  mathematics  and  works  based  thereon,  and  with  that  purpose 
in  view  the  Committee  had  prepared  a  circular  letter  requesting  the  cooperation 
of  the  different  technical  societies  of  Detroit. 

Chairman  Baldwin,  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  Specifications  and  Stand- 
ardization of  Documents,  informed  the  Chapter  that  the  work  of  preparing  a  uniform 
contract  and  general  conditions,  had  been  completed  by  the  Institute  Committee 
and  was  now  ready  for  printing.

Colorado  Chapter. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  in  the  office  of  Marean  &  Norton,  Shirley 
Annex,  Monday,  November  1,  1909,  and  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  4.30  P.  M. 

The  minutes  of  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  read. 

The  copy  of  Code  of  Ethics  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  'Chapter  as  received 
by  the  Secretary  was  read  and  ordered  placed  in  archives. 

The  reading  of  Glenn  Brown's  letter  reminding  the  Chapter  of  its  unpaid  con- 
tribution toward  convention  expense,  resulted  in  the  motion  being  made  and  carried 
that  the  usual  allowance  of  $20.00  be  made  and  that  a  warrant  be  drawn  on  the 
treasury  for  this  amount  and  the  sum  forwarded. 

Robert  Craik  McLean,  editor  The  Western  Architect,  sends  Chapter  congratula- 
tions upon  its  success  in  obtaining  the  license  law  for  this  State,  and  at  the  same 
time  adds  a  timely  word,  viz.,  the  registration  law  may  not  be  the  best  way  to  give 
a  standing  to  the  profession  and  protect  the  people  from  dangerous  architectural 
service,  but  it  seems  to  be  the  only  direct  and  feasible  method.  The  opposition 
such  a  law  receives  from  practitioners  on  ethical  grounds  seems  good  when  viewed 
ethically,  but  there  is  a  business  or  practical  aspect  to  the  profession  that  cannot 
be  got  away  from  and  should  not  be  overlooked. 
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Hoping  that  the  law,  which  is  probably  no  more  effective  at  present  than  is 
necessary  to  identify  a  practitioner,  and  of  little  other  real  value,  may  be  fostered 
by  the  Chapter  and  borne  with  patiently  by  the  profession  until  it  grows  into  a 
tangible  force  through  successive  amendments. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  asking  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  meeting  in  December 
upon  a  proposed  change  in  our  By-Laws  regarding  annual  dues,  to-wit: 

Article  6,  Section  2:  To  substitute  $10.00  for  $6.00,  and  $5.00  for  $3.00. 

This  contemplates  reinstating  the  original  dues  which  were  reduced  during  the 
slump  of  some  years  ago. 

Our  present  annual  resources  from  dues  are  about  $231.00. 

We  aim  to  have  a  surplus  each  year  to  be  added  to  our  sinking  fund,  now  amount- 
ing to  $308.00,  and  drawing  three  per  cent,  interest.  This  fund  should  be  increased 
in  keeping  with  an  organization  of  this  character. 

Our  annual  expenses  last  year  were  $211.93,  which  included  legislative  printing 
and  work  on  license  bill. 

Progress  in  keeping  with  other  Chapters  and  organizations  will,  of  course,  entail 
greater  expenditure.  There  is  a  growing  desire  to  have  our  own  meeting  rooms, 
furnished  and  equipped  in  accord  with  the  ideas  of  an  organization  of  this  kind. 

For  the  benefit  of  our  out-of-town  members,  our  present  bulletin  should  be  con- 
tinued and  elaborated  with  such  matter  as  would  be  of  benefit  to  readers,  including 
cases  at  law,  etc. 

The  feasibility  of  organizing  a  collection  agency  has  been  talked  of,  through 
whose  trained  lawyer  thousands  of  dollars  might  be  saved  to  our  members. 

We  should  be  prepared  to  encourage  draughtsmen's  organizations  by  the  offer 
of  substantial  premiums,  etc. 

We  should  be  in  fine  with  other  Chapters  and  bear  the  expense  of  proper  repre- 
sentation and  standing  in  the  Institute. 

We  should  reimburse  our  treasury,  depleted  somewhat  by  the  expense  of  print- 
ing, etc.,  in  connection  with  the  passage  of  the  architects'  license  law. 

We  should  be  in  fine  with  other  Chapters  and  engage  a  caterer  to  serve  a  lunch 
at  monthly  meetings. 

We  should  have  means  to  hold  a  meeting  now  and  then  with  our  outside  members — 
when  they  invite  us. 

We  should,  as  a  Chapter,  and  as  individuals  thereof,  have  a  better  standing  and 
more  prominence  before  the  public,  in  its  public  enterprises;  before  our  local  courts; 
and  before  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

To  attain  this,  we  must  do  things. 

All  these,  and  other  things,  we  should  do  as  opportunity  presents  and  our  means 
will  permit. 

We  should  be  h'beral  to  that  degree  which  will  enable  us  to  do  what  like  organi- 
zations are  doing. 

The  Chapter  was  honored  at  this  meeting  by  the  distinguished  presence  of  the 
Vice-President  of  the  Institute,  Mr.  I.  K.  Pond,  the  head  of  the  firm  of  Pond  & 
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Pond,  Architects,  Chicago  (a  household  name  among  the  profession  for  the  past 
twenty-three  years).  Mr.  Pond  stopped  off  on  his  way  from  the  Pacific  coast  to 
drink  in  a  bit  of  Colorado  sunshine  and  incidentally  to  visit  the  Chapter  whose 
monthly  meeting  chanced  to  be  due  at  this  time.  Mr.  Pond  proved  an  excellent 
mixer,  a  man  of  great  personality,  modest  withal,  interesting  in  character,  throwing 
great  li;ht  on  many  perplexing  questions  touching  the  Institute  and  the  Chapter. 
His  informal  talk  on  the  work  of  the  Institute,  what  it  has  done,  is  doing,  and  about 
to  do,  in  behalf  of  the  profession,  was  warmly  received  and  enthused  every  man 
present  with  the  Chicago  boosting  spirit  for  the  Institute. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  6.30  P.  M.

MacLaren  of  Colorado  Springs  as  second  delegate  to  the  Forty-third  Annual 
Convention,  due  in  Washington  December  14,  15,  16,  inst.;  and  on  motion  and 
second  the  name  of  Mr.  MacLaren  was  ratified  and  approved.  It  was  announced 
that  Mr.  MacLaren  would  represent  the  Chapter  at  the  Institute  Convention,  and 
the  delegate's  allowance  of  $100.00  ordered  paid.

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Colorado  Chapter  held  recently,  seventeen 
members  participating,  the  accompanying  resolution  in  response  to 
a  circular  of  the  old-time  type,  which  had  been  issued  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  city  and  county  of  Denver  inviting  licensed  archi- 
tects of  the  city  and  county  of  Denver  to  enter  a  competition,  was 
unanimously  passed: 

Whereas,  The  occasional  practice  of  making  plans  in  competition  (?)  and  on 
approval  has  almost  universally  proven  unsatisfactory  and  unprofitable  to  architect 
and  patron  alike,  and  in  order  to  again  declare  ourselves,  it  is  hereby 
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Resolved  by  this  Chapter  that  such  service  gratuitously  rendered  is  improper, 
unbusinesslike,  unprofessional  and  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  and  this  Chapter,  and  that  a  violation  thereof  shall  not  pass  unnoticed 
by  the  Chapter;  and  furthermore 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  forms  for  competition  as  laid  down  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  shall  be  enforced.

The  Chapter  has  also  been  successful  in  influencing  several  municipal 
competitions  in  its  vicinity,  substantially  as  dictated  by  it,  and  stipu- 
lating for  the  remuneration  at  the  six  per  cent.  rate. 

The  Chapter  continues  to  hold  regular  monthly  meetings. 

Southern  California  Chapter. 
Minutes  of  the  Twenty-Fifth  Regular  Meeting. 

The  twenty-fifth  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  was  held  at  Levy's 
Cafe,  Los  Angeles,  California,  on  Tuesday,  January  11,  1910.  $^ 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Frank  D.  Hudson,  at  7.45  P.  M. 

The  guests  of  the  evening  were  William  Curlett  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter 
A.  I.  A.,  L.  C.  Mullgardt,  Vice-President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  A.  I.  A., 
Mr.  W.  B.  Palmer  and  Mr.  Ira  J.  Francis,  electrical  engineers. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  twenty-fourth  meeting  of  members  and 
adoption  of  the  same,  the  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  of  $189.75. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  collection  of  $133.00  for  dues  and  initiation  fees  since 
the  preceding  meeting. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  reported  that  two 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  had  been  held  since  the  last  Chapter  meeting. 

Vouchers  for  payments  of  bills  issued  since  the  preceding  meeting  amounted  to 
$66.50. 

A  communication  was  then  read  from  Mr.  Cass  Gilbert,  Past  President  of  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  of- Architects,  in  response  to  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
this  Chapter  requesting  his  cooperation  toward  securing  the  next  Institute  Con- 
vention for  Los  Angeles. 
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A  circular  letter  was  next  read  from  the  International  Bureau  of  American  Repub- 
lics calling  this  Chapter's  attention  to  the  forthcoming  International  Art  Exhibit 
to  be  held  at  Buenos  Ayres. 

Under  the  heading  of  membership  the  Secretary  then  announced  eight  candi- 
dates elected  to  regular  membership,  and  one  to  Junior  membership  in  the  Chapter, 
upon  which  the  President  suggested  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Membership 
Committee,  which  was  promptly  extended  by  the  Chapter. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  frame  a  message  of  condolence  from  this  Chapter 
to  Mrs.  F.  P.  Burnham,  widow  of  the  late  architect,  F.  P.  Burnham. 

The  President  then  introduced  Mr.  W.  B.  Palmer,  electrical  engineer,  who  deliv- 
ered an  interesting  lecture  on  "High  Frequency  Currents,"  with  practical  demon- 
strations. At  the  close  of  this  lecture  the  President  called  upon  Mr.  Ira  J.  Francis, 
another  electrical  engineer,  who  gave  a  talk  on  the  manufacture  of  electric  wires  in 
general.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  thereupon  extended  to  Messrs.  W.  B.  Palmer  and 
Ira  J.  Francis  by  the  Chapter. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Mullgardt,  Vice-President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  was  next  called 
upon  by  the  Chairman.  Mr.  Mullgardt  spoke  in  eulogistic  terms  of  the  Southern 
California  Chapter  and  discussed  the  probabilities  of  the  coming  Convention  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Next  the  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  John  Parkinson,  the  delegate  from  this  Chap- 
ter who  was  present  at  the  last  Institute  Convention.  Mr.  Parkinson  gave  an 
interesting  account  of  the  main  transactions  at  the  last  Institute  Convention  and 
read  an  extract  from  a  Washington  paper  giving  an  account  of  the  ceremonies  attend- 
ant upon  the  presentation  of  a  gold  medal  to  the  representatives  of  C.  F.  McKim. 

Mr.  Curlett  from  San  Francisco  was  the  next  to  speak;  his  remarks  also  centered 
on  the  next  Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  Thereupon  Mr. 
Parkinson  suggested  a  rising  toast  to  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan,  the  recently  elected 
Fellow  of  the  Institute  from  this  Chapter;  it  was  heartily  extended  by  all  the 
Chapter  members  present. 

The  President  next  called  upon  Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim,  who  also  spoke  about  the 
next  Institute  Convention  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Los  Angeles 
delegates  from  the  Southern  California  Chapter  A.  I.  A.  to  the  Forty-first  Annual 
Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  held  in  Chicago  in  November, 
1907,  had  influenced  the  Institute  to  decide  to  hold  its  next  Convention  at  Los 
Angeles,  California,  should  it  not  be  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  also  called 
attention  to  the  Chapter  members  present  of  the  Exhibit  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Archi- 
tectural League  which  is  to  be  open  on  January  18,  1910.

Mr.  Morgan  also  spoke  of  the  next  Convention  of  the  Institute 
hoping  that  the  same  would  be  held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  but  expressed  him- 
self as  willing  to  cooperate  toward  the  success  of  the  Convention,  should  it  be 
held  in  any  other  city  of  the  Pacific  coast. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Vinson  was  next  called  upon  to  make  a  few  remarks  about  the  coming 
Architectural  League  Exhibit. 
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The  President  thereupon  called  upon  the  following  newly  elected  members, 
Messrs.  Lyman  Farwell  and  C.  F.  Skilling,  each  of  whom  responded  with  appropriate 
remarks. 

Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  the  Chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  thereupon 
announced  that  at  the  February  meeting  the  Chapter  would  be  addressed  by  two 
prominent  members  of  the  Los  Angeles  legal  profession. 

After  various  minor  discussions  the  meeting  adjourned  at  10.45  P.  M.

The  Washington  State  Chapter,  at  the  date  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held 
November  17,  1909,  numbered  46  members,  since  which  time  four  have  been  re- 
ceived into  membership. 

Of  the  total  of  50  members  ten  are  Associate  Members  of  the  Institute.  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  several  applications  for  associate  membership  in  the 
Institute  will  be  made  during  the  year.  The  present  relation  of  Chapters  to  the 
Institute  and  the  status  of  Chapter  members  does  not  offer  strong  inducement  to 
Chapter  members  to  become  Associate  members  of  the  Institute. 

Including  the  annual  meeting,  four  regular  and  two  special  meetings  of  the  Chap- 
ter have  been  held  with  an  average  attendance  of  sixteen. 

These  meetings  have  been  devoted,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  one,  to  the 
business  of  furthering  the  cause  of  a  City  Plans  Commission  for  the  city  of  Seattle. 
In  this  work  the  Chapter  has  cooperated  heartily  with  the  various  organizations 
of  the  city  with  the  result  that  upon  March  S  the  citizens  will  vote  on  the  question 
of  a  charter  amendment  authorizing  a  Civic  Clans  Commission  consisting  of  twenty- 
one  representative  citizens  who  shall  employ  and  assist  at  least  one,  and  not  over 
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three,  experts  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  plan  of  the  city,  embracing  its  probable 
future  expansion.     It  seems  probable  that  the  vote  will  be  favorable. 

In  November  the  Chapter  sent  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  Architectural 
League  of  the  Pacific  coast  in  San  Francisco,  at  which  were  present  Mr.  Cass  Gilbert 
and  Mr.  Irving  K.  Pond,  then  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Institute. 

In  December,  also,  the  Chapter  sent  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Institute  in  Washington,  and  at  the  last  Chapter  meeting,  held  February  2,  the 
evening  was  given  over  to  a  consideration  of  the  Circular  of  Advice  relative  to  the 
Principles  of  Professional  Practice  as  adopted  by  the  Convention,  with  the  result 
that  certain  sections  are  to  be  made  the  subject  of  special  programmes  at  subsequent 
meetings. 

For  the  present  the  Chapter  has  undertaken  a  redrafting  of  the  City  Building 
Ordinance,  with  the  view  to  effecting  much  needed  simplification  and  improvement.

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CODE  OF  COMPETITIONS  OF  THE  ALBERTA  ASSOCIATION 

OF  ARCHITECTS. 

The  following  "Regulations  for  Architectural  Competitions"  is 
taken  from  the  first  year  book  of  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects, 
whose  headquarters  are  at  Edmonton,  Province  of  Alberta,   Canada. 

If  the  promoters  of  an  intended  competition  desire  members  of  the  Alberta  Asso- 
ciation of  Architects  to  take  part  therein,  the  conditions  should  be  based  on  the 
following  suggestions: 

1.  The  promoters  of  an  intended  competition  should,  as  their  first  step,  appoint 
one  or  more  professional  assessors,  architects  of  established  reputation,  whose 
appointment  should  be  published  in  the  original  advertisements  and  instructions. 
The  selection  of  an  assessor  should  be  made  with  the  greatest  possible  care,  as  the 
successful  result  of  the  competition  will  depend  very  largely  upon  his  experience 
and  ability. 

The  President  of  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects  is  always  prepared  to  act 
as  honorary  adviser  to  promoters  in  their  appointment  of  assessor. 
All  the  designs  sent  in  should  be  submitted  to  the  assessors. 

2.  The  duty  of  assessors  should  be,  after  conference  with  the  promoters:  (a)  To 
draw  up  the  particulars,  conditions  and  suggestions,  in  accordance  with  these  regu- 
lations, as  Instructions  to  Competitors,  such  documents  to  be  so  drawn  up  as  to 
form  an  agreement  between  the  promoters  and  the  competitors  and  also  to  advise 
the  promoters  upon  the  question  of  cost  and  the  amount  and  apportionment  of  the 
premiums. 

(6)  To  determine  whether  the  designs  conform  to  the  instructions,  and  to  exclude 
any  which  do  not. 

(c)  To  advise  the  promoters  on  the  relative  merits  of  the  designs  admitted  to  the 
competition,  and  to  make  a  selection  in  accordance  with  the  instructions. 

Note. — It  is  essential  in  drawing  up  the  instructions  to  state  definitely  which  of 
the  conditions  must  be  strictly  adhered  to,  and  which  of  them  are  merely  optional 
or  of  a  suggestive  character. 

3.  No  promoter  of  a  competition,  and  no  assessor  engaged  upon  it,  nor  any 
employee  of  either,  should  compete,  or  act  as  architect,  for  the  proposed  work. 

4.  The  number,  scale,  and  method  of  finishing  of  the  required  drawings  should  be 
distinctly  set  forth,  and  they  should  not  be  more  in  number,  or  to  a  larger  scale, 
than  stated  in  conditions  of  competition,  and  such  drawings  should  be  in  black  fine 
without  color,  or  wash,  of  uniform  size,  number  and  method  of  mounting. 
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5.  Competitions  should  be  conducted  in  one  of  the  following  ways: 

(a)  By  advertisement,  inviting  architects  willing  to  compete  for  the  intended 
work  to  send  in  designs.  The  promoters,  with  the  advice  of  the  assessor  or  assessors, 
should  make  their  selections  from  such  designs.  The  author  of  the  design 
awarded  the  first  place  should  be  employed  to  carry  out  the  work. 

(b)  By  advertisement,  inviting  architects  willing  to  compete  for  the  intended 
work  to  send  in  their  names  by  a  given  day;  with  such  other  information  as  the 
candidate  may  think  likely  to  advance  his  claim  to  be  admitted  to  the  competition. 
From  these  names  the  promoters,  with  the  advice  of  the  assessor  or  assessors, 
should  elect  a  limited  number  to  compete,  and  each  competitor  thus  selected  should 
receive  a  specified  sum  for  the  preparation  of  his  design.  Three  premiums  shall  be 
offered,  the  first  premium  to  merge  in  the  commission.  The  author  of  the  design 
awarded  the  first  place  should  be  employed  to  carry  out  the  work. 

(c)  By  personal  invitation  to  a  limited  number  of  selected  architects,  to  join  in  a 
competition  for  the  intended  work.  Each  competitor  should  receive  a  specified 
sum  for  the  preparation  of  his  design.  The  author  of  the  design  awarded  the  first 
place  should  be  employed  to  carry  out  the  work. 

6.  No  design  should  bear  any  motto,  device,  or  distinguishing  mark;  but  all 
designs  should  be  numbered  by  the  promoters  in  order  of  receipt,  and  have  a  sealed 
envelope  enclosed  containing  the  name  and  address  of  the  competitor,  and  a  declara- 
tion stating  that  the  design  is  his  own  personal  work  and  that  the  drawings  have 
been  prepared  under  his  own  supervision.  All  reports  and  descriptive  matter  should 
be  typewritten,  and  all  titles  and  lettering  on  drawings  are  to  be  in  block  letters. 
Any  attempt  to  influence  the  decision  of  the  promoters,  or  of  the  assessor  or  asses- 
sors, should  disqualify  a  competitor. 

7.  The  author  of  the  design  placed  by  the  assessor  or  assessors  should  be  em- 
ployed to  carry  out  the  work,  and  he  should  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  Schedule 
of  Charges  sanctioned  and  published  by  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects.  If 
no  instructions  are  given  to  him  to  proceed  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
selection,  or  if  the  proposed  works  are  abandoned  by  the  promoters,  then  the  selected 
architect  should  receive  payment  for  his  services  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
of  the  competition  drawings  of  a  sum  equal  to  one  and  one-fourth  (1\)  per  cent, 
on  the  amount  of  the  estimated  expenditure.  It  the  said  author  should  be 
subsequently  employed,  the  one  and  one-fourth  (If)  previously  paid  to  him  should 
merge  in  his  ultimate  commission. 

8.  In  every  case  the  amount  of  premium  or  remuneration  for  the  competitive 
designs  should  be  fixed  under  the  advice  of  the  assessor  or  assessors. 

9.  Where  a  deposit  is  required  for  supplying  the  instructions,  it  should  be  returned 
on  the  receipt  of  a  bona-fide  design;  or  if  the  applicant  declines  to  compete  and 
returns  the  said  instructions,  within  a  month  after  the  receipt  of  replies  to  com- 
petitor's questions.  The  deposit  required  should  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
(S5.00). 

10.  A  design  should  be  excluded  from  a  competition —

(a)  If  it  does  not  substantially  give  the  accommodations  asked  for. 
(6)  If  sent  in  after  the  period  named  (accidents  in  transit  excepted). 

(c)  If  it  exceeds  the  limits  of  site  shown  on  the  plan  issued  by  the  promoters,  ihe 
figured  dimensions  on  which  should  be  adhered  to. 

(d)  If  the  assessor  or  assessors  should  determine  that  its  probable  cost  will 
exceed  ten  (10)  per  cent,  the  outlay  stated  in  the  instructions,  or  the  estimate  of 
the  competitor  should  no  outlay  be  stated.  If  the  assessor  or  assessors  be  of 
opinion  that  the  outlay  stated  in  the  instruction  is  inadequate,  he  or  they  shall  not 
be  bound  in  the  selection  of  a  design  by  the  amount  named  in  such  instructions, 
but  the  question  of  cost  shall  nevertheless  be  a  material  element  in  the  consideration 
of  the  award. 

(e)  If  any  of  the  other  instructions  are  violated. 

11.  It  is  desirable  that  all  designs  and  reports  submitted  in  a  competition  except 
excluded  under  Clause  10,  should,  with  the  consent  of  their  authors,  be  publicly 
exhibited  after  the  award  has  been  made,  which  award  should  be  published  at  the 
time  of  exhibition. 

12.  It  is  essential  to  the  success  of  any  competition  that  the  promoters  should 
agree  in  their  instructions  that  the  award  of  the  assessor  should  be  adhered  to  unless 
there  is  some  valid  objection  to  the  employment  of  the  author  of  the  design  placed 
first,  as  to  which  the  assessor  should  be  satisfied. 

13.  In  the  case  of  works  of  considerable  magnitude  it  is  desirable  that  three 
assessors  should  be  appointed.  As  stated  above,  the  President  of  the  Association  is 
always  ready  to  advise  on  this  or  other  points. 

The  charges  for  assessing  competitions  shall  be  less  than  $100  plus  one-fourth 
of  one  per  cent.,  upon  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  building,  plus  the  trav- 
eling expenses. 
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OBITUARIES. 

GOTTFRID    L.  NORRMAN,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  G.  L.  Norrman  was  born  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  in  1846.  He  was 
educated  at  the  University  of  Copenhagen  and  later  took  a  course  of 
architecture  and  engineering  at  one  of  the  German  universities,  on  the 
completion  of  which  he  traveled  through  Europe.  He  then  extended 
his  travels  to  Central  America  and  from  there  to  Texas,  then  to  South 
Carolina  and  finally  to  Atlanta,  Georgia,  which  latter  city  he  reached  at 
the  time  of  the  Cotton  States  Exhibition  and  for  which  he  designed  some 
of  the  largest  buildings.  Here  he  continued  to  live  and  practice  his 
profession  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  16th  of  November,  1909. 
One  of  his  earliest  buildings  was  the  Gate  City  National  Bank,  now  the 
Temple  Court,  to  which  other  stories  were  added  a  few  years  later  by 
another  architect.  Among  his  principal  buildings  in  Atlanta  may  be 
mentioned;  The  Silvey  Building,  the  Telephone  Exchange,  the  Central 
Fire  Engine  House,  Jewish  Hospital,  Piedmont  Driving  Club,  the  First 
Baptist  and  Christian  Science  Churches,  the  Richardson  and  Julius 
Brown  and  many  other  residences,  as  well  as  the  Citizens  Bank  of 
Savannah. 

Mr.  Norrman  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  in  1885  and  a  Fellow  in  1897. 

Under  Chapter  notes  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  Atlanta  Chapter 
on  the  death  of  Mr.  Norrman. 

George  W.  Thompson,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  George  W.  Thompson  was  born  in  Chatham,  England,  in  1835,  and 
came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  when  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age. 
After  spending  a  couple  of  years  in  New  York  he  removed  to  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  where  he  practiced  as  a  builder.  At  the  same  time  he  took  up 
the  studv  of  architecture  which  later  became  his  life  work.     In  1883 
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he  removed  to  Nashville  where  he  practiced  his  profession  until  within 
a  few  months,  when  he  was  obliged  to  retire  owing  to  ill  health. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  he  was  the  senior  member  of  the  firm 
of  Thompson,  Asmus  &  Norton.  Among  the  buildings  designed  by 
him  and  his  firm  are  the  Roman  Catholic  pro-Cathedral  and  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  the  Tulane  and  Duncan  Hotels,  the  Warner  School, 
Home  of  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  and  Bishop  Byrnes'  and  a  large 
number  of  other  residences. 

Mr.  Thompson  died  February  21,  1910.  He  was  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Western  Association  of  Architects  in  1886,  and  by  act  of 
consolidation  with  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1889  became 
a  Fellow  of  the  Institute. 

Washington  Hull,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Washington  Hull  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  on  the  22d  of  Sep- 
tember, 1866.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  the  Polytechnic 
Institute  of  Brooklyn  and  Columbia  University  School  of  Mines,  of 
New  York  city,  class  of  1887.  He  was  first  connected  with  the  office 
of  C.  C.  Haight  and  later  with  the  office  of  McKim,  Mead  &  White. 
He  then  formed  a  partnership  with  Austin  W.  Lord  and  James  Monroe 
Hewlett,  under  the  firm  name  of  Lord,  Hewlett  &  Hull.  Among  the 
most  important  buildings  built  under  the  firm  name  are  Public  School, 
Stapleton,  Staten  Island;  Parish  House  for  Grace  Church,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y. ;  Mausoleum  for  ex-Senator  Wm.  A.  Clark,  at  Woodlawn,  N.  Y. ; 
residence  for  Wm.  A.  Clark,  77th  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York 
city,  and  numerous  city  and  country  residences.  This  firm  also  won 
prizes  in  many  competitions,  the  most  noted  being  Art  Museum,  Fair- 
mount  Park,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Univeristy  of  California. 

For  the  last  ten  years  Washington  Hull  practiced  under  his  own 
name  in  New  York  city  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  had  many  important 
commissions  under  way. 

Mr.  Hull  is  best  known  as  the  winner  of  the  competition  for  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn  Municipal  Building.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Commission  to  revise  the  Building  Code  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Hull  was  lost  at  sea;  he  started  on  a  cruise  from  Lawrence  Beach, 
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Long  Island,  late  last  autumn  and  was  never  heard  of  again.  Finally 
after  waiting  in  vain  for  about  two  months  for  tidings  of  him  his  funeral 
services  were  held  at  his  residence,  January  9,  1910. 

Mr.  Hull  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  in  1899  and  a  Fellow  in  1901. 

Under  Chapter  notes  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter 
on  the  death  of  Mr.  Hull.

CONDITIONS  OF  ELIGIBILITY  TO  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP  AND 
INFORMATION  CONCERNING  QUALIFICATIONS,  APPLICATIONS 
AND  EXAMINATIONS. 


Applicants  for  Associate  Membership  must  be  practicing  architects  of  the 
United  States  or  architectural  draftsmen  over  thirty  years  of  age.  All  applicants 
are  required  to  submit  proofs  of  capacity  and  personal  and  professional  standing. 

If  an  applicant  resides  in  the  territory  of  a  Chapter,  he  must  be  a  member  of 
that  Chapter  at  the  time  his  application  is  made. 

Applicants  must  first  be  balloted  upon  by  members  of  the  Institute  in  the 
Chapter  of  the  applicant,  or,  if  no  Chapter  exists  in  the  State  of  the  applicant,  by 
members  of  the  Institute  in  that  State. 

Application  must  be  made  upon  one  of  the  forms  attached.  It  must  be  properly 
filled  out,  certified  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  with  such  exhibits  as  the  forms 
require.  Additional  copies  of  application  blanks  may  be  had  upon  request  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Institute. 

The  forms  to  be  used  by  applicants  are  known  as: 

Form  A. — For  graduates  of  accredited  schools  of  architecture,  for  holders  of 
accredited  scholarships  in  architecture,  and  for  applicants  who  have  passed  the 
qualifying  examinations  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects,  or  the  exami- 
nations for  the  first  class  of  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts. 

The  accredited  schools  of  architecture  are  those  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  Columbia  University,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Cornell 
University,  Harvard  University,  and  the  University  of  Illinois. 

The  accredited  scholarships  are  those  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome, 
Columbia  University,  Cornell  L^niversity,  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts, 
Washington  University,  the  Rotch,  Stewardson,  McKim  Scholarships,  the  winners 
of  the  Paris  Prize  of  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts  Architects,  and  the  Alumni  Fellow- 
ship of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Applicants  under  Form  A  are  not  required  to  undergo  any  examinations,  but 
they  must  have  had  not  less  than  three  years'  experience  as  practicing  architects, 
or  five  years  as  draftsmen,  or  the  equivalent  in  the  ratio  of  two  years  of  experience 
as  draftsmen  to  one  year  of  practice. 

Form  B. — For  applicants  not  included  in  Form  A. 

Applicants  under  Form  B  are  required  to  undergo  a  technical  examination,  or 
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may  submit  for  consideration  in  lieu  thereof  an  exhibit  of  their  executed  work, 
consisting  of  drawings  and  photographs  of  not  less  than  three  buildings. 

The  technical  examination  embraces  (a)  Construction;  (b)  Elements  of  Archi- 
tecture; (c)  Design;  (d)  Freehand  Drawing;  (e)  History  of  Architecture.  Full 
details  of  the  date  and  place  of  examination  will  be  given  to  each  applicant  a  proper 
time  in  advance. 

Architects  applying  under  Form  B  must  have  had  not  less  than  three  years' 
experience  in  practice;  draftsmen  must  have  had  not  less  than  five  years'  office 
experience. 

All  applications  under  Form  B  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Unsuccessful  applicants  will  be  notified  privately  of  the  fact,  and  will  not  be 
eligible  for  re-examination  until  the  lapse  of  one  year.

PROFESSIONAL    PRACTICE    OF   ARCHITECTS   AND   SCHEDULE   OF 
PROPER    MINIMUM    CHARGES. 


i.  The  architect's  professional  services  consist  of  the  necessary  conferences, 
the  preparation  of  preliminary  studies,  working  drawings,  specifications,  large 
scale  and  full  size  detail  drawings,  and  of  the  general  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  work,  for  which,  except  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  minimum  charge,  based 
upon  the  total  cost*  of  the  work  complete  is  six  per  cent. 

2.  On  residential  work,  on  alterations  to  existing  buildings,  on  monuments, 
furniture,  decorative  and  cabinet  work  and  landscape  architecture,  it  is  proper 
to  make  a  higher  charge  than  above  indicated. 

3.  The  architect  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  articles  purchased  under  his 
direction,  even  though  not  designed  by  him. 

4.  If  an  operation  is  conducted  under  separate  contracts,  rather  than  under 
a  general  contract,  it  is  proper  to  charge  a  special  fee  in  addition  to  the  charges 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  schedule. 

5.  Where  the  architect  is  not  otherwise  retained,  consultation  fees  for  pro- 
fessional advice  are  to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  questions 
involved  and  services  rendered. 

6.  Where  heating,  ventilating,  mechanical,  structural,  electrical  and  sanitary 
problems  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  the  services  of  a  specialist,  the  owner 
is  to  pay  for  such  services.  Chemical  and  mechanical  tests  and  surveys,  when 
required,  are  to  be  paid  for  by  the  owner. 

7.  Necessary  traveling  expenses  are  to  be  paid  by  the  owner. 

8.  If,  after  a  definite  scheme  has  been  approved,  changes  in  drawings,  speci- 
fications or  other  documents  are  required  by  the  owner;  or  if  the  architect  be  put 
to  extra  labor  or  expense  by  the  delinquency  or  insolvency  of  a  contractor,  the 
architect  shall  be  paid  for  such  additional  services  and  expense. 

9.  Payments  to  the  architect  are  due  as  his  work  progresses  in  the  following 
order:  Upon  completion  of  the  preliminary  studies,  one-fifth  of  the  entire  fee; 
upon   completion   of   specifications   and   general   working   drawings   (exclusive   of 


*The  total  cost  is  to  be  interpreted  as  the  cost  of  all  materials  and  labor  necessary  to  complete 
the  work,  plus  contractors'  profits  and  expenses,  as  such  cost  would  be  if  all  materials  were  new 
and  all  labor  fully  paid,  at  market  prices  current  when  the  work  was  ordered. 
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details),  two-fifths  additional,  the  remainder  being  due  from  time  to  time  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  service  rendered.  Until  an  actual  estimate  is  received, 
charges  are  based  upon  the  proposed  cost  of  the  work  and  payments  received  are 
on  account  of  the  entire  fee. 

10.  In  case  of  the  abandonment  or  suspension  of  the  work,  the  basis  of  settle- 
ment is  to  be  as  follows:  For  preliminary  studies,  a  fee  in  accordance  with  the 
character  and  magnitude  of  the  work;  for  preliminary  studies,  specifications  and 
general  working  drawings  (exclusive  of  details),  three-fifths  of  the  fee  for  complete 
services. 

ii.  The  supervision  of  an  architect  (as  distinguished  from  the  continuous 
personal  superintendence  which  may  be  secured  by  the  employment  of  a  clerk- 
of-the-works  or  superintendent  of  construction)  means  such  inspection  by  the 
architect  or  his  deputy,  of  work  in  studios  and  shops  or  a  building  or  other  work 
in  process  of  erection,  completion  or  alteration,  as  he  finds  necessary  to  ascertain 
whether  it  is  being  executed  in  general  conformity  with  his  drawings  and  speci- 
fications or  directions.  He  has  authority  to  reject  any  part  of  the  work  which 
does  not  so  conform  and  to  order  its  removal  and  reconstruction.  He  has  authority 
to  act  in  emergencies  that  may  arise  in  the  course  of  construction,  to  order  neces- 
sary changes,  and  to  define  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  drawings  and  specifications. 
On  operations  where  a  clerk-of-the-works  or  superintendent  of  construction  is 
required,  the  architect  shall  employ  such  assistance  at  the  owner's  expense. 

12.  Drawings  and  specifications,  as  instruments  of  service,  are  the  property 
of  the  architect.

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THE  CONDUCT  OF  COMPETITIONS. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects  recommends,  that,  whenever  possible, 
an  architect  be  employed  without  competition;  that,  when  competition  is  unavoid- 
able, the  American  Institute  of  Architects  recognizes  three  forms  of  competition: 

a.  Limited  to  a  certain  number  of  invited  architects; 

b.  Open  to  all  architects; 

c.  Mixed;  certain  architects  being  invited,  but  other  architects  being  at  liberty 
to  take  part. 

The  Institute  recommends  that  for  the  present  no  attempt  should  be  made 
to  impose  any  fixed  code  of  competition  upon  the  members  of  the  Institute,  but 
that  the  Institute  recognizes,  as  conducive  to  the  best  results,  the  following  under- 
lying principles  for  the  conduct  of  all  competitions: 

i.  The  object  of  a  competition  is  to  secure  the  most  skilled  architect. 

2.  An  architectural  adviser  should  draw  up  the  programme,  advise  the  em- 

ployer in  regard  to  it,  and  the  adviser,  or,  preferably,  a  jury  of  practicing 
architects,  should  advise  the  employer  in  making  the  award. 

3.  The  amount  to  be  expended  on  the  work  should  be  sufficient,  within  a 

reasonable  margin,  to  erect  a  structure  of  the  character  and  size  indicated 
in  the  programme,  or  there  should  be  no  cost  limit  stipulated. 

4.  The  programme  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  contract  relating  to  the  award 

of  the  work  and  to  other  payments. 

5.  Whenever  practicable,  the  competitors  and  the  professional  adviser  should 

meet  with  the  employer,  and  agree  upon  the  terms  which  shall  be  binding 
upon  all. 

6.  There  should  be,  in  limited  competitions,  payments  sufficient  to  cover  the 

preparation  of  the  drawings  demanded;  in  open  competitions,  premiums 
sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  at  least  five  schemes;  in  mixed  com- 
petitions, payments  to  the  invited  competitors  as  above,  and  an  additional 
amount,  representing  the  cost  of  five  sets  of  drawings,  distributed  among 
the  authors  of  the  best  five  schemes,  such  payments  not  to  be  confined 
to  the  uninvited  competitors. 

7.  The  drawings  required  should  be  the  minimum  necessary  to  express  the 

design  and  arrangement. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  appoint  a  Standing  Committee  of  three 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Competitions. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  consider  the  terms  of  any  com- 
petition in  which  members  of  more  than  one  Chapter  are  invited  to  participate, 
and  which  may  be  submitted  to  them  by  any  member  of  the  A.  I.  A. 

"It  shall  be  unprofessional  for  any  member  of  the  Institute  to  participate 
knowingly  in  any  competition,  the  terms  of  which  have  been  explicitly  disapproved 
by  the  Committee  on  Competitions."

THIS    AGREEMENT,    made    the day    of

Owner     ), 

WITNESSETH   that  the  Contractor,   in  consideration   of  the  agreements  herein 

made  by  the  Owner  ,  agree    with  the  said  Owner   as  follows: 

Article  i.  The  Contractor    shall  and  will  provide  all  the  materials  and  per- 
form all  the  work  for  the 


as  shown  on  the  drawings  and  described  in  the  speci- 
fications prepared  by.  .  .* 
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Architect,  which  drawings  and  specifications  are  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the 
parties  hereto,  and  become  hereby  a  part  of  this  contract. 

Art.  II.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that 
the  work  included  in  this  contract  is  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
Architect,  and  that  his  decision  as  to  the  true  construction  and  meaning  of  the 
drawings  and  specifications  shall  be  final.  It  is  also  understood  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  such  additional  drawings  and  explanations  as  may 
be  necessary  to  detail  and  illustrate  the  work  to  be  done  are  to  be  furnished  by  said 
Architect, and  they  agree  to  conform  to  and  abide  by  the  same  so  far  as  theymay  be 
consistent  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  original  drawings  and  specifications 
referred  to  in  Art.  I. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  and  all  draw- 
ings and  specifications  prepared  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract  by  the  said  Archi- 
tect are  and  remain  his  property,  and  that  all  charges  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and 
for  the  services  of  said  Architect,  are  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Owner  . 

Art.  III.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  work  except  upon  written  order 
of  the  Architect ;  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Owner  or  allowed  by  the  Contractor, 
by  virtue  of  such  alterations  to  be  stated  in  said  order.  Should  the  Owner  and 
Contractor  not  agree  as  to  amount  to  be  paid  or  allowed,  the  work  shall  go  on 
under  the  order  required  above,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  the  determination 
of  said  amount  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration,  as  provided  for  in  Art.  XII  of  this 
contract. 

Art.  IV.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  sufficient,  safe  and  proper  facilities  at 
all  times  for  the  inspection  of  the  work  by  the  Architect  or  his  authorized  represent- 
atives; shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  written  notice  from  the 
Architect  to  that  effect,  proceed  to  remove  from  the  grounds  or  buildings  all 
materials  condemned  by  him,  whether  worked  or  unworked,  and  to  take  down  all 
portions  of  the  work  which  the  Architect  shall  by  like  written  notice  condemn  as 
unsound  or  improper,  or  as  in  any  way  failing  to  conform  to  the  drawings  and 
specifications,  and  shall  make  good  all  work  damaged  or  destroyed  thereby. 

Art.  V.  Should  the  Contractor  at  any  time  refuse  or  neglect  to  supply  a 
sufficiency  of  properly  skilled  workmen,  or  of  materials  of  the  proper  quality,  or 
fail  in  any  respect  to  prosecute  the  work  with  promptness  and  diligence,  or  fail  in 
the  performance  of  any  of  the  agreements  herein  contained,  such  refusal,  neglect 
or  failure  being  certified  by  the  Architect,  the  Owner  shall  be  at  liberty,  after  three 
days'  written  notice  to  the  Contractor  ,  to  provide  any  such  labor  or  materials,  and 
to  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  money  then  due  or  thereafter  to  become  du 
to  the  Contractor  under  this  contract;  and  if  the  Architect  shall  certify  that  such 
refusal,  neglect  or  failure  is  sufficient  ground  for  such  action,  the  Owner  shall  also 
be  at  liberty  to  terminate  the  employment  of  the  Contractor  for  the  said  work 
and  to  enter  upon  the  premises  and  take  possession,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  work  included  under  this  contract,  of  all  materials,  tools  and  appliances  thereon, 
and  to  employ  any  other  person  or  persons  to  finish  the  work,  and  to  provide  the 
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materials  therefor;  and  in  case  of  such  discontinuance  of  the  employment  of  the 

Contractor     shall  not   be  entitled  to  receive  any  further  payment 

under  this  contract  until  the  said  work  shall  be  wholly  finished,  at  which  time,  if  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  this  contract  shall  exceed  the 
expense  incurred  by  the  Owner  in  finishing  the  work,  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Owner  to  the  Contractor  ;  but  if  such  expense  shall  exceed  such  unpaid  balance 
the  Contractor  shall  pay  the  difference  to  the  Owner  .  The  expense  incurred  by 
the  Owner  as  herein  provided,  either  for  furnishing  materials  or  for  finishing  the 
work,  and  any  damage  incurred  through  such  default,  shall  be  audited  and  certified 
by  the  Architect,  whose  certificate  thereof  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  parties. 

Art.  VI.  The  Contractor  shall  complete  the  several  portions,  and  the  whole 
of  the  work  comprehended  in  this  Agreement  by  and  at  the  time  or  times  hereinafter 
stated,  to  wit: 


Art.  VII.  Should  the  Contractor  be  delayed  in  the  prosecution  or  comple- 
tion of  the  work  by  the  act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  Owner  ,  of  the  Architect  ,  or 
of  any  other  contractor  employed  by  the  Owner  upon  the  work,  or  by  any  damage 
caused  by  fire  or  other  casualty  for  which  the  Contractor not  respon- 
sible, or  by  combined  action  of  workmen  in  no  wise  caused  by  or  resulting  from 
default  or  collusion  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  ,  then  the  time  herein  fixed  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  shall  be  extended  for  a  period  equivalent  to  the  time 
lost  by  reason  of  any  or  all  the  causes  aforesaid,  which  extended  period  shall  be 
determined  and  fixed  by  the  Architect  ;  but  no  such  allowance  shall  be  made  unless 
a  claim  therefor  is  presented  in  writing  to  the  Architect  within  forty-eight  hours 
of  the  occurrence  of  such  delay. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Owner  agree  to  provide  all  labor  and  materials  essential 
to  the  conduct  of  this  work  not  included  in  this  contract  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
delay  its  progress,  and  in  the  event  of  failure  so  to  do,  thereby  causing  loss  to  the 

Contractor  ,  agree     that will   reimburse  the  Contractor     for  such  loss; 

and  the  Contractor   agree    that  if shall  delay  the  progress  of  the  work 

so  as  to  cause  loss  for  which  the  Owner    shall  become  liable,  then 

shall  reimburse  the  Owner  for  such  loss.  Should  the  Owner  and  Contractor  fail 
to  agree  as  to  the  amount  of  loss  comprehended  in  this  Article,  the  determination 
of  the  amount  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration  as  provided  in  Art.  XII  of  this  contract. 

Art.  IX.  It  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  by  the  Owner   to  the  Contractor   for  said  work  and  materials  shall  be 


subject  to  additions  and- deductions  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  that  such  sum 
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shall  be  paid  by  the  Owner    to  the  Contractor  ,  in  current  funds,  and  only  upon 
certificates  of  the  Architects,  as  follows: 


The    final    payment    shall    be   made   within days 

after  the  completion  of  the  work  included  in  this  contract,  and  all  payments  shall 
be  due  when  certificates  for  the  same  are  issued. 

If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  evidence  of  any  lien  or  claim  for  which,  if  estab- 
lished, the  Owner  of  the  said  premises  might  become  liable,  and  which  is  chargeable 
to  the  Contractor  ,  the  Owner  shall  have  the  right  to  retain  out  of  any  payment 
then  due  or  thereafter  to  become  due  an  amount  sufficient  to  completely  indemnify 

against  such  lien  or  claim.     Should  there  prove  to  be  any  such  claim 

after  all  payments  are  made,  the  Contractor  shall  refund  to  the  Owner  all  moneys 
that  the  latter  may  be  compelled  to  pay  in  discharging  any  lien  on  said  premises 
made  obligatory  in  consequence  of  the  Contractor   default. 

Art.  X.  It  is  further  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
certificate  given  or  payment  made  under  this  contract,  except  the  final  certificate 
or  final  payment,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  that  no  payment  shall  be  construed  to  be  an  acceptance 
of  defective  work  or  improper  materials. 

Art.  XI.  The  Owner  shall  during  the  progress  of  the  work  maintain  insur- 
ance on  the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire, 

the  policies  to  cover  all  work  incorporated  in  the  building,  and  all  materials  for  the 
same  in  or  about  the  premises,  and  to  be  made  payable  to  the  parties  hereto,  as 
their  interest  may  appear. 

Art.  XII.  In  case  the  Owner  and  Contractor  fail  to  agree  in  relation  to 
matters  of  payment,  allowance  or  loss  referred  to  in  Arts.  Ill  or  VIII  of  this  con- 
tract, or  should  either  of  them  dissent  from  the  decision  of  the  Architect  referred 
to  in  Art.  VII  of  this  contract,  which  dissent  shall  have  been  filed  in  writing  with 
the  Architect  within  ten  days  of  the  announcement  of  such  decision,  then  the  matter 
shall  be  referred  to  a  Board  of  Arbitration  to  consist  of  one  person  selected  by  the 
Owner  ,  and  one  person  selected  by  the  Contractor  ,  these  two  to  select  a  third. 
The  decision  of  any  two  of  this  Board  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both  parties 
hereto.     Each  party  hereto  shall  pay  one-half  of  the  expense  of  such  reference. 


The  said  parties  for  themselves,  their  heirs,  successors,  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns,  do  hereby  agree  to  the  full  performance  of  the  covenants  herein 
contained. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  the  parties  to  these  presents  have  hereunto  set 
their  hands  and  seals,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.
